Teachers To Stage 

“Treasure Island” 

High School Faculty In Seventh 
Annual Play 


Once again the teachers of New- 
ton High Sciiool are to leave their 
class-rooms for the footlights. On Fri- 
day and Saturday evenings, Nov. 14 
and 15, in the High School auditorium 
on Walnut street, Newtonville, they 
will present Jules Eckert Goodman’s 
"Treasure Island" dramatized from 
Stevenson — that immortal story of pi- 
rates and buried gold. Beloved by 
every boy, and by every grown-up hoy 
as well. A third performance, de- 
signed especially for younger boys and 
drift, is to be given at 9:30 Saturday 
morning, Nov. 15. 

Mr. Goodman's four-act version of 
"Treasure Island” was first given on 
the professional stage in New York 
in 1915. For the forthcoming perform- 
ances of tills thrilling drama of adven- 
ture at the High School two new 
scenes are being constructed, — one of 
the gnllant brig Hispaniola, and the 
other of the famous Stockade on the 
island. 

The leading part, that of Long John 
Silver, the ship-cook with the wooden 
leg, is to be taken by Mr. Flicker, 
assistant principal of the school. Mr. 
Mergendahl, head of the Mathematics 
department, is to be Jim Hawkins; 
Mr. Griffin, supervisor of music, will 
be Billy Bones, and all the other vil- 
lainous cut-throats will he there, from 
Ben Gunn to Israel Hands, enacted by 
other well known members of the fac- 
ulty. Mrs. Blanche Bends of the Eng- 
lish Department is coaching the Play. 

With the exception of a notable 
performance of "The Taming of the 
Shrew" in 1927. in which Mr. Francis 
L. Bacon played the part of Petruccio, 
nothing has been undertaken before 
so ambitious as “Treasure Island." All 
the faculty plays, however, have been 
well attended and highly praised. The 
receipts have been used for scenery 
to equip the school stage and for 
scholarships to assist Newton hoys 
and girls to go to college. The two 
bronze plates t<> be placed on the 
new Stadium at Claflin Field have 
been bought with money from last 
year’s play, and are given by the High 
School teachers of Newton to the city 
in memory of their colleague, Alfred 
W. Dickinson.

Proposed Zoning 

Changes Argued 

Hearings Reveal Considerable 
Opposition 

The Claims and Rules Committee 
held public hearings Wednesday night 
at City Hall on several petitions ioi* 
zoning changes. The hearings were 
among the most interesting held at 
City Hall for many months. 

The first hearing announced was on 
the petition of Chief Randlett of the 
Fire Department asking that land on 
Willow and Centro streets, Newton 
Centre, be changed from business to 
private residence zone. The Chief 
was at a fire when this hearing was 
announced, but arrived later in the 
night. Charles W. Bond of Gibbs 
street, representing the First Church, 
which is located almost opposite the 
land In question, favored the petition. 
He described the park-like aspect of 
the surrounding territory and asserted 
that the change was necessary be- 
cause it is proposed to attempt to es- 
tablish another gasoline filling station 
on the property affected by the peti- 
tion. He said Louis Volpe, owner of 
one of the parcels of land affected, 
has had an offer to sell his property 
for such a purpose. He argued that 
Newton Centre people are proud of 
their village and do not want to see 
an otherwise excellent neigiinorhoou. 
which is developed for park and pub- 
lic purposes from Willow street to 
Cypress street, along centre t t . 
have a small business area developed 
at the Willow street end. 

Chief Randlett fuvored the petition 
and called attention to the $300,000 
the city has recently invested in the 
new fire alarm headquarters building 
located close to the land which it is 
proposed to place into a residence 
zone and which should not be allowed 
to be used for filling station purposes. 
John C. DeMille, representing Trinity 
Episcopal Church, also favored the pe- 
tion as did G. H. Williams of 944 Cen- 
tre street, who spoke for the Baptist 
Missionary Home which is located op- 
posite the Volpe property. Fred P. 
Hnckett, superintendent of the Bap- 
tist Home, also favored the petition. 

James P. Gallagher, attorney for 
Volpe, ridiculed the arguments of the 
proponents of tic- petition regarding 
the park-like aspect of the city owned 
property near Volpe’s land. He argued 
that the nearby firehouse with the 
noise of gongs and apparatus rushing 
to fires is anything hut park-like. He 
contended that this property was prop- 
erly zoned in 1922 because of unde- 
sirable surroundings such as the sta- 
ble of the Street Department, steam 
rollers parked i* a i earKy yard and 
the like. He dated that no move was 
made to change the land into rr-ir! 
ence zone unti^ it was learned that 
Wipe Ha 1 been offered a’n appreciable 
sum toi his property! He argued that 
it would he an invasion of Volpe’s 
ghts and also those of Joseph Alii 
son of 1150 Centre street, whose prop

Aldermen Buy 

Chaffin Estate 

For City Purposes — Other Appro- 
priations, Etc. 

The appropriation of $22,600 for the 
purchase of the Chaffin estate on Ver- 
non street, Newton and the appropria- 
tion of $1000 to enable the start of 
Mayor Weeks’ project to afford em- 
ployment to relieve residents of New- 
ton who have been out of work, were 
two of the principal features of the 
meeting held Monday night by the 
Board of Aldermen. Two benefits to 
the city will result from the purchase 
of the Chaffin estate. The $22,600 re- 
ceived by the trustees of the Chaffin 
Educational Fund will be used to pro- 
vide further education for young men 
and women of Newton. The former 
'’haffln residence will, in all prob- 
ability, he converted into a unit of 
the Newton Library and used as a 
children’s library. in addition, the 
acquisition of this property bv the 
city completes the park effect in the 
area hounded by Centre. Church. Eld 
redge and Vernon streets. 

The Aldermen held a conference 
with Mayor Weeks in the large com- 
mittee room at City Hall and the 
M ayor outlined his plans for the cam- 
paign to relieve the unemployment 

ituation. as it affects citizens of New- 
ton. He asked the Board to co-oper- 
ate with the citizens committee, head- 
ed by Leon Rogers, and to agree to 
appropriate in the near future a con- 
siderable sum to afford work this win- 
ter to persons in this city who need 
work and money with which to pur- 
chase the necessaries of lift*. The Al- 
dermen readily agreed to appropriate 
$1000 for office expenses of the Em- 
ployment Bureau which has been 
started in City Hall Annex. Mayor 
Weeks stated that at the next meet- 
ing of tile Board he will make recom- 
mendations for appropriations with 
which to perform work on public 
projects this winter.

Relief Campaign On Normal G. 0. P. Vote 
For Unemployed Here Cast In Newton 

Loon Roger* Head* Committee Wet* Have 732 Plurality On Baby 
Which Plan* Many Project* Volstead Repeal 


Newton’s work-providing program, 
aided by the creation of a large re- 
lief fund, subscribed by private citi- 
zens, was announced Saturday by 
Mayor Sinclair Weeks. Every un- 
employed resident of Newton will be 
provided with work under the Newton 
plan, relief will be extended to all 
needy families and some of the mun- 
icipal improvements which ordinarily 
would not be done until 1932 or later 
will be started immediately. 

The program, which includes the in 
auguration of the largest civic con- 
struction and building activity in 
Newton’s history will be started with- 
out delay. New municipal works to 
cost $150,000 will provide work for 
many wage earners and another $150.- 
000 contributed by leading citizens 
will be expended for relief. Co-ordina- 
tion of the work of all charity organ- 
izations of the city is planned to pre- 
vent duplicating assistance to those in 
need, and all this will he In addition 
to the unusual amount of city work- 
planned for this winter by the New- 
ton mayor. 

Leon B. Rogers of West Newton, 
has been appointed by Mayor Weeks 
to direct the work. He will head a 
committee of 15 prominent citizens 
who will assist in providing so-called 
"white-collar” workers with positions, 
as well as devising ways and means 
to bring about the creation of more 
jobs for laboring men. Mr. Rogers, 
who will give the work his active at- 
tention during the next few months, 
arranged to open a registration bu- 
reau in City Hall annex. West Newton, 
on Wednesday morning. Nov. 5th. 
There, all Newton persons seeking 
work will b • asked to register their 
preference as to the type of work de- 
sired. 

Rnsin°<« nvn. welfare groups, civic 
agencies, labor and all other groups 
already have co-operated in the or- 
ganization of Mayor Weeks’ effort to 
provide against unemployment. The 
primary object of the Newton com- 
mittee is announced to be actually to 
create new opportunities for work. 
Mayor Weeks declares strongly that 
he believes every man willing to work 
should be given an opportunity to earn 
his own living and his committee will 
direct its work along these lines, pro- 
viding necessaries of life and fuel, 
however, for those who are unable to 
work. 

Newton’s municipal co-operation 
with the unemployment committee 
will be in the expenditure of city 
funds tor the extension of water 
mains, for the covering of brooks and 
drains, construction of new sewers 
• 


Strange as it may seem. Newton 
did not follow the trend of the rest 
of the state and aid the tidal wave 
which swept the country. The nor- 
mal Republican vote was cast in this 
city, Allen receiving 14,111 votes and 
Ely 7379. out of a total of 22,047 or 
17% of the total registration. The day 
was ideal for an election and workers 
were busy at all the polling places. 
On account of the size of the ballot, 
the counting was unusually slow, the 
last returns reaching City Hall at 

As stated before Governor Allen re- 
ceived the normal vote and carried all 
hut three precincts. Ely leading in the 
three Democratic precincts in Nonan- 
tum and West Newton. 

Butler, for U. S. Senator received 
13.312 votes and Coolidge 6132, But- 
ler carrying all hut four precincts, 
Coolidge leading in Nonantum, one 
precinct in West Newton and Upper 
Falls. 

Charles F. Hurley carried the city 
for state treasurer with a total vote 
of 10,446. Burrell having 9.458. the low- 
est Republican vote on the ballot. 

Possibly the greatest interest cen- 
tered in the vote on the repeal ref- 
erendum. Yes receiving the majority 
with 10.126 while No had but 9,394 
with some 2500 voters refusing to vote 
one way or the other. 

The redistricting amendment was 
approved by a vote of 9,452 to 2.379. 

The steel trap referendum was ap- 
proved. 12.611 to 4.347. 

On the Boston Elevated plans pri- 
vate ownership had 3,621, public con- 
trol had 7,361 and municipal owner- 
ship .3.134. 

Notwithstanding the fact that two 
residents of this city were candidates 
on the Democratic ticket their vote 
showed but little increase over the 
usual party vote. Mr. Claggett for 
lieutenant governor had 7500 votes 
while Youngman. his Republican op- 
ponent had 13.532. 

Mr. Hill for Congress had 7.872, 
while Congressman Luce received 13.- 
084. 

Frederic W. Cook, the efficient state 
secretary, had 13,781. O'Brien, his 
Democratic opponent, had but 6,831. 

A. B. Cook, the state auditor, re- 
ceived 11.537 votes. Francis Hurley his 
opponent having S.615. 

For Attorney General Joseph E. 
Warner had 14.0S3 while Sullivan his 
opponent had but 6,564. 

For Councillor Mrs. Andrews had 
13.262 votes. Brett receiving 6.623. 

Senator Hollis did not have any op- 
ponent and had 16,272 votes. 

In the 4th Representative district, 
Messrs. Baker wih 5.791 votes and 
R. C. Thompson with 5.153 votes were

MEDFORD RESORTS 
TO AIR TO WIN 25-0 


Medford High took to the air last 
Saturday to smother Newton high 
on the Fulton street Held at Medford. 
25 to 0. Throughout the first period 
the orange and black waged n stub- 
born battle and outplayed their ri- 
vals by a clear margin. In fact Med- 
ford rushed t lie halt but six times and 
kicked once in the first period with 
tiie Drill within their 45-yard line. New- 
ton made two tlrst downs to Medford’s 
one and as the period ended wore in 
possession of the ball on the Medford 
20-yard stripe with third down and 
ion yards to gain. A pass was incom- 
plete and then a try at a place kick 
.vus missed by Litchfield to open the 
second period. Midway of this ses- 
sion. Medford started clicking with 
i 30-yard pass from Goode to Messina 
with the latter romping through a 
broken field for 30-yards more and 
the first score. From that time on 
Newton slowly faded although no fur- 
ther scoring took place until the third 
period. 

When the two teams came on the 
field after the intermission between 
the halves Medford showed a well-ex- 
cuted forward passing game intermin- 
gled with a nice running attack to 
score twice in the third period and 
again in the fourth period. The lat- 
ter score came with many Medford 
substitutes on the field as Coach Col- 
lins sent in every man on his squad. 
Newton had other opportunities to 
score in t lie second half of the game 
but failed to come through. 

First Period 

Newton won the toss and elected to 
defend the west goal with Medford 
kicking off. Blackler took Hudson’s 
kic koff on his 20-yard line and ran it 
back 15 yards. On second down El- 
rod’s quick kick was downed by Per- 
kins on the Medford 33-yard line. 
Gowell nailed Walsh for a yard loss. 
Two more plays netted but six yards 
and Medford kicked. Brnen, Newton 
left end. blocked Goode’s punt and it 
went outside on Medford’s 34-yard line. 
It was Newton’s ball. Two plays net- 
ted three yards and then Elrod’s pass 
to Litchfield was incompleted. Elrod 
kicked to the Medford 17-yard line. 
Walsh and Messina ripped off a first 
down In the plays at the Newton tac- 
kles. Three plays netted but three 
yards and Messina kicked outside on 
his 45-yard stripe. Elrod picked up a 
yard and then three yards with an 
incomplete pass to Blackler forcing 
him to kick on fourth down. Elrod 
was knocked down by the Medford 
ends and the ball brought back. Med- 
ford being penalized five yards giv- 
ing Newton a first down. After Elrod 
was tossed for a two-yard'loss <>n a 
criss-cross he tossed a ten-yard pass 
to Litchfield who raced seven yards to 
the Medford 20-yard mark before be- 
ing brought down. It was first down 
again. Two plays later without gain 
the period ended. 

Second Period 

Elrod’s incompleted pass to Blackler 
was almost intercepted by Goode. 
Litchfield attempted a placement kick 
at the goal but was not even close and 
Medford put the ball in play on her 
20-yard line. Goode slid off tackle for 
18-yards and a first down. A little 
later Strombom fumbled and recovered 
Goode’s punt on the Newton 13-yard 
line. Elrod kicked on third down to 
his 33-yard stripe. Medford made 
seven yards in four plays with New- 
ton taking the ball on clowns on their 
own 26-yard line. Messina ran Elrod’s 
kick back five yards to the Medford 
40-vard stripe. Goode tossed a 30- 
yard pass to Messina and the latter 
raced 30-yards more to score, aided 
by nice interference which quickly 
formed.

Newton High will meet Rindge 
Technical School on the gridiron to- 
morrow afternoon in its fourth Subur- 
ban league football game of the cur- 
rent season. Newton has won hut 
one game to date, that over Everett a 
few weeks ago. and lias lost three and 
tied two in six games. Rindge Tech 
has chalked up three victories, having 
turned hack Cambridge Latin, Revere, 
and Lawrence, played a scoreless tie 
with Peabody and lost to Everett and 
Brookline. The outcome of tomor- 
row's contest will probably hinge upon 
the breaks as both teams have shown 
defensive strength but little scoring 
power. 

Newton needs a victory to retain a 
mathematical chance to tie for the 
•Suburban league 1930 title. In the 
| other league game of the day Som- 
erville will entertain Brookline and a 
• great battle is in prospect. Should 
either team win that eleven will ho 
| in the riders seat and should drive 
through to the title on Thanksgiving 
Day when a tie game will he snfil- 
1 ciont. There is an even chance that 
a tie game will result and if such is 
| the case the final disposition of tho 
flag will then hinge upon the Turkey 
Day final games. Should the tie game 
occur at Somerville and should New- 
ton defeat Rindge the orange and 
black could make a triple tie of the 
race by upsetting Brookline provided 
Rindge tramples Somerville. 

With the season two thirds gone 
Newton has a chance to stage a glori- 
ous finish to an otherwise indifferent 
season. Victories in the final three 
games, Rindge, Waltham and Brook- 
line, would be a fine feather in New- 
ton’s cap and the possibility of such 
happenings is far from remote. In past 
years Newton has rea.ched its peak 
along towards the middle of November 
and has maintained its play through 
Thanksgiving Day. Newton has not 
lost to Brookline since 1926 when 
Coach Hines’s outfit carried off the 
league honors in a post-season game 
with Everett. Since then Newton has 
chalked up to 3 to 0 victories in ’27 
and ’28 and last year played a score- 
less tie. 

Newton will go into the Rindge 
game tomorrow with a few changes in 
the line-up. In the line MacLellan lias 
won the starting call at left tackle in 
place of Rill Gowell, who in turn has 
been changed to a guard position and 
has displaced George Gulian on the 
right of centre. Tommy Lyons has 
won the pivot berth from Bob Patter- 
son and will start at centre. In the 
backfield the return of Johnny Shorten 
following a slight leg injury in the 
Somerville contest has caused Coach 
Sullivan to move Perry Elrod to the 
quarterback berth. Elrod will direct 
the team and play safety man. Short- 
en and Blackler will be the halfbacks 
with Bernard Litchfield at full back. 
With these changes it is hoped that 
the Newton offence will click in bet- 
ter fashion than in recent games. 

Fred Perkins and John Bruen will 
be on the hands. The former has 
played consistent football the greater 
part of the season and was outstand- 
ing in the Everett game. Bruen was 
a halfback at the start of the season 
but injuries to the end candidates 
caused the Newton mentor to shift 
him over. He has been coming along 
fast lately and showed exceptional 
playing ability in the Medford game. 
Bruen did about everything one could 
expect of him last Saturday to block- 
ing a Medford punt, intercepting a 
pass, recovering a Medford fumble, 
and making more than his share of 
tackles. MacLellan and Butler will 
start at the tackles with Vasalotti and 
Gowell at the guards. 

Rindge has several players of out- 
standing ability, John Malisinski at 
left guard and Captain Tony Sarausky 
being the two foremost. Sarausky is

COMMITTEE MEETS 

A meeting of the All Newton Com 
mittee for Sale of Christmas Seals, 
was held at the home of the Chair- 
man, Mrs, Charles A. Riley, Common 
wealth avenue, Newton Centre, on Oc- 
tober 23rd. 

Miss Elizabeth P. Bartlett, County 
Chairman, and locnl chairman repre- 
senting different parts of the city, 
were present. 

Methods of conducting the 1930 sale 
were discussed, and plans made for 
a complete mailing list, to include 
many new residents who have come 
to Newton recently. 

The chairman introduced Mr. Frank 
Kiernan, Executive Secretary of the 
Mass. Tuberculosis League. Mr. Kier- 
nan congratulated Newton on the suc- 
cess of the Christmas Seal Sale in 
former years, and the method of ex- 
pending that income, also he ex- 
pressed confidence that. In view of the 
enthusiasm of the committee, the sale 
would become more sucecssful this 
year. He outlined methods of appeal 
and of fellowship approach. Mr. Kier- 
nan then introduced Mrs. Albert E. 
Sinks, Seal Sale Adviser, of the Na- 
tional Association. 

Mrs. Sinks gave glowing accounts 
of the Seal Sales in many parts of the 
country. Her advice in details of the 
work was most suggestive and help- 
ful. She assured the committee that 
return from the sale in Newton in for- 
mor years were very satisfactory in 
comparison with those of other cities 
of similar size. 

Miss Ruth Chapin. General Secre- 
tary of the Newton Welfare Bureau, 
spoke of use of the Seal Sale income, 
in Newton, by the Welfare Bureau, 
under advice and direction of the 
Health Committee of the Bureau. 

Miss Chapin stressed the fact that 
the very necessary health work with 
children, and the general anti-tubercu- 
losis care In Newton, had no other 
source of Income, than that which the 
Seal Sale brings. 

She cited several very definite cases 
among the many which are brought 
to the attention of the Welfare Bu- 
reau. Not one cent of income from 
Christmas Seals is spent for other 
work of the Bureau.

Origin of Some Names of 

Garments Now Common 

“Cont" comes from the word that 
formerly meant a frock ns well, the 
same word being found In the Italian 
“cotta," a short surplice worn by the 
clergy. “Frock" Is from a I.ntln word 
meaning n shnggy clonk. “Skirt” comes 
from the snme word ns “shirt.” 
“Trousers" Is from the French “troua- 
ser,” to tuck or fnsten up. “Boot” Is 
connected with the Italian “bottn," a 
hollow skin. “Sock" comes from "soc- 
cuh," a kind of shoe originally worn 
by Roman comic actors, and "stocking" 
Is from a Teutonic word, "stock," the 
stump of a tree — hence, a covering for 
the "stumps," or legs! "Jacket" Is 
from "Jaque," a coat of mail. "Jer- 
seys” were mnde from yarn spun In 
Jersey. "Robe" Is from a Latin word, 
"rnuba," meaning "spoil" or "plunder" 
— fine clothes being once a treasured 
Item of military "loot." "Beret” Is de- 
rived from “blretta," the black cap 
worn by clergymen and French law- 
yers. "Calico" came from Calicut, In 
India. "Serge" is from the Lntln "ser- 
lca," silks, so called beenuse they were 
made by the Seres, or Inhabitants of 
Chinn. “Muslin" Is said to get Its 
name from Mosul, Turkey, where It 
wns first mnde. “Marocnln" traces Its 
origin to Mnroc — French for Morocco. 
"Tweed" was originally “tweel," but 
Its association with the river Tweed 
led to Its being given (really mlstak- 
ingly) Its present name.

“Police Force” Keeping 

Insect Pests in Check 

For a good many years now science 
has been fighting insect armies, and, 
curiously enough, amongst Its most po- 
tent weapons are Insects themselves. 
It hns been found that there is hardly 
an Insect which Is not preyed upon 
by some other. Nature has. In fact, 
evolved a kind of Insect police force, 
which keeps marauders from becom- 
ing too numerous. The greenfly, which 
does so much damage to roses, has 
a powerful foe in the larva of the 
ladybird, while ichnumon flies serve 
to keep the devastations of caterpil- 
lars within bounds. 

But this police force Is not always 
adequate, nnd science Is engaged In 
the production of flying squads. When- 
ever a plague of obnoxious Insects is 
noticed In any part of the empire, oth- 
ers which are known to prey upon the 
pests are bred in large numbers at an 
Insect zoo In a Hertfordshire village 
and are sent out to do battle. 

Policeman insects have already been 
sent to Australia, New Zealand, Can- 
ada, India, Africa, and the West In- 
dies. nnd every year the llylng squad 
of the scientists Is wnging more and 
more relentless war upon insect rob- 
bers nnd pirates In all parts of the 
world.— London Tit-Bits. 


United States Mails 

The Post Office department says 
thnt mall Is dropped in the box, picked 
up by the collector, nnd plnced on the 
facing table in the post office. It Is 
then picked up with all the stamps 
arranged according to the size of the 
envelope nnd run through the cancel- 
ing machine. The mall is then taken 
to a primary distribution case nnd 
there assorted Into various boxes ; then 
tnken to a state ense where It is dis- 
tributed according to ollices In the 
state and tied out In bundles accord- 
ing to train schedules. When it 
reaches the office to which it is ad- 
dressed it is distributed by clerks to 
routes In the city by numbers, each 
number representing a city carrier. 
The city carrier on his next trip de- 
livers the mail to the street address 
of the party addressed. 


Pharaoh’* Curie in Garage 

Centuries before Socrates drank the 
hemlock men knew that anyone shut 
in a small room with a brazier of 
burning charcoal would be tnken out 
dead. Even savage* knew, ns they 
know now, thnt because of some ter- 
rible poison — the oldest known to man- 
kind-safe fires are to be built only 
at the mouths of enves nnd not In the 
unventilnted depths. We now recog- 
nize the poison to be carbon monox- 
ide, nnd its presence In long-unopened 
caves or tombs probably explains the 
mysterious deaths of early excavators 
and tomb robbers, nnd may be re- 
sponsible. It hns been suggested, for 
the legends of Pharaoh’s curse. — E. E. 
Free in the Forum. 


Nineteenth Amendment 

Wyoming was t lie pioneer suffrage 
state. It legalized the voting of 
women In 1S09 nnd carried the pro- 
vision Into Its state constitution when 
admitted In 1890. 

Women of 12 states voted In the 
Presidential election of 1010. These 
states were Wyoming, Colorado, Utah, 
Idaho. Washington, California, Ari- 
zona, Kansas, Oregon, Nevada, Mon- 
tana and Illinois. On August 20. 1020, 
the United States secretary of state 
proclaimed the Nineteenth amendment 
in effect, It having been ratified be- 
tween Juno 10. 1010, and August 18, 
1020, by three-quarters of the states.

and in development of future play- 
grounds. Moreover, work will be 
started at once painting and repair- 
ing in schools and other public build- 
ings. 

Much more skilled employment will 
he created by the city by the erection 
of two new buildings in West New- 
ton — a police station and a court 
house — at a cost of $250,000 and the 
erection of a new million dollar City 
Hall and War Memorial Building in 
Newton Centre. The first two build- 
ings will be rushed ahead this fall 
and the City Hall group will be start- 
ed in the early spring. 

The unemployment committee, 
headed by Mr. Rogers, has already 
begun to function. This job-seeking 
committee announced that 20 men 
were put to work on the grounds of 
the Brae-Burn Country Club Monday 
morning. They will clear away brush 
in the wooded sections on this golf 
course, grade some sections and per- 
form other work of light labor. Mr. 
Rogers, who is also President of the 
Brae-Burn Club, expects that similar 
work will soon be started by other 
golf clubs and private institutions in 
Newton for which his committee will 
be asked to furnish workers. 

AH of the preliminary plans of New- 
ton’s unemployment committee were 
completed at a noonday meeting in 
Boston last week to which Mayor 
Weeks called a group of prominent bus- 
iness men. hankers and manufacturers, 
who are residents of Newton. Another 
session was held in City Hall Annex 
on Monday evening at 7.30 to which 
the Mayor had invited representatives 
of nearly 25 charitable and semi-chari- 
table organizations. At that time the 
mayor outlined plans for the work. 

The relief fund, which will be ex- 
pended by the Rogers committee, will 
be raised through a separate subcom- 
mittee of the general body. None of 
the relief funds will be used to do 
work on city enterprises, all of the 
work of that character being paid for 
by the city itself. 

By Wednesday Mayor Weeks’ work- 
providing program was well under 
way— one branch registering those 
who seek employment, another mak- 
ing jobs for the citizens and still an- 
other group seeking work in behalf 
of those who can’t find it for them- 
selves. The Newton plan is consid- 
ered one of the most practicable vet 
undertaken and this emergenev work 
is expected to keep all residents of 
Newton working through the winter 
right up to the time when the public 
building program of the oitv — con- 
struction of City Hall and other struc- 
tures — can be started. 

Registration of the unemployed men 
and women in Newton, which dis- 
closed 540 persons out of work, will 
continue as part of the regular daily 
work of the Mayor's Relief Commit- 
tee while plans are being rushed to 
provide jobs on emergency municipal 
projects and through commercial or- 
ganizations and private individuals. 
Persons may register. Mayor Weeks 
announced, any day at the headquar- 
ters of the relief committee, in the 
City Hall Annex. West Newton. 

First of the projects to provide work 
for the Newton unemployed will be 
started next Monday morning. Paint- 
ers out of work will be put to work 
painting in seven of the school build- 
ings. Light labor work also will he 
started shortly on lands of the city 
water department off Needham street, 
where gangs of men will be employed 
clearing away brush and cutting fire 
lines in the forest lands. Work on 
the construction of a new high school 
running track, extension of water 
mains and sewers also will be started 
without delay. 

Announcement of the personnel of 
tho Mayor’s Relief Committee also 
was made today. Mayor Sinclair 
Weeks is Honorary Chairman: T.oon 
B. Rogers. Chairman. Harold F. Young. 
Executive Secretary, and the other , 
members are Dr. E. A. Andrews. Rev.

The School Committee has refused 
a petition from residents of West 
Newton who live in the section along 
Waltham street, near the Waltham 
line and who asked that a special bus 
be provided to carry their children 
to and from the Davis School. The 
committee properly stated that chil- 
dren in this section do not have to 
travel any greater distance to school 
than do children in many sections of 
the city and that if a special bus was 
provided for them, other special bus- 
es would have to be furnished for 
many other sections of the city. The 
longest distance covered by any child 
attending the Davis School is a mile 
and a quarter. The law does not re- 
quire a city to provide transportation 
for pupils residing less than two miles 
from a school. 

The School Committee has declined 
to recommend the offer of Arnold 
Hartmann to donate a parcel of land 
at Oak Hill as a site for a new school 
in that district. The committee in- 
formed Mr. Hartmann that there is 
little probability of a school being 
erected at Oak Hill for some years.

On Wednesday evening, November 
5th. tile Nurses’ Alumnae Association 
held a Bridge and Dance at the Wood- 
land Golf Club. 

On Monday afternoon, November 
3rd. the Training School Committee 
held their regular monthly meeting 
at the hospital. 

Miss Marion Smith, first anesthetist 
at the hospital, has just returned to 
her regular position after a four 
months' leave of absence during which 
she was at the Brooklyn Hospital, 
Brooklyn, New York, taking some post 
graduate work in anesthesia. 

Miss Ruth I. Huniphrys, a Newton 
graduate, and for five years Assistant 
Superintendent of the Newton Hospi- 
tal. more recently Superintendent of 
the Framingliam-Union Hospital 
graduates a class of twenty-two stu- 
dents on Thursday, November 6tli. 
Miss Huniphrys has been at Framing- 
ham for five years and became Super- 
intendent of the Framingliam-Union 
Hospital which combines the two for- 
mer hospitals, the Framingham and 
the I'niiiii avenue. 

During the month of October al- 
though tlie actual number of patients 
admitted to the hospital was less than 
for any of the preceding six months, 
the daily average exceeded that of 
September by more than live patients. 
There were 376 patients admitted to 
tile regular department and 175 for 
x-ray and as out-patients. 356 pa- 
tients were discharged. The daily av- 
erage was 130.65. The smallest num- 
ber during any twenty-four hours was 
112. and the largest 14S. 1 patient was 
admitted to the contagious depart- 
ment. 04 bullies were born, 37 boys 
and 27 girls. 151 operations were per- 
formed. 52 major, 28 minor, and 71 
nose and throat. This Is the first 
mouth since March that the number 
of operations has fallen below 200, 
and In July they rose to 278. 

During the week ending October 
31. there were 140 patients in the hos- 
pital. Of this number 49 paid as much 
as cost of care, or more. 14 Imhics 
were born, 6 boys and 8 girls. 16/ 
visits were made to the out-patient de- 
partment and 11 to the eye clinic. 
20 accident cases were admitted to 
tin* accident department. 4 calls were 
made by the social worker and 3 pa- 
tients were transferred by the social 
service car. 

The accident cases treated were as 
follows: On the 27th, three men: one 
with fractured ribs and a punctured 
lung, who was found on the floor while 
at work, one with a fractured collar 
bone, a motorcycle policeman who had 
been in collision with a car, and one 
who was supposed to have been struck 
while walking and received bruises 
and abrasions. Two women were 
treated on the same day: one for a 
foreign body in the palm of her hand, 
and one for lacerations and abrasions 
received in an automobile accident. A 
boy was treated for a laceration of bis 
finger caused when lie jammed it in 
a door. On t lie 28tb a boy was treated 
for un abrasion of bis arm caused by 
a washing machine, a man was treat- 
ed for a laceration of his arm caused 
when lie was taken ill while driving 
and ran into a tree. On the 29th a 
man, a painter, was treated for a 
strained back received while working, 
and a girl for a laceration of her arm 
caused by a broken bottle. On the 
30th a man was treated for a frac- 
tal • d fibula caused when lu* fell from 
a chair. Two patients were admitted 
October 31st. one n man with a 
fractured rib caused when his car ran 
into a trc»\ and one u boy with lacer- 
ations and abrasion > caused when lie 
was struck by a car. On November 
1st a man was treated for a dislocated 
toe caused when he caught his foot 
in the she'd while jumping into bed.

Electrical Trer.tmcnt of 

Soil of Little Value 

There Is a great difference of opin- 
ion among agricultural scientists ns 
to i he value of electricity In the culti- 
vation of various food crops. Many 
English authorities claim that grain 
and some garden produce Is quite ma- 
terially speeded up so far as growth 
Is concerned nnd the quality Improved, 
by n current of electricity pnsstng 
between the ground nnd n network of 
wires suspended nbove the growing 
crops. A Finland farmer reports an 
Increase of 50 per cent In the amount 
of produce and grain grown in this 
mnnner. The United States Agricul- 
tural department lias been experiment- 
ing with the subject for years and the 
final conclusion is that no benefit or 
at least very little has resulted from 
the electrical treatment of the soil. 
In fact it wns noticed that a slightly 
prolonged exposure resulted In kill- 
ing the seed placed In the ground. 
This conclusion is agreed In by some 
other authorities so that the prepond- 
erance of opinion Is that the electrical 
trentment of soil is without result— 
Exchange. 


Foreman of New Mexico 

Jury Was Magnanimous 

The defendant wns charged with 
murder In the first degree. He had 
been tried and convicted by a jury of 
12 men. 

As provided under the Inws of the 
stnte of New Mexico, the jury wns 
polled. Of the dozen citizens compos- 
ing that august body only one hnd a 
knowledge of the English language. 
He hnd been elected foreman. 

To the question, “Is this your in- 
dividual verdict?” the foreman’s re- 
ply wns an emphatic “Yes, sir.” The 
eleven others, upon being asked the 
same question, answered “Si, senor." 
Immediately after the Inst “Si, senor” 
had been recorded the foreman arose 
nnd addressed the Judge. “In the In- 
terests of harmony," said the fore- 
man, “and to make this verdict unani- 
mous, I desire to change my vote from 
‘Yes, sir' to ‘Si, senor.”’ 


Woman’s Long Fast 

When Madame Hanuux a short time 
ago completed her hunger strike of 28 
days In a French prison, Scotland 
came forward with the assertion that 
the feat wns by no means a record, 
and that it had been exceeded several 
times in Scotland. It cited a case in 
1772 which beenme known ns "f’en- 
nnnt’s Fasting Woman of Ross-shire,” 
from the fact that Pennant described 
it in his “Tour of Scotland.’’ Kath- 
arine McLeod, nged thirty-five, was 
attneked with a fever, which occa- 
sioned pnrtial blindness, and almost 
total Inability to take food. Her par- 
ents sometimes put a little Into her 
mouth, but for a year nnd three-quar- 
ters they hnd no evidence that either 
food or drink passed her lips. By for- 
cibly opening her mouth nnd depress- 
ing her tongue, they tried to compel 
the passage of food, but a suffocating 
constriction led them to desist. 


When Mind Worka Best 

Have you ever tried to terminate at 
whnt time of day your mind works 
best? A scientific test with office 
workers indicates it is the second 
hour of the morning. Many nervous 
persons find to their dismay that their 
brain is most active when they are 
trying to go to sleep. Probably only 
a few have the experience of Sir Wal- 
ter Scott, the novelist, whose observa- 
tions on the subject are republished 
in the Golden Book. 

“The half hour between waking nnd 
rising has all my life proved propiti- 
ous to any task which wns exercising 
my invention," Scott wrote. “When I 
get over any knotty difficulty in a 
story, or have hnd to fill up a passage 
in a poem, it was nlways when I first 
opened my eyes that the desired ideas 
thronged to me.”

Salt Tax la Old One 

Modern Europe, it is commonly be- 
lieved, inherited the salt tax from the 
Orient, or possibly from the Vene- 
tians who became noted makers and 
vendors of the sen-horn commodity. 
France hnd vnst nntural stores of it, 
and was among the first nations of 
the western world to tax It.

I am not alone In my discovery. In 
fact there were several political man- 
agers who first found out these tilings. 
When I was talking with a group of 
them they dropped a few ideas and 
that was where I really tumbled to 
what the radio feature of campaign- 
ing had revealed. These shrewd and 
observant men said that certain can- 
didates astonished them by their per- 
formance on the air. In ’some in- 
stances the program of time, engaged 
way ahead, of course, was switched 
around in order that the candidate 
with the best radio presence could he 
kept as much on the air as possible 
and less before the crowds. Then there 
was a turning over of the schedule 
to keep the more magnetic candidate 
waving his arms before an audience 
and not rending the night air with his 
metallic voice. 

No doubt many readers discovered 
for themselves that where one speaker 
soothed the air another splintered it. 
Don’t forget that the politicians and 
their managers were fully alert to 
this, though perhaps too late in some 
instances. 

Before we drop Slate politics I must 
tell you of a man who was a most 
attractive candidate but not so elo- 
quent as might he. This man had to 
have his speeches written for him, 
which is not a new system for the less 
gifted and certainly not improper. But 
on this occasion the copy of his speech 
failed to arrive and the time came for 
him to go on. Most embarrassing say 
you. It was — decidedly so. However, 
the audience was not to be put off. 
They had come to hear this man as 
well as tlie others. There was noth- 
ing left for the chairman to do hut 
to introduce the speechless speaker 
and see what happened. 

The candidate never moved an eye- 
lash in fear. Instead lie acknowledged 
t he applause that followed his intro- 
duction and said: “I am a candidate 

for . I am not going to tell you all 

my qualifications because that would 
take too long. I am not going to tell 
what I intend to do after I’m elected 
because that would take too long. 
What I want you to know is that if 
you elect me you won’t lie disappoint- 
ed. Just ask by friends and neighbors 
if I keep my word. That’s all. 
Thanks.” 

The Town Constable used to he a 
quaintly interesting figure. He still 
is. but for a different reason. He for- 
merly conducted his office in such a 
way as to inspire stage comedians to 
burlesque him. No funny man on the 
hoards or the screen failed to wear 
high boots, a star-shaped badge, a 
misfit uniform and a hunch of chin- 
whiskers. I suppose the fact that of- 
fice of Town Constable lias changed 
in many respects lias not altered the 
views of theatrical performers. They 
still think the guardian of the law in 
a small community is or should he 
a source of innocent merriment. 

One of the things that has called 
for more than one Town Constable is 
the advent of the automobile. The 
smallest hamlet bus its traffic prob- 
lems. especially on holidays, Sundays 
and Saturday afternoons. The officer 
of tlio law must wear a uniform, some- 
times topped off with a pair of white 
cotton gloves. He may not look as 
smart as some of our city policemen, 
hut his job is as important and vital 
since the lives of many people are 
concerned. 

I have noticed how in smaller com- 
munities t lie Town Constable has 
more required of him because of au- 
tomobiles and appears a trifle more 
"spruce” in appearance. Still, I did 
not realize until a short time ago 
that there is a new type of "hick" 
cop. Younger men are taking-up po- 
lice work. Guided somewhat hv the 
alert and snappy State troopers, who 
serve the outlying districts, the town 
police, particularly the younger ones, 
show their appreciation of tlm iwaies- 
ty of tlie law and dress accordingly. 

But of all the surprises l have re- 
ceived of late was that which came to 
mo at a country club where I hap- 
pened to he the luncheon guest of a 
member. He introduced mo to a fel- 
low member. Tlie latter was arrayed 
in golf togs and had, it seemed, a 
well-earned reputation for turning in 
high scores. “Tills is our Town Con- 
stable,” said my friend. For an in- 
stant I thought it a hit of humor, tint 
I found that I was wrone. Tills "ruhe" 
policeman was an enrolled member 
of the cluli, and as my friend averred, 
an efficient police officer. It convinced 
mo that police work is fast getting on 
Hie basis of a profession, which is 
what it should he. The more brains 
the country policeman puts into his 
work tlie more lie is respected by the 
public and feared by tlie crooks and 
gunmen. 

It is interesting to note how people 
react to an emergency. Tlie variety 
of emotions expressed is as amazing 
as it is puzzling. One of the 'sim- 
plest tilings any of us may do is to 
sit back and tell how we would have 
conducted ourselves had we been 
thrown into such a situation. Such 
statements do little more than to 
prove that "hindsight is better than 
foresight” and also that there 1 h more ' 
of the former quulity prevalent than 
the latter. 

The circumstances of an automobile 
accident related to me recently are 
perfect illustrations of the different re- 
action the same happening will cause 
oil different people. These tilings may 
he a sort of psychological study, 
though if we call them matters of hu- 
man interest or everyduy life they 
seem more worthy of discussion. 

In this particular cuse an autonio- j 


bile accident occurred on a road that 
was bordered by residences. I speak 
of t lint to show that help was nearby, 
along with telephone service and such 
tilings as should exist if there must 
be tin automobile smash-up in tlie 
ncdglihorhood. 

There was a collision ami more 
than one injured. The driver, after 
rendering aid to his companions, 
turned to tlie nearest house. He was 
going to ask if he might telephone. 
The noise of tlie crash had brought 
people to their windows. One woman, 
who lived nearest tlie point of the ac- 
cident, opened her door. The driver, 
with blood streaming from a cut on 
the head, started for thatjiouse. What 
did the woman do? What would you 
have done? 

I enn answer only the first ques 
tion. The woman screamed in 
frightened protest, "Don’t come in 
here, don’t come in here” and hanged 
the door shut. Almost at tlie same 
instant another woman ran out from 
another house and said, "Come in ami 
bring the others. Let me help you. 
I’ll call a doctor.” 

I wonder if tills doesn’t show that 
for every selfish person there is an 
unselfish one. It would he better if 
the average were higher, but if it 
stands ut that it means a whole lot 
in this world of individualism. 

So little was printed in detail about 
tlie amendment to the State constitu- 
tion which the voters adopted last 
Tuesday that many have probably 
thought it u secret. You heard the 
other referenda discussed before elec- 
tion hut nary a word about the amend- 
ment. Since our State constitution is 
about as proud a possession as the 
voters of Massachusetts may claim it 
strikes me that we might have been 
informed at greater length. The trou- 
ble was that it offered no news possi- 
bilities. There was no occasion for 
controversy. It was technical, not 
easily comprehended. 

Unless I am greatly mistaken there 
are those who would like to know ex- 
actly what the amendment to the 
State constitution means. Let me 
see if I can he brief and at the same 
time informing. I made a point to 
obtain material that lias not appeared 
in print before and for the enlighten- 
ment of the readers of this column I 
feel it should be presented in tlie 
Graphic. 

By old article 21 of the amendments 
to the constitution, no town, irrespec- 
tive of its size, could be divided in 
the apportionment of Representative 
districts. The language of the amend- 
ment was “such districts shall be so 
formed t hat no town or ward of a city 
shall be divided therefore." The 
amendment adopted will permit large 
towns like Brookline, Arlington, etc., 
that have more than 12.000 inhabi- 
tants, to lie divided for purposes of 
representation in the House of Repre- 
sentatives just as a city may be di- 
vided for such purposes. 

Another change relates to the body 
that apportions the district after the 
General Court has determined tlie 
number of Representatives to which 
each county is entitled. Under the 
constitution prior to this amendment 
apportionment was made by the May- 
or and Council of Boston, who const! 
tute the County Commissioners of 
Suffolk county, the county commis- 
sioners of other counties, or in lieu 
of either of these by a board of spe- 
cial commisisoners elected by the 
people of the county. Under the new 
amendment the apportionment is to 
be made by the county commission- 
ers or by a hoard of special commis- 
sioners. This means that the special 
substitute hoard, acting for tlie Mayor 
and Council in Boston or county com- 
missioners of other counties need not 
necessarily be elected. 

As far as this same amendment to 
tlie constitution is concerned the only 
other consequential change relates to 
the time of taking effect of the new 
apportionment. At the time of the 
last apportionment in 1926, it will he 
recalled that tlie apportionment in Es- 
sex County was upset by the courts, 
and as the aportionment was to re- 
late to tlie election held in the same 
year all tlie Representative candidates 
in Essex County had to run on stick- 
ers. by reason of the fact that the 
primary had been held and a new ap- 
portionment had to he made to meet 
the requirements of the constitution. 

Under the old form tlie apportion- 
ing. officials were required on tlie first 
Tuesday of August following action of 
the General Court at the preceding 
session, to meet and make tlie appor- 
tionment; or, to put the situation as 
it existed in 1926, the Legislature of 
that year assigned to each county tlie 
number of Representatives to which 
each county should he entitled. In the 
same year, tlie apportioning boards 
were required to meet on the first 
Tuesday of August and to make the 
apportionment. 

Then, as events showed, it was pos- 
sible for judicial proceedings to be in- 
stituted in the courts for the purpose 
of upsetting the apportionment, with 
the results that the outcome of the 
proceedings might not be known until 
after the primaries lmd been held. To 
avoid this difficulty in the future the 
now amendment provides that the now 
apportionment shall not go into effect 
until the fourth January following. 
This somewhat extended postpone- 
ment of effective date is made neces- 
sary by reason of the biennial elec- 
tions.

NEWTON HOSPITAL 


Just what you’ve 
been waiting 
for/ 


During the week ending October 
18th there were 112 patients in the 
hospital. With hut one exception 
this is the lowest number of patients 
in tlie hospital during any one day 
since the beginning of the year. Of 
this number 39 paid as much as cost 
of care, or more. 42 paid less than 
cost of care, and 31. including 
were treated free of charge. Fifteen 
babies were horn, 7 hoys and 8 girls. 
132 visits were made to the out-pa 
tient department, and 0 patients were 
transported by the social service car. 
Twelve accident cases were admitted. 

On Monday evening, the regular bi- 
weekly clinico pathological conference 
was held at the hospital. Dr. Baldwin 
presented the case for discussion. 

During the past week 12 accident 
cases were treated. Three of them 
were automobile accident cases; two 
men, one with a fractured leg, and 
one with an injury to his hack. The 
third was a boy with a laceration of 
his scalp. One woman was treated 
for a sprained ankle received from a 
fall, and one man was treated for an 
injury to his spine caused when he 
fell from a pile of wool while work- 
ing. Five hoys were treated for vari- 
ous injuries; one for a laceration 
of his ear caused by a dog, one for a 
dislocated elbow caused during a 
wrestling match, one for an abrasion 
of liis thumb caused when lie jammed 
it in a toy cart, one for a punc- 
ture wound of his forehead caused by 
a stick while playing in a back yard, 
and one for a lacerated tendon in his 
ankle caused by glass while playing 
around a greenhouse. One man was 
treated for burns of botli eyes caused 
while welding without proper protec- 
tion for his eyes. A woman was 
brought in for treatment following a 
fainting spell.

WHOLESALE MURDER BY 
AUTOMOBILES 


Tlie appalling increase in the num- 
ber of tatal automobile accidents is 
causing the Automobile Legal Asso- 
ciation to send out literature calling 
attention to tlie principal causes of 
such fatalities. Most accidents, ac- 
cording to statistics carefully com- 
piled result from the following causes 
— driving more than 20 miles an hour 
.n thickly settled sections of cities and 
towns; driving more than 35 miles 
an hour in the open country; driving 
too fast around corners and curves; 
rushing to approach a corner ahead 
of another car, thus to obtain the right 
of way; cutting out of line with auto- 
mobiles approaching and not sufficient 
room to cut in again; passing other 
cars going up grade where the view 
>ver a hill is obstructed; driving 15 to 
IS miles an hour on much used high- 
ways, thus compelling other cars to 
cut out to pass; seeing how near one 
can come to a peue man erossm ’ a 
street without hitting him or her; 
driving a car equipped with improper 
brakes or dazzling h adliaht- driving 
while under the influence of liquor; 
driving carelessly and imtifferenti.. . 

In the writer’s opinion the worst 
menace on tlie road, if frequency of 
his or her appearance in conjunction 
with the hazard offered is to be con- 
sidered. is the man or woman driver 
who cuts out of line and passes a car 
with other cars approaching in the op- 
posite direction. This practice is very 
much on the increase. When the State 
Constabulary was established some 
years ago, members of this efficient 
police body were frequently met on 
State highways. They acted as effec- 
tive deterrents to reckless drivers. 
During the past few years the writer 
lias seldom observed a member of the 
State Constabulary patrolling the 
State Highways. Undoubtedly more 
motorcycle policemen on the State 
roads would tend to curb reckless 
drivers.

"AUTOCIDE," MODERN 
MURDERER 

There is a new word in tlie English 
language. If you kill yourself or 
some one else at the wheel of an au- 
tomobile you are an "autocide." 

The word was brought back to Mas- 
sachusetts by its delegates at the 
recent national safety congress in 
Pittsburgii and is now being tossed 
glibly off the tongues of state of- 
ficials and safety experts. Feeling 
that the term "motor vehicle fatali- 
ty" was too cumbersome, the nation- 
al safety council coined the word 
“autocide,” which met with great fa- 
vor, although provoking many other 
suggestions, such as “motorcide.” 

Whether "autocide” ever becomes 
tlie accepted term lemains to be seen. 
Lloyd A. Blanchard, executive secre- 
tary of tlie governor’s committee on 
street ami highway safety, believes 
that it packs into one word the idea 
sensed by everybody: that rhost auto- 
mobile fatalities are different from 
every other kind, because few of them 
are unavoidable, yet they are not ex- 
actly murder because tlie man behind 
the wheel doesn't intend to kill any- 
one.

Wakefield Man Has Modernized 
Probate Office Of Middlesex County 


If there Is any basis for the popu- 
lar assumption that the man who 
gets a “government job,” a position 
as head of a state department or a 
“political job,” takes it easy and fol- 
lows the old routine, then Middlesex 
Countv lias an exception in a Wake- 
field man. Loring P. Jordan, who has 
been register of probate and insol- 
vency since his appointment to fill a 
vacancy in 1925 and formal election 
In 1925. 

Mr Jordan was the first adminis- 
trative court official to adopt the pho- 
tostatic method of making copies of 
wills, and other legal documents and 
lias had the satisfaction of seeing liis 
foresight and judgment approved by 
its adoption in the probate courts in 
Worcester, Hampden and Essex coun- 
ties. 

Mr. Jordan is also the first head °J 
a state department who ever enlisted 
the services and advantages of the 
state department of education to train 
his olllce staff in the use of correct 
English. Twenty-five members of his 
office staff voluntarily attended a 
course of eight lectures and. of 
course, their personal profit redound- 
ed to the benefit of the county. 

Most interesting however is Regis- 
ter Jordan’s achievements with the 
photostatic process. Sooner or later 
most people make wills. They are 
anxious to safeguard, so far as lies 
in their financial power, the comfort 
and security of their families. Thou- 
sands of papers are handled daily in 
the probate office of this the largest 
county in Massachusetts and the sec- 
ond largest in the whole nation. 

Copying is always subject to human, 
error, but never was the old saying, 
“the camera never lies,” so applicable 
to public service as in the case of 
wills and other public documents. 
When your will is copied with the 
photostat there can be no error in re- 
cording and no successful tampering. 
What you wrote as your “last will and 
testament” is there, just as you signed 

^ In the older days it was often four 
or five days before the mass of work 
ahead and the longer physical labor 


involved made it possible to produce 
copies of a will or other important 
document. Now, under Mr. Jordan’s 
system, 1 1 > « > photostatic copy is made 
immediately and filed, and the time of 
getting out copies of all attested doc- 
uments has been reduced from four 
days to 24 hours — a feat especially 
appreciated by the legal fraternity and 
by the citizens who have business in 
the court. One can readily visualize 
the value and importance of the plioto- 
slatie copy if a document is misplaced 
or lost. 

How the photostat saved this coun- 
ty about $8000 in one single instance 
early in Mr. Jordan’s administration 
is told in the case of the consolidated 
index, used in the Probate Court. One 
.if Mr. Jordan’s tirst official acts was 
to arrange for the installation of. three 
new indexes of 100,000 lines. 

Fifteen thousand dollars was the 
best price he could get. He bought 
the photostat machine for $1000, the 
actual work cost about $2000 more, a 
total of under $7000, and thus the 
county was saved 100 per cent on one 
item. 

It Is rather interesting to note that 
along with the changes and improve- 
ments in physical equipment in the 
Probate Court, Mr. Jordan has built 
up a new force of assistant registers 
in the past four years, for when he 
first took office the loss of many per- 
sons from this service made the train- 
ing of a new personnel necessary. 
This new force, trained In Mr. Jor- 
dan's modern ideas and working with 
his modernized equipment and sys- 
tems. serves the public courteously, 
expeditiously and efficiently. 

Mr. Jordan is the twentieth regis- 
ter this county has had since 1692 and 
since 1S17 all registers have been 
members of the bar and have pos- 
sessed special qualifications for the 
office. For more than fifty years, since 
the office of assistant register was cre- 
ated, all the registers have served 
as assistants before promotion to the 
office of register and of course this is 
true in Mr. Jordan’s case, who served 
his apprenticeship from 1922 to 1925, 
when lie was named register by For- 
mer Gov. Fuller. — Wakefield Item.

ing the kickoff. McGonlgle ran left 
end for 18-yards before go.ing outside. 
A pass from Goode to Burns was good 
for 30 yards more before Blackler 
forced Burns off the field. It was a 
10-yard pass and a 20-yard run. Mes- 
sina and McGonlgle picked up another 
first down in two plays and it was 
first down on Newton’s 6-yard line. 
Goode went through tackle for the 
score. His place kick was low and the 
point after failed. Medford’s third 
score came shortly before the end of 
the period after Elrod had kicked to 
the Medford 45-yard stripe. A pass 
from Messina to McGonlgle gained 24- 
yards and another from Goode to Mes- 
sina 12-yards to bring the hall to the 
Newton 19-yd. line.

NEWTON PLACES 

THIRD IN INT. RACE 

The Newton high cross-country 
team which has had such a sensation- 
al rise in scholastic circles under the 
Newton track coach, Donald Enoch, 
tile past few years continued its good 
work by placing third in the annual 
interscliolastic race under the aus- 
pices of Harvard last Saturday by tak- 
ing third place in the Class A high 
school event. Two years ago the or- 
ange and black was not represented 
in tin* liiil and dale sport and last year 
Coach Enoch tried it out as an experi- 
ment with a group of eight lads re- 
pelling. One dual race was held and 
the team entered In the Harvard af- 
fair. In that race the first Newton 
runner to finish was in 135th place.

No One Born Too Soon 
Many Weak Links 
Alcohol Kills Too Many 
Gan You Chew Wheat? 

Bernard Shaw, in his new "talkie,” 
tells the world he was born fifty years 
too soon. But if he could return, in 
fifty years, and learn what has hap- 
pened to the sale of his books, he might 
be surprised. 

No one is born too soon. One in 
thousands of millions is born to outlast 
his age and other ages, Shakespeare, 
Euripides, Dante, Homer, Michelange- 
lo. But even they will pass and be- 
come as obsolete as the Cro-Magnon 
artists. 

Shaw shows his seventy-five years In 
talking about himself too much, his 
beard, his forehead, his cleverness. 
Movietone managers should speak to 
him. 

Mussolini, about to celebrate the 
eighth anniversary of ills rise to ab- 
solute power in Italy, accuses the Eu- 
ropean nations of deliberately planning 
another war, and keeping one group 
of nations disarmed with that plan in 
view. 

Most Important, Mussolini, for the 
first time, officially sides with Ger- 
many, Hungary and other nations that 
demand revision of the Versailles 
treaties. 

Strange news tells of a seven-year- 
old boy slaughtered in India, as part 
of a sacrifice, by devotees of Black 
Magic. The child’s body, having 
served Its purpose, was thrown down 
a well. 

Such a gruesome incident Is impor- 
tant since a chain Is no stronger than 
Its weakest link. If that applies to 
our civilization, there are frightfully 
weak links to be considered. 

At least one thousand million of the 
human beings on earth know nothing 
and are cursed with frightful super- 
stition. 

Our government at present Is con- 
gratulating itself on sinking 30.000 
tons of United States submarines at 
the suggestion of England, which owns 
most of the commercial ships afloat 
and naturally doesn’t like submarines. 

We may wish before long that we 
had kept those undersea boats. It 
wouldn’t have cost much, If anything, 
to keep them, and we may Boon be 
rebuilding them. 

8ince 1920, and under prohibition, 
deaths from alcohol in the United 

States have increased 300 per cent, 
according to Dr. Hoffman, statistician 
of the Prudential Life Insurance Com- 
pany. 

It is particularly unpleasafit to read 
that deaths from alcohol have in- 
creased among women especially. And 
it is surprising to lead that in the 
United States, under prohibition, 
deaths caused by alcohol are more than 
1,000 per cent more numerous than In 
a majority of the civilized countries. 
No civilized country has more than 
10 per cent of our deaths from that 
cause. 

What is the matter with us? 

Chairman Lcgge, of the Farm Board, 
finds a sensible way of ^unloading 
some of the wheat that the Givernment 
bought to stabilize the price that 
wouldn’t stay stabilized, and his un- 
loading will help, not hurt farmers. 

He will stabilize it by feeding it to 
the hungry. An excellent idea, and 
the wheat will be worth all that the 
Government paid for It, no matter Nhat 
the price per bushel. 

Roman soldiers carried raw wheat 
in a bag and chewed it as they marched. 
Their skulls show teeth in \fonderful 
condition, much worn down. 

Our citizens will hardly learn to 
chew raw wheat on the march, hunting 
for jobs. 

The British Labor Government is 
wise in one thing. MacDonald refuses 
to consider any tariff on wheat. 

To tax bread in a country unable 
to support more than half of its popu- 
lation would seem the limit of foolish- 
ness. 

France manages to help farmers 
without increasing the price of bread. 
Every barrel of flour used in Fruuce 
must contain a certain percentage of 
French-grown wheat. The percentage 
is adjusted accordiug to the size of the 
French crop. By this arrangement the 
French farmer gets for his wheat In 
casii more than double the price paid 
to the American or Canadian farmer. 
And the French people buy good bread 
much moro cheaply than we buy it In 
America. Wise Frenchmen! 

Britain announces that It will rec- 
ognize the new Brazilian government, 
based on revolution uud force. 

Our course is uncertain. Wo sided 
with the old government, just as it was 
toppling over. Similarly, we lent mil- 
lions to the Czar and Kerensky as they 
toppled, and we have refused to rec- 
ognize Russia ever since. 

However, the new Brazilian rulers 
■ay they will pay old debts, repudiat- 
ing nothing.- That may soften ou. 
hearts, ulways opeu to u cash argu- 
ment. We shall probably rocoguize 
the now Brazil, after sulking long 
enough (A let wise Britain pick up 
friendship and trade.

During that 
year no gaieties are permitted, mar 
riages are postponed, and the people 
live the characters they represent, 
even being called by their names. The 
prominent parts are assigned with 
great cure and "a blameless past" is 
a requirement which 1ms a restraining 
Influence in the little community. Al- 
though presented by peasants it is so 
real that as a dramatic performance 


it is a polished gem. Aside from the 
necessary provision for the thou- 
sands of tourists it is free from the 
spirit of commercialism as was evi- 
denced when an offer of $1,000,000 
was refused film producers. Salaries 
are low and it is recalled that wood 
carving and other articles were at 
one time sold in this country to pay 
a deficit. The character of Judas is 
ihe greatest piece of tragic acting in 
tlie play. By nature Mayr Guido, who 
takes the part, is gentle, amiable, shy. 
He was represented as the weak, mer- 
cenary tool of the Sanhedrin and sup- 
posed he was delivering Jesus only 
to temporary imprisonment. Mob psy- 
chology is marvellously illustrated 
when the crowd demands the cruci- 
fixion of Jesus. The crucifixion is not 
so harrowing as supposed and me- 
chanical devices prevent suffering of 
great discomfort. "At tlie close the 
great audience passes out with the 
realization of Him who came as one 
who serveth. and loft an influence for 
all generations.”

Last year I had a conference with 
a young couple who were in a rather 
perplexed state of mind. May I quote 
as well as I can remember a little 
I section of tbe conversation which en- 
sued. 

j Tbe wife did most of tbe talking, as 
is sometimes tbe case, and tbe bus- 
band did a good hit of heavy looking 
on. 

“We are not extravagant, nor do we 
think we must have everything our 
neighbors enjoy. It seems to us we 
are just normal, everyday folks — but 
we are not getting anywhere. We 
haven’t very much cash in tbe bank, 
and outside of some life insurance 
we thought we must have when baby 
came along, we hardly save anything 
else. What do you s'pose is the mat- 
ter with us?” 

“Well, that is a rather hard ques- 
tion to answer, unless I have a few 
facts upon which to base a compre- 
hensive answer." 

Looking at the husband. I said, 
"What is your salary per week?” 

He answered, "$75.00.” 

Then looking toward the wife I in- 
quired. “How much did you save out 
of this $3900 income?" 

"Only about $225. That included 
tii $5,000 life insurance policy," 

“In other words, then. “I said, "you 
sav. -1 just about 6% of your income." 

"I guess that’s about it,” she agreed. 

“How much rent do you pay 0 ” 

“$65.00 per month." 

"Have you any idea how much you 
pay for food?" 

“Only in a general sort of way,” 
she answered. "Should guess, though, 
it is somewhere about $75.00 per 
month.” 

"Do you know how much you spend 
j for clothes?” 

! “No, I don’t." 

I "Then, too.” I ventured, “If. I 
i should ask you what your operating 
costs were, and how much you spend 
for betterment, such as vacations, 
amusement, clubs, gifts, charity. 

! church and automobile, you wouldn’t 
j bo in much better position to answer 
I me than you were on the other things, 
otherwise than to hazard a guess." 

"That’s tlie idea,” she took up my 
thought. "We are guessing all the 
time. Sometimes we guess pretty 
well, .and then something comes up 
that we haven't figured on and we 
j get all upset.” 

"H'tn." I mused to myself. Then I 
said. “How badly do you really want to 
know how to get yourself out of this 
dilemma? Are you willing to really 
do a little work to find out what is the 
trouble? Are you willing to jot down 
every cent you spend in the next six 
months or a year to find out where 


this money really goes, so that you 
can sometime in future get some kind 
of a premise to work on, rather than 
just guesswork." 

"Oh. we are willing to do that right 
now, if you will only tell us how to 
do it." 

Well, to make a long story short. I 
gave this young couple a budget book. 
1 sat down with them one evening 
ami told them how to start it, after 
we found out what their fixed charges 
were and what their variable charges 
might be. and then left them to their 
i own resources. 

As I said, that was a little over a 
year ago. Recently I met the wlfo 
at a social gathering. She drew me 
to one side and with great glee told 
me they have been able to save $350 
more than they had saved in 1928. 

As she said, "The best part of it 
is that we know where our money 
hns gone. We think we are going 
to be able to save a little more money 
than that next year because we are 
not going to get caught in the snme 
situation on two items on which we 
spent money that we did last year." 

Then she added enthusiastically, "I 
never had so much fun in my life. It 
is just like a game." 

This question of keeping a home 
budget and whether it is going to he 
a chore or a game, rests purely in the 
mind of the person considering it. 

I hnve seen so many cases similar 
to the one I have mentioned above that 
I can say with all assurance that, 
whether it is entered Into in one spirit 
or the other, the results which come 
from the fact that a couple knows 
where the money has gone almost In- 
variably make them better business 
men and women in the running of 
their little business of. shall we call 
It. Homekeeping Hearts & Company. 

“What proportion of my income 
should I save?" That question was 
thrown at me so many times during 
the first two or three years that I 
entered my present business that I 
set out to find an answer to it, if it 
was possible to be done, because there 
seem to he so many different ideas on 
the subject. 

Some said five percent. Some said 
ton. some fifteen, some twenty. All, 
of course, were more or loss based on 
their own experience, and what mea- 
ger information had been obtained on 
which to baso any major premise. 

I can say now in a general sort of 
way that the range is from 7% on 
a $4(1.00 a week income to 15% on a 
$75.00 a week Income to 25% on a 
$200 n week income, up to 30% on a 
$500 a week income. This would show 
that as the income increases, the per- 
centage of saving usually Increases. 

Just these bare figures, however, 
ns to the percentage of saving to any 
given income, ceased to he interesting 
to me purely ns percentages after I 
began to dig Into the family life of 
-'•me of these people who gave mo 
their confidence. 

Ft then became not so much a ques- 
tion of what ought, to be saved on a 
given income, but ns to whether there 
was enough in the surplus account for 
that family to do for itself now and 
in the future what might be consid- 
ered economically possible for them 
to do with it. 

There are four questions I found 
give the average family man consid- 
erable pause at some time or other, 
if ho is at all thoughtful. They are 
as follows: 

How much of my income ought to 
he perpetuated for those who are de- 
pendent on me? 

How host can I replace decreasing 
earning power? 

How should 1 replace income in- 
terrupted by disability? 

What is the host collateral which is 
instantly available for all emergen- 
cies? 

Next week I shall try to answer 
these questions in the order in which 
they are indicated here.

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Mayor Recommends Plan To Make 
Many Changes At Bigelow School 

Sum Appropriated For Architect’s Fees — Another Step In 
Junior High System 


The long fight of residents In Wards 
1 and 7 to have either a new junior 
high school erected in the Newton Cor- 
ner section, or else have alterations 
made at the Bigelow School, appar- 
ently has been won. Mayor Weeks 
has recommended to the Board of Al- 
dermen that an appropriation of $1000 
be made to provide for architects’ fees 
and plans for extensive alterations and 
additions at the Bigelow School. This 
school, erected in 1900 as a grammar 
school building, is attended by child- 
ren residing in Ward 7 and part of 
Wd. 1. Since 1927 it has been used ns a 
sort of quasi-junior-high school. A 
comparatively old structure, erected 
before the junior-high system was in 
vogue, the Bigelow School certainly 
was not adopted for this type of edu- 
cation. Naturally, parents of children 
In the Bigelow, district believe their 
offspring are entitled to the same ad- 
vantages enjoyed by school pupils in 
other sections of the city. 

And the School Department has not 
enthused over the diiTlculties encoun- 
tered in attempting to conduct a jun- 
ior school in a building not erected 
for such use. 

In 1920 the first Junior high school 
in this city was completed and occupi- 
ed the F. A. Day School at Newton- 
ville. In 1927 the Levi Warren Jun- 
ior High School at West Newton was 
opened for the children of the west 
section of the city. Another junior 
high school, which will have ultra- 
modern equipment is in process of 
erection on the South Side. And so, 
Newton Corner parents have been ask- 
ing "When will our district receive 
attention?" 

The proposed alterations and addi- 
tions at the Bigelow School will not 
make this school comparable to the 
Day, Warren or Weeks Schgols, but 
they will permit the placing of the 
Bigelow School on a real junior high 
basis. It is proposed to provide the 
following accommodations — a gymnas- 
ium with the folding partitions so that 
two groups may be taken care of at 


the same time; a cafeteria where 200 
pupils can he fed at one time; locker 
and shower rooms; four additional 
school rooms, one for drnwlng, one for 
general science, two for domestic 
science. It is planned to build a large 
wing onto the present building. This 
addition will be located between the 
present building and Park street, on 
the Arlington street side. 

In the real Junior high schools are 
pupils in the seventh, eighth and ninth 
grades; the ninth grade taking the 
place of the former first year at high 
school. In the Bigelow School since 
it was evolved into a so called junior 
high, pupils of the sixth, seventh and 
eighth grades are taught. There are 
now 252 pupils there in these three 
grades. When the school will be 
placed on a real junior high basis and 
ninth grade pupils taught there, about 
100 more children will attend. The 
sixth grade will continue to be taught 
in the building as there are not ac- 
commodations in the Underwood 
School for it. 

To start work in the immediate fut- 
ure at the Bigelow School will not 
only afford relief at an earlier date 
from the Inadequate facilities now ex- 
istent there, it will also assist in re- 
lieving the unemployment situation in 
this city, assuming, of course, that 
an agreement will be entered into with 
the contractor who will do the work 
that he will employ only residents of 
Newton on the job.

“The Red Cross is the greatest or- 
ganization for the amelioration of hu- 
man suffering and promotion of com- 
mon good,” declared Dr. Thomas 
Green of Washington at the annual 
meeting or Newton Chapter, American 
Red Cross. "If is the greatest force 
in guiding, establishing and molding 
tiie humanitarian policy of the coun- 
try,” he continued. "It has no creed, 
no philosophy, no geography and it 
lends itself to no party divisions. It 
hears only the cry of human necessity 
and human suffering. 

"Today there exists the greatest 
combination of circumstances since 
the close of the World War — 

"First— the long drought. The hy- 
steria in connection with the drought 
has almost subsided. Washington, in 
August, however, was in fright over 
the situation. There was fear of star- 
vation — that there would not be 
enough food to feed the people. It 
was necessary for the Red Cross to 
respond to that situation in August at 
once. The first step was to appropri- 
ate $50,000 for emergency work in con- 
nection with the drought. Then ex- 
perts were sent out. 

“Seeds were furnished for fall gar- 
dens so that if rain came late gardens 
could be grown for food. Stock was 
suffering badly because of the lack of 
food and water and the owners were 
losing money that they could ill afford. 
Through the co-operation of the vari- 
ous railroads the Red Cross arranged 
for the transportation of stock, cattle, 
horses, pigs, mules, etc., from starva- 
tion pasturage to government land 
and ranges whore the fee is smaH. 

"Second — there is the unemploy- 
ment situation. There are 3.750.000 
unemployed in the country today. The 
country is covered with a miasma of 
business depression. This is largely a 
psychological situation, and I am re- 
minded of the phrase, ‘Never* sell 
American short.’ 

"There is not a bank in the coun- 
try that hasn't more money than it 
knows what to do with. You can get 
all the money you want at a rate us 
low as 2 per cent. 

"The Red Cross is in the midst of 
this psychological jumble and is out 
for 5,000.000 members. There is no 
lack of inspiration in the Red Cross. 
That inspiration lies in th< superb 
background ot the organization. 

"People think our work is over or j 
pretty nearly over but that is not so. 
The Red Cross spent $3,000,000 last j 
year on this type 1 war veterans 1 re- | 
lief work. It aids 55,000 service men 
every month. There are 32.000 vet- 
erans in hospitals that will never | 
leave and they must be cared for. 

"I want to mention the fact that I 
in our home hygiene and care of the j 
sick work we do not enter the domain 
of the doctor we simply provide peo- 
pi* • in tin* home with safe informati in. 
Only 35 per cent, of the people of tiie 
country can afford to go to hospitals 
can be accommodated there. Six- 
ty-five per cent, of the people of the : 
country must he sick at home for only j 
t he very poor or very wealthy find 
places in the hospitals. Instruction 
ot this sort is very necessary.”

NEWTON SEEKS 

WIN AT WALTHAM 

All roads lend to Waltham tomor- 
row with the annual football battle 
between Newton high and Waltham 
high at the Bacon Rtreet field as the 
attraction. On the basis of the games 
already played this season neither 
eleven has an advantage one way or 
tile other. In fact the records of 
each are quite similnr. Each has 
played seven games witli Wal- 
tham having two victories to New- 
ton's one. Newton has two tie games 
and Waltham none while Newton has 
lost four and Waltham five. New- 
ton’s scoring record is 10 to 65 for 
their opponents ns ngninst Waltham’s 
34 to 118 for their opponents. 

As a whole Waltham has met 
stronger teams than has Newton with 
but two common opponents in the 
seven games. Wnlthnm opened its 
season with a 28 to 0 victory over the 
strike - weakened Watertown high 
school eleven. The Watch City’s sec- 
ond game was against Somerville with 
Somerville fumbling in the shadow of 
their own goal after receiving a punt 
there furnishing the big break and 
giving Waltham a chance to squeeze 
out a 6 to 0 verdict. It is said that 
at the end of the game Coach Leary 
of Waltham remarked to Coach Dick- 
erman of Somerville that it was one 
game which Waltham was fortunate 
to win. Since that Somerville victory 
Waltham has taken it on the chin 
from five opponents in a row. In 
each game the line-up has consistent- 
ly been shaken-up in a vain effort to 
stem the tide. It is the first time 
in Waltham football history that the 
school has had such an extended los- 
ing streak and the Watch City lads 
are out to break It and get hack Into 
the victory column nt Newton’s ex- 
pense. Whether or not they can do 
so will not be settled until the shadows 
begin to fall tomorrow afternoon. 
Providence Tech was the first to start 
Waltham in its losing ways with a 
19 to 0 win, Lynn English, within 
striking distance of the state cham- 
pionship. slapped a 30-0 score in the 
next game. Fitchburg followed with a 
21 to 0 count and Haverhill broke all 
records by winning its first game on 
Waltham’s field by a 28-0 score. These 
four defeats were followed last Sat- 
urday by a 20-0 victory by Medford 
at Medford, which with the Somer- 
ville eleven are the only common op- 
ponents of Newton and Waltham this 
year. The Medford outfit put on its 
powerful aerial game to turn back the 
visitors much as it had done the pre- 
vious week to Newton. Incidentally 
the final Medford score, as was the 
case in the Newton name, came as 
the result of passes put on by the 
Medford third string players. Follow- 
ing the game Coach Collins of Med- 
ford is reported to have made the 
statement that Waltham would defeat 
Newton as it was his opinion that the 
Watch City team displayed a better 
defense than Newton. He added that 
neither eleven has shown a potent 
offense this year. 

Newton’s season record is just as 
mediocre as their tomorrow’s op- 
ponents. Outside of Medford, how- 
ever, no team has scored more than 
twice. In the first game of the year 
Malden displayed a running attack 
which netted them two touchdowns 
but since that time all of the orange 
and black’s opponents have been 
forced to take to the air to cross the 
local goalline. Somerville mixed a 
passing attack with several nice gains 
by the shifty Lynch and end runs by 
Jeremiah to bring the ball deep into 
Newton territory several times. New- 
ton stiffened to take the ball away 
on downs with one exception when 
the Dickerman eleven came through 
with a scoring punch to win 7 to 0. 
Newton had the Quincy game pretty 
well in hand only to have the visit- 
ors take to the air to tie the count 
at 6 all in the final period. Newton 
went to Medford and had all the bet- 
ter of the first period but faded away 
after the middle of the second session 
when Medford’s first score came after 
a long pass. Passes figured in all of 
Medford’s other three scores. Last 
Saturday Newton showed something 
of an offense but displayed the old 
weakness against forward passes 
which enabled Rindge to score twice 
and go home with the bacon.

RINDGE PASSES 

TO 13-7 VICTORY 


Staging a successful air attack, the 
brown and gray of Rindge triumphed 
13 to 7 over the orange and black of 
Nowton High in a Suburban League 
encounter at Newtonville last Satur- 
day. Rindge. with Captain Sarausky 
doing most of the hall-carrying, for- 
ward-pussing, kicking and thinking 
for his tenni, had the better of the 
first and fourth periods, while New- 
ton, with Perry Elrod supplying the 
thrills with spectacular running and 
forward passing, had the edge in the 
second and third periods. 

First Period 

Newton kicked off, with Dergay 
running the hall back 25 yards to his 
40-yard mark. On the second play 
Ananis raced 30 yards into Newton 
territory blit fumbled and Newton re- 
covered. Elrod gained 9 yards in two 
plays and then kicked to the Rindge 
40. Sarausky made 11 yards around 
right end for a first down. Ananis. 
on a fake pass, broke loose for 18 
yards to the Newton 35-yard mark. 
A lateral from Sarausky to Ananis 
gained 20 yards more for a first down 
on the Newton 15. Sarausky’s pass 
to Shea with the latter racing ncross 
the goal brought the first Rindge 
touchdown. Sarausky added the point 
by place kick. Sarausky kicked off 
with Elrod being tackled on his 30- 
yard stripe. Biackler made 10 yards 
on a criss-cross. Two plays later El- 
rod kicked to the Rindge 30-yard line, 
where Bruen downed the hall. Rindge 
wns forced to kick a few plays later 
when a 15-yard penalty set them back. 
Strombom ran the kick hack to mid- 
field. Elrod hit tackle for 5 yards and 
then tossed a pass to Shorten for a 
first down. A pass to Perkins was 
incompleted and Rindge put the hall 
in play on their 20-yard mark as the 
period ended. Score: Rindge, 7; New- 
ton, 0. 

Second Period 

An exchange of kicks gave the vis- 
itors the hall on their 30-yard line. 
Ananis. behind perfect interference, 
skirted right end for 20 yards. After 
two plays Sarausky kicked and Mullen 
ran the ball back to midfield. Rindge 
held for three downs and Elrod kicked 
to Wyche, who fumbled on his 17-yard 
line. Newton recovered to give them 
a scoring opportunity. A pass from 
Elrod to Perkins made it first down 
on the 5-yard line and Elrod hit tlie 
line for the touchdown. Elrod’s try 
at goal was successful and the score 
was tied. A few plays after the kick- 
off the half ended. Rindge, 7; New- 
ton, 7. 

Third Period 

Elrod kicked off to Dergay, who ran 
the ball back to midfield. A lateral 
pass gained hut little and Ananis 
kicked to the Newton 32-yard line, 
where Shea, Rindge end, downed the 
ball. After an exchange of punts it 
was Newton’s ball on their 45-yard 
line. Mixed signals for a loss and a 
15-yard penalty set Newton back, so 
that Elrod, standing on his 5-yard 
line, had to kick. Perkins nailed 
Ananis in his tracks at midfield with 
a smashing tackle. A pass from Sa- 
nies Wy to Parker for 5 yards and a 
dash through tackle for 15 yards by 
Ananis put the ball on Newton’s 
Another 20-yard dash by Ananis to 
tlie 10-yard mark was nullified as 
Rindge was holding and the ball was 
brought back, and the visitors drew 
a 15-yard penalty as the quarter 
ended. 

Fourth Period 

Sarausky kicked to Mullen, who ran 
the ball back to his 22-yard line. New- 
ton drew a 15-yard penalty and Elrod 
was again forced to kick from the 
shadow of the goal. Ananis was 
downed on the Ilindge 40-yard line. 
A few plays later an exchange of 
punts gave Rindge the ball on the 
Newton 40. Ananis smashed through 
tackle for 12 yards. On the next play 
Ananis tossed a long pass to Parker, 
Rindge end, which netted the win- 
ning touchdown as the Newton sec- 
ondary allowed themselves to be drawn 
out of position. The try for point 
was blocked. After the ensuing kick- 
off Newton began a march, with El- 
rod getting away for a 40-yard run. 
He was almost free but was forced 
off the sideline with but only tlie 
Rindge safety man ahead to bring him 
down. Rindge intercepted a Newton 
pass to halt tlie attack. A short while 
later the game ended. Rindge, 13; 
Newton, 7.

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Powers 

The "good news” we spread last 
week about the big fire alarm signal 
at Waltham going to be silenced on 
last Saturday was too good to be 
true. Mayor Duane felt so badly over 
the matter of this wholesale noise 
maker being permanently stopped that 
he conferred with the receivers of 
the Boston Manufacturing Company 
and got them to agree to continue 
supplying steam to make the big 
toots. So, between this and the fact 
that the water in the Charles River 
at Waltham has increased consider- 
ably in volume, we suppose some 
folks in the Watch city are compara- 
tively happy. 


Talking about noise. There is a law 
which gives persons relief from hav- 
ing their nerves tried and their sleep 
irojten because of barking dogs. There 
should also be a law which would 
protect the public front yowling cats. 
The other morning between 3 and 4 
we were awakened by two cats 
which were engaged in a conference 
about 20 feet to the rear of our bed- 
room. Simultaneously with our 
awakening, we heard one of our 
neighbors, who apparently had been 
already awakened by the felines, open 
a window in his home and hurl some 
object at them. He went back to bed, 
so we assume, — and after a pause of 
about 15 seconds, the two cats start- 
ed yapping again. This failure on his 
part struck us as funny, and we 
chuckled. Ordinarily, we don’t great* 
ly object to a couple of tom cats 
cussing one another. In fact, the va- 
riety of their vocalization rather in- 
terests us. But these two alleged 
mouse catchers were monotonous. 
Their enunciation was no more varied 
(ban is that of a certain famous resi- 
dent of a certain city in the north- 
western section of this. Common- 
wealth. 


From the adagio tones of these two 
cats, we inferred they were commis- 
erating with each other over the 
emptiness of nearby garbage cans. 
Certainly they did not evidence the 
belligerency of rivals for the affection 
of some attractive lady cat. We en- 
dured plaintive yowling of the pair 
for about five minutes, and then los- 
ing out in the hope that our neighbor 
would repeat his effort to scatter the 
disturbers, we got out of bed, went 
to the kitchen and procured a lump 
of coal which we threw from the win- 
dow of our room at the felines. In- 
tervening clothes poles and clothes 
lines prevented accurate aim so we 
did not score a hit. Neither did we 
scare the cats. Tills time we not 
only chuckled. We also cussed — to a 
reasonable degree. Time went on. So 
did the yowling of the cats. We en- 
dured it for about 10 minutes — and 
then got out of bed again. This time 
we salvaged an empty tin can, went 
out on the back porch and made a 
second attack on the nuisances. They 
fled behind a garage and we went back 
to bed confident that the disturbance 
was over. It was — for about five min- 
utes, and then the pair returned and 
renewed their yowling. This time we 
gave the two pests their pedigrees — 
and they were short. We still hoped 
our neighbor would return to the at- 
tack — but he didn’t. So, it devolved 
upon us to get out of bed for the third 
time. Finding an empty bottle — a 
medicine bottle, we hurled this at our 
disturbers. It struck the side of the 
garage and had the desired result. 
The cats vamoosed — and did not re- 
turn. 


Is there any good reason why per- 
sons should have their sleep disturbed 
by cats? Is there any good reason 
why means should not ho devised so 
that cats can lie ordered restrained 
the same as dogs are ordered re- 
strained? The way to bring such a 
condition about is to compel cats to 
he licensed. Attempts have been 
made a number of times to enact leg- 
islation compelling the licensing of 
cats. Each time Legislators have been 
scared by the protests of persons 
who love cuts but who don’t love them 
enough to pay a dollar or two each 
year to license their pets. Bird lov- 
ers liuve endeavored to have cats 
licensed, hut those opposing such a 
law have alleged that to place a col- 
lar on a cut’s neck would he render- 
ing tlie felines liable to injury be- 
cause the collar might get caught on 
something. But, some of tlie most 
pampered, beloved cats we have ob- 
served have worn collars and lmven’t 
got strangled. If cats were licensed 
ami wore collars hearing their own- 
ers’ name, then if a person were 
awakened at night by some yowling or 
howling cat, all one would have to 
do would he to partly dress, rush out 
into the yard, grab tlie offending cat 
or cats, and find out by examining 
the collars who owned them. Of 
course, any cut, respectable enough 
to ho licensed would wait to ho identi- 
fied. And all persons owning cats 
would have them licensed, Just as all 
persons in Newton who own dogs have 
them licensed. And tlie police would 
compel all eats in Newton which 
would he licensed to wear collars 
bearing license tags, just us all own- 
ers of licensed dogs in this city huve

23, of 
Spruce street, Watertown, was sen- 
tences! to one year in jail for assulting 
a police officer, three months in jail 
for disturbing the peace, and given 
a suspended sentence to the Bridge- 
water State Farm for drunkenness. 


James Kelly, 25, of Fnyptte street, 
Watertown, was sentenced to one year 
In Jail for assaulting a police officer, 
three months in Jail for disturbing 
the peace and fined $15 for drunken- 
ness. Thomas Donovan of Theurer 
park, Watertown, was sentenced to 
six months In Jail for assaulting a po- 
lice officer, three months in Jail for 
disturbing the peace, ami given a sus- 
pended sentece to the State Farm 
for drunkenness.

He 
was born on Bunker Hill, Charlestown, 
and was the son of George Washing- 
ton und Elizabetli Ransom Cutter. He 
was a descendant of the llrst settlers 
of Watertown and Lexington. He at- 
tended the schools of Wakefield and 
at the age of seventeen was employed 
by Thomas Brickett & Co. in the 
trunk und suitcase business. Later he 
went into business with John G. Haley 
at 17 Bedford street under the firm 
name of Huley & Cutter. They after- 
ward removed to 17 Summer street, 
with a factory in the Bunker Hill dis- 
trict. 

On the retirement of Mr. Haley, Mr. 
Cutter took his brother into partner-

ship under the name of Cutter & Cut- 
ter, which firm did business at 22 
Chauncy street for many years. 

Mr. Cutter had lived nearly half a 
century in West Newton, and was one 
of the llrst to build in the newer sec- 
tion of West Newton Hill. He was 
much interested in opening and de- 
veloping the land about his home and 
extending Commonwealth avenue from 
the Boston line to Norumbega. He 
was one of the founders of the Neigh- 
borhood Club and its llrst president. 
He was also a charter member of the 
Brae Burn Club, and a member of the 
Reciprocity and Trade clubs. lie en- 
joyed and played a good game of ten- 
nis, and was largely instrumental in 
promoting the international tennis 
matches at the courts of the Neigh- 
borhood Club some thirty years ago. 
Mr. Cutter was a Knight Templar and 
a member of the Wyoming Lodge of 
Masons. For sixteen years he had 
been a partial invalid. Through all 
these years he had shown the utmost 
patience and a cheerfulness and cour- 
age that were a wonder to all his 
friends. 

He married Mary Eudicott Butler, 
a descendant of Governor Eudicott, 
who survives him, as does a daughter, 
Miss Katherine E. Cutter.

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BUY NOW 

For many months now we have been experiencing a busi- 
ness depression, from economic conditions, that has resulted 
in hardship for many people. It is only natural that recovery 
from such conditions is slow and uncertain. The purchasing 
power of the average citizen has been greatly lessened and he 
is wary of making expenditures for other than the necessities 
of life. Many retail business houses, through their advertising 
copy are urging the public to buy now. During the past six 
months the Boston Better Business Bureau, which has given 
invaluable service in protecting the public from false adver- 
tising claims, has checked hundreds of advertisements con- 
taining representations on the questions of 1929 and present 
prices, that there was a material advantage to the public in 
buying merchandise now. The Bureau has found such state- 
ments to be facts. Prices of many articles are lower than in 
1929 and in many instances lower than for several years. The 
surplus merchandise which many retailers possessed some 
months ago is partially distributed. When it is fully dis- 
tributed the price advantages in “buying now” cannot con- 
tinue. Buy now — the more times the same dollar is spent 
the sooner we will be looking back upon and not at the 
business depression. 


TIMES HAVE CHANGED 

Times have changed — changed in countless ways. Nowhere 
is this change more marked than in our schools. Along with 
the new educational methods has come a decided change in 
the relations between teachers and pupils. Gone are the old 
days of corporal punishment, of domineering platform rule, 
of hatred and distrust between teachers and pupils. These 
fortunately no longer exist. Now the pupils and teachers work 
side by side in the happiest and most natural relations. This 
new and finer spirit is evidenced in many, many ways. It is 
being exemplified this week through the presentation of the 
faculty play of the Newton High School. It is the seventh an- 
nual performance staged by the teachers — with the help of 
their students. Co-operative play and co-operative work — 
with the proceeds used for the improvement of school life, for 
scholarships, for bringing our boys and girls into closer and 
friendlier relations with their instructors.

APARTMENT HOUSES 

Dear Editor: 

Because wo own considerable prop- 
erty in the Newtons we are interested 
in the proposal to wipe out the Gen- 
eral Rt sldence Zone. 

A study of the proposed abolish- 
ments of the general residence zone 
shows in many cases that property 
values will be lessened if these prop- 
erties are put into the private resi- 
dence zone and will seriously depre- 
ciate the value of the properties and 
the security of the mortgages. 

Aside from the properties in which 
we nre interested, there are a great 
many home owners who depend on 
some or all of their living expenses 
from the renting of rooms in the gen- 
eral residence district. While we ap- 
preciate that the present order will 
not affect existing rooming houses, it 
will prevent the use of other proper- 
ties suitable for this purpose being 
used ns such. This situation will un- 
doubtedly decrease the value of many 
homes now used privately, but located 
next to a rooming house. That is 
to say, Mrs. Jones, who lives between 
two rooming houses, will be refused 
the right to rent her rooms should 
family exigencies so require, and her 
property, that she has acquired by 
hard work and saving, will have a 
large part of its value destroyed. 

Abolition of the general residence 
zone will decrease or destroy the val- 
ue of a number of small parcels on 
which one may now build a house 
to cover 50 per cent, of the land. If 
only 30 per cent, of these lots may be 
covered, no habitable dwelling could 
be erected thereon. We do not our- 
selves own such parcels but we feel 
that dozens of Newton property own- 
ers would be seriously affected. If 
these folks realized this feature they 
would object most strenuously. Of 
course some remedy for this may be 
agreeable to the Board of Aldermen. 

We firmly believe that modern 
apartment property with proper re- 
strictions as to setback, side line dis- 
tances, height, etc., would be a very 
distinct improvement over many ex- 
isting properties in what is now the 
general residence zone; and further- 
more. that such apartments would fill 
an ever-present demand from the 
young married couples and the elder- 
ly couples who desire to remain in 
Newton and who are forced to move 
out of Newton. We have hesitated to 
express ourselves in the past because 
we feared that, should we advocate 
the erection of apartment houses, we 
might be accused of wishing to capi- 
talize on the apartment house land we 
own*; and, should we NOT advocate 
the erection of apartment houses we 
might have been accused of wishing 
to protect the apartment properties 
in which we are interested. For the 
good of Newton, we believe that more 
apartment houses should be built, but 
we think it would be a great mistake 
to confine such buildings to the pres- 
ent business zone or to a limited 
area, which, because of its very lim- 
its, might become an undesirable 
dwelling location. 

We had every opportunity to watch 
the development of the apartment 
problem in Brookline and we, for one, 
do not wish to see the same thing 
happen in our City of Newton. It is 
hard for us to conceive living in a 
first class apartment having stores or 
factories all around it. How are the 
better class of people going to be at- 
tracted to such neighborhoods? 

We are opposed, in fact and in prin- 
ciple. to the proposed change. 

We wish to go on record that we are 
absolutely opposed to the change as 
outlined. We feel that the people of 
Newton who have invested their mon- 
ey and their time and have their in- 
terests tied up in their homes in the 
general residence zone should be pro- 
tected. We feel that their investments 
should not be jeopardized by drastic 
legislation. 

Our Board of Aldermen seems dis- 
posed to wipe out the general resi- 
dence zone. If your readers wish to 
express themselves, they should ad- 
vise their representative Aldermen at 
once.

The Teachers’ Oath Bill, 
a matter for state action has been 
passed by six state legislatures and 
is recommended by this committee. 
The observance of April 3d as the 
American’s Creed Day has been rec- 
ommended by congress and public 
sentiment for its observance should 
be aroused. 

Mr. Joseph Spano, speaker of the 
afternoon, gave a forceful talk on the 
North American Civic League for 
Immigrants. Mr. Spano, a graduate 
of the Springfield International Col- 
lege, was himself an Italian immi- 
grant and lias opportunities of know- 
ing his subject at first hand. He told 
of the subversive teaching which Is 
being carried on among the newly 
arrived immigrants whose minds are 
fertile ground for social agitators. He 
warned of the necessity of American- 
izing foreigners before their natural- 
ization. Through schools this pro- 
paganda reaches the children. Quiet 
meetings where "Circles" are organ- 
ized, and through literature distribu- 
ted at the gates of factories, these 
revolutionary doctrines are spread. 
The present unemployment situation 
makes people especially susceptible 
to these influences. Mr. Spano rec- 
ommended watching naturalization, 
the extending of kindness to new 
comers, humane treatment by manu- 
facturers and the encouragement of 
military training camps.

QNE THING AND ANOTHER

There must he something thrilling 
in owning a camera and making pic- 
tures “Just to see how they came out." 
Those who have such a hobby are to 
lie envied. Anil as far as that goes 
I am ready to envy them as quickly as 
any one. In fact, I have a large amount 
of that quality which I do not always 
conceal but readily display when some- 
body tells me of their good fortune or 
n great piece of luck. 

To get back to amateur photography. 
An office associate of mine lias been 
swept entirely from his feet by the 
sheer amusement he obtains in tak- 
ing snapshots. As a friend I might 
be expected to possess at least a pass- 
ing interest in ills success. My part, 
however, is far more important. I am 
his pet subject. Tlie reason for that 
is easily explained. I am not — as 
tiioHe who know me will agree and no 
doubt shout, "Right you are" — a model 
of anything, least of all for an artist 
or photographer. I am handy, that’s 
all. It’s like the situation that some- 
times arises in court when they are 
impanelling a jury. The list of quali- 
fied persons is exhausted because both 
sides have challenged a large num- 
ber. Court officers are directed by tlie 
judge to go out into the street and 
seize the first man they may happen 
to meet. He is brought in to serve 
on the jury. That’s why my friend 
is always making pictures of me. 

So enthusiastic has he become that 
lie lias purchased two cameras. The 
first made a long, narrow picture like 
a postcard. He wanted one that would 
make a square picture. Hence the two 
cameras before which I have stood and 
seated myself until I have all the 
self-consciousness of a screen favor- 
ite. One day I wear my glasses and 
tlie next day I take them off. One 
day I am sitting down, reading. The 
next I am smoking. It has become 
so jolly that if he ever tires of his 
hobby I shall feel lonesome. 

How did the pictures come out? O, 
don’t ask. He has, with me as his 
subject, produced all kinds. The 
variety includes every excuse known. 
One appears to have been "light 
struck." Another "out of focus.” A 
•third "too long exposure." The 
fourth, “very poor light”: fifth, "you 
moved your Adam's apple” and sixth, 
"I took two on one plate." Still, lie’s 
coming along, and by Christmas— that 
is not an oath you understand — we 
ought, together, to have achieved a 
counterfeit presentment of yours truly 
that will capture various prizes and 
blue ribbons. 


About the time you begin to lose 
confidence in your fellow men some- 
thing happens to prove that after all 
they’re a pretty good bunch of scouts. 
You will have observed things that 
make you ready to lose your patience 
and get to thinking that the human 
race isn’t worth saving when a big 
event will occur and there will be 
revelations that completely change 
your views. 

I have thought of this on more than 
one occasion since I have been num- 
bered among the mortals that popu- 
late our North American hemisphere. 
Striking examples have presented 
themselves such as the active inter- 
est displayed by our own citizens 
in the great effort to relieve unem- 
ployment. Did you know that one of 
President Hoover’s representatives 
said only this week that he thought 
the people of Massachusetts were far 
ahead of the other States in their 
attempt to solve the unemployment 
problem. And these are the same peo- 
ple you and I are prone to criticise 
for doing things of which we do not 
approve and which may or may not 
be proper and sometimes are far from 
right. 

I can recall one striking illustration 
and that was when I was in 1914 
when the city of Salem was swept by 
a disastrous fire. The then Governor 
sent out telegrams while the fire was 
raging to lialf-a-hundred prominent 
and wealthy men of the State to meet 
him at the State House next morning. 
The meeting convened at 11 o’clock 
and by ten minutes later a fund of 
$70,000 had been raised. That’s $7000 
a minute, isn't it? Then I saw a man 
walk in with his personal check for 
$25,000 and made it appear as if he 
was merely tossing a dime into a Sal- 
vation army tambourine. 

Massachusetts is there when it 
comes to doing something for the less 
fortunate. There are those who have 
a certain amount of talk to offer, but 
a majority are silent and prompt with 
their generosity. Fact is, you can 
depend upon Massachusetts people to 
go the limit in alleviating distress 
within or without its borders. 


Although of the opinion that the 
political campaign calls for no fur- 
ther comment in this column, a com- 
munication from my old friend "Ful- 
ler Calories” is of such a nature that 
to refuse its publication would be to 
deprive the readers of that wliich 
belongs to them. Here is his latest 
outburst. 

"Dear Brother Bentley — You have 
doubtless wondered why I have re- 
frained from writing to you in re- 
cent months. Here is the reason. 
Being a business man with contacts 
to protect, I have hesitated to speak 
my mind while tlie political campaign 
was on for fear it might be said that 
1 had used my great weight in favor 
of any candidate. Of course. I’ve got 
my political preferences as well as 
you or the next fellow, but I wasn’t 
foolish enough to let anybody know, 
in print at least, which way 1 was 
going to vote. Not while there was 
still danger that some agitated Dem- 
ocrat or Republican, ‘wet’ or ‘dry’ or 
vico versa, might throw himself upon 
tne with felonious intent. 

"I might even have preserved my 
private tranquility indefinitely if it 
were not for something that happened 
today while I was eating luncheon at 
tlie Barker House. Tills luncheon con- 
sisted of .braced sweetbreads an 
gratin, glazed sweet potatoes, creamed 
carrots and a pudding made of marsh- 
mallow and tapioca, flavored with le- 
mon. hut that was not tlie tiling t hat 
made me mad. Oil, no! It was the 
conversation at the next table, where 
four men, claiming to be Republicans, 


were holding an autopsy on the Jato 
election. 

"There was one phrase in particular 
that annoyed me exceedingly. It kept 
recurring throughout the entire lunch 
hour. Now to my mind,' somebody 
would say, ‘Alien made his biggest 

mistake when he .’ The rest is 

immaterial. The fact is. Alien made 
a mistake and thereby took a place 
at tlie mental foot of tlie class, headed 
by the fellow who was doing the talk- 
ing. or so his tone implied. Sometimes 
it was Butler and sometimes another 
of the defeated Republicans. 

"I have not the faintest idea who 
the men at the next table were but 
I wonder where they obtained so much 
super skull-power for diagnosing in- 
side politics. If these wise men knew 
at the time that the Governor or the 
Ex-Senator had made a tactical error 
in their respective campaigns why 
didn’t they speak up and save the 
day for the party? 

“All. but what’s the Use, brother. 
You can’t prevent such postmortem 
discussions and neither can I. There’s 
only one assurance that it won’t get 
any worse — you can’t put anything 
into a vacuum without destroying it. 
On reconsideration, it would really be 
too bad if we should lose any of these 
men whose simple faith in themselves 
has made them great in their own 
opinion.”

As you sat at your radio on elec- 
tion night and heard the figures given 
out I wonder if it occurred to you that 
the men compiling them for your ben- 
efit had a stupendous task before 
them. I do not refer to tlie officials 
at the booths and in the city halls and 
towns of the State but to the newspa- 
permen who took the returns and from 
them made the bulletins for the radio 
and for publication. 

The counting of votes by election 
officers is something that has to be 
understood and when it is done expe- 
ditiously you may be certain that 
those engaged in it know their busi- 
ness. Handling figures for immediate 
broadcasting is quite another matter. 
The latter is one of those high-speed 
occupations which tax the nerves and 
completely tire out the men called 
upon to perform it. They are contin- 
ually racing against time. It is not a 
question of sitting down calmly and 
deliberately undertaking a difficult 
task. Conditions on such an occasion 
in a daily newspaper office do not 
permit of attacking the job while sur- 
rounded with anything like a peaceful 
atmosphere. There are too many tel- 
ephones ringing, too many telegraph 
instruments clicking, too many press- 
es roaring, too many elevator doors 
banging, too many messenger boys 
running through the corridor and too 
few hours in which to gather the facts 
together. 

The start of the job is invariably a 
slow one but by early evening it has 
gained momentum and once underway 
it accumulates proportions like a huge 
snowball. However, an established 
system, operated by trained men, pre- 
vents it from getting entirely out of 
control. In fact, the figures cannot 
come too fast so well prepared are 
the workers. No matter how wild and 
exciting the circumstances you will 
find these men clear-headed, unemo- 
tional and with apparently no nerves, 
sitting at their desks, figuring, figur- 
ing and figuring. Maybe they pause 
to throw away a cigar and light an- 
other or refill a pipe, but for nothing 
else. 

It is a picture that cannot be ade- 
quately described. And yet this is not 
thrilling because of the imperturbable 
manner of the actors, if we may call 
them such. They are so deeply en- 
grossed in their work that they reg- 
ister only one thing and that is inten- 
sive application to their tasks. 

And. by the way, did you know that 
a man who deals only with figures on 
occasions, such as elections, is better 
for night work on this very kind of 
exacting mathematics than a day 
worker whose job every week day of 
the year is adding and substraeting 
figures. Funny, isn't it. but when the 
brain is used to working nights that 
is the time it seems to operate best. 
The rapidity of the figuring on elec- 
tion figures demands a man trained to 
work at high speed under great pres- 
sure. The man unused to driving his 
brains against time at night is quite 
often completely lost. I can’t explain 
it but that’s what happens. 


Apparently the people who live the 
greatre distance from the State House 
take a deeper interest in things going 
on there. Not that this is intended as 
a reflection on us here in Newton who 
can see tlie gilded dome from our own 
hills. What I wish to point out is 
that in the other parts of the common- 
wealth they seem to respond more to 
legislative studies of various subjects. 
You know that each year the Gen- 
eral Court creutes a number of spe- 
cial commissions to take up certain 
matters which have been contained in 
various bills and which h is felt 
should be further looked into before 
legislation is framed and adopted. 

It is not often that these special 
commisisons. wliich hold public hear- 
ings. find a wide response. People 
somehow or other do not seem to at- 
tend these hearings which are held 
solely for the public that they may 
present their views. It must he dis- 
couraging when a group of men give 
their time, without hope of any mon- 
etary reward, to sitting in a hearing 
room at tlie State House and listening 
to a small group of voters. Some 
times a big. tremendously important 
matter will bring out u mere handful. 

The special commissions created by 
the 1930 Legislature are now con- 
ducting public hearings for the pur- 
pose of obtaining information upon 
which they may base their reports to 
next year’s Legislature. You’d think 
the taxpayers would he sufficiently 
concerned about tlie future to make it 
their business to lay their views lie- j 
fore tlie Legislature. Weil, they don't. J 
Observation, however, lias shown thut '

it is the up-State group as we call 
them who come down to Boston and 
give their ideas. Why should they be 
more interested than we of Metropoli- 
tan Boston? Certainly we have the 
same rights and privileges and are 
fully as much affected. 

In my opinion it speaks well for 
those who take civic matters serious- 
ly. All through the different hearings 
this Fall at the State House where 
about a dozen different matters have 
been threshed out the speakers have 
hailed from the middle and western 
parts of the State. 

These special commissions often con- 
duct. in addition to their public hear- 
ings in Boston, others in large cities 
west anu south and north. Always 
the attendance is much larger than 
at the State House. Are we too busy 
in Metropolitan Boston or are we too 
self-satisfied? Certainly we are not 
in any position to smile indulgently at 
the folks iu what we choose to call 
rural communities. They are more 
alert in their duties of citizenship than 
city folks. I wonder why? 


I suppose I should hold my tongue 
now that work is actually progressing 
on the extension of the Boylston 
street subway under Governor Square. 
We are certain to get some benefit 
here in Newton as patrons of the Bos- 
ton Elevated. However, I must say 
that these three-car trains that are 
used in the supper-time hours might 
be more of a convenience if one of 
them was a dining car.

HOME PROFIT- AND ITS RELATION 
TO CULTURE 

By EARL G. MANNING

It has been my observation that 
businesses which survive and enjoy 
continued patronage year after year 
are based, in their operations, on the 
premise that they cater to the funda- 
mental needs of the public, that they 
must strain every effort to give the 
best in service, and the profits must 
not be exorbitant. 

Throughout the discussion which 
has gone before, having this premise 
in mind, I have tried to draw a com- 
parison between successfully running 
a home and enterprises which are 
purely commercial in their nature, 
with the idea of the making of profit 
uppermost, consistent with a reason- 
able excuse for existence. 

Now the home is distinctly not a 
commercial enterprise, so that from 
now on we shall consider the home 
and its output from another angle en- 
tirely — the cultural. 

In the last analysis the output of 
a home should he cultural because if 
it does not produce socially efficient, 
helpful, co-operating units for society, 
any profit which may be realized from 
its operations must be considered as 
of doubtful benefit to society. 

Money, we must all admit, is the 
recognized medium these days for the 
barter and exchange of commodities. 
It is likewise the medium by which 
culture may he obtained, if it is used 
wisely. 

Speaking of culture — what is it. 
anyway? 

I asked this question of a group of 
interesting people who were gathered 
at my home recently. You may be 
interested in a few answers to the 
question. 

One said, “It is the love of the beau- 
tiful and refined things of life.” 

Another held that, “it is the knowl- 
edge of the arts and sciences.” 

Still another felt that, “It means 
tlie observance of courtesy, thought- 
fulness of others, and appreciation 
of nature and of the beautiful.” 

In the midst of this discussion I 
thought it might lie to the point to 
learn just what Webster of dictionary 
fame lias to say about it. This is his 
definition of the word, “culture.” 

"The enlightenment and discipline 
acquired by mental and moral training. 
The training and disciplining of the 
moral and intellectual nature.” 

I think I rather startled the group 
by asking them this question, “Are 
we cultured people?” 

A veritable avalanche of exclama- 
tions assailed me, which included, 
“Why, of course, we are!” "Why ask 
such a question!” 

"I guess we must be cultured, if 
that's the way you feel about it. All 
tlie same," I continued, “it would he 
interesting to me to learn just what 
the daily actions of ;i cultured per- 
son are. to see how the net result is 
obtained.” 

So just for the fun of it. I singled 
out one woman in the group, because 
there could be no question that she 
would he considered a cultured per- 
son. and I said to her. “Would you 
mind answering a few questions as to 
your cultural activities during the last 
few days?" 

"No, 1 wouldn’t mind a bit. In fact, 

I think it would be rather fun. C.o 
ahead, what do you want to know?" 

“Well, 'for instance — what books 
have you read recently?" 


"Let’s see.” she replied. "I have 
just finished 'The Good Companions,’ 
by Priestly. A few weeks ago I read 

The Country House' by John Gals- 
worthy, and ‘Ropers Row’ by Warwick 
Deeping. And, of course, I rend sev- 
eral magazines eneli month." 

"Do you like music?" 

“I love it. For years we have been 
in constant attendance at the Satur- 
day evening Symphony Concerts, and 
we take in many concerts besides. 

“Interested in nrt?’ 

“Yes, that's one of t lie reasons we 
go abroad once in a while. We both 
like to browse around in the Art Gal- 
leries and Cathedrnls in Europe. We 
have bought many copies of the paint- 
ings we admire.” 

“Good,” I observed, “Now, tell me 
what have been the most interesting 
things you have done in the last few 
days?” 

“Goodness, what a catechising you 
are giving me. Well, Monday I met a 
friend who came to town unexpectedly 
from the West and took her to tea. 

“In the evening we called on a very 
interesting couple. The husband is a 
landscape architect. He showed us 
some marvellous pictures of develop- 
ments which he has been effecting on 
several inrge estates out West. It 
was a most interesting evening. 

Tuesday, I had some shopping to 
do in the afternoon. Then I dropped 
into a gallery where I saw an ex- 
hibition of some thirty paintings, 
which had been painted with refer- 
ence to the sensations the painter hail 
experienced when lie heal’d some of 
Beethoven’s, Tschaikowsky’s and other 
composers’ symphonies, impression- 
istic, they were, but rather unusual 
and interesting.’’ 

“And Wednesday?” 

“I went to a committee meeting at 
the Women’s Club in the morning, and 
in the afternoon attended a matinee 
entitled ‘Street Scene’ at the Wilbur 
with one of the members of the com- 
mittee. 

“Funny thing about that, too. I had 
hardly gotten home when Will tele- 
phoned, saying he wouldn’t be home 
to supper, and would I like to see 
Madge Kennedy in ’Michael and 
Mary’?” 

“And did you go?” 

“When the man proposes, woman 
disposes.” she replied with a know- 
ing smile. “So even if I was a bit 
tired. I drove in and enjoyed the play 
very much.” 

“Certainly, you are a busy woman,” 

I ventured, “striving after culture.” 

"Yes,” she replied, "But we couldn’t 
do these things years ago when the 
children were small, and then, too, 
Will was only just starting in business 
and our pocketbook couldn’t stand it.” 

But you must have had these 
things in mind as desirable to do, — 
as goals to work toward even then, 
did you not?” I hazarded. 

“Oil yes, and fortunately the realiza- 
tion lias been equal to expectation. 
Unusual, too. isn’t it?” 

I admitted it was. 

I think I can make this statement 
without much fear of disagreement. 
The early part of married existence 
consists in laying the foundation for 
future cultural activities, with a 
modicum of present enjoyment con- 
sistent with a growing income, and 
with due relation to reasonable de- 
sires. 

Then ns each goal is accomplished, 
new ones may be set for accomplish- 
ment. 

Naturally, then, the question which 
every family should formulate and try 
to answer is, 

What do we wish? When do we 
wish it? How are we going to ac- 
complish it? 

Since it takes capital and income 
to enjoy tlie fullest measure of cul- 
tural enjoyment, it is just plain good 
judgment first to decide that a cer- 
tain percentage of the family income 
must lie set aside to accumulate 
enough to satisfy cultural desires. 

Without in any way trying to go 
further in this chapter into details 
as to how these amounts have been 
arrived at. I am appending a table 
which is the average of many hun- 
dreds of personal family experiences I 
have collected, showing how much the 
average family does save on a given 
income, and by average family I mean 
a husband, wife and two or three chil- 
dren. 

Observe thnt the amounts have been 
separated into two different divisions 
— life insurance — and other savings. 

Next week, I will endeavor to show 
why the former of these items shows 
such a very much larger proportion 
of the Home Profit item, especially 
on the smaller incomes.

William P. Holland of Thornton 
street, Newton, who for 33 years 
served faithfully ns a letter-carrier 
at the Newton and Newtonville poHt 
offices.

For nearly a yonr Mr. Holland 1ms 
been unable to work because of phy- 
sical disability. 


One very ingenious, or shnll we say 
ingenuous suggestion 1ms been made 
by some- of the persons engaged In 
the campaigns to relieve unemploy- 
ment. This suggestion is — the so- 
called "stagger plan" of employment 
whereby persons now employed will 
agree to become Idle half the time so 
that those unemployed may also ob- 
tain half-time employment. The 
great majority of workers are not 
overpaid. Few of them have incomes 
more than sufficient to meet their 
needs. They do not enthuse over 
the proposition to have these incomes 
reduced 50%. Neither would some of 
the men who so magnanimously make 
the suggestion. 


In the papers the other day was an 
item about five unfortunates who had 
died in Connecticut after drinking an 
anti-freeze solution. We may be ac- 
cused of having morbid thoughts, but 
when he read about these victims, 
the thought occurred to us that the 
freezing method formerly used in this 
country to preserve corpses would be 
quite ineffective on these poor alki 
addicts.

The GRAPHIC has received the fol- 
lowing letter from the Immigration 
Study Commission: 

Nov. 7th, 1930. 
“Sacramento, California, 

Editor, Graphic, 

Newton. Massachusetts. 

Dear Sir: 

The recent death pact of an Ameri- 
can-horn couple is significant. Both 
somewhat beyond middle age, both 
unemployed, with less that $1 left, 
they decided to die together. 

They were but two of an army of 
several million Americans out-of- 
work. With the weakening of physi- 
cal strength that comes with malnu- 
trition they could carry on on longer. 

The number of Mexicans among us 
just about equals our native unem- 
ployed. The Mexican Quota Act 
passed the Senate over 3 to 1. Chair- 
man Johnson of the House Immigra- 
tion Committee, which had reported 
the bill favorably, declared the 
House stood S to 1 favoring it. There 
were, however, forces powerful enough 
to prevent its reaching a vote. 

Ought not public opinion become 
vocal herein?

“Treasure Islrfnd’’ Presented To 
Capacity Houses 


One of the most successful produc- 
tions ever staged by the Newton High 
School faculty was the description ap- 
plied to the performance of “Treasure 
Island” In the high school auditorium 
last Friday and Saturday evenings by 
capacity houses. A third performance, 
in order that the youth of Newton 
would have the opportunity to wit- 
ness it, was given on Saturday morn- 
ing.

Despite the fact that "Treasure 
Island” presented many difficult roles 
every member of the cast performed 
with exceptional skill. From the mo- 
ment that the curtain rose on the 
scene in the Admiral Benbow Inn 
where the tale of Captain Flint and 
his treasure was told until the dis- 
covery of the gold in the cave of Ben 
Dunn on “Treasure Island” the audi- 
ences were held spellbound. “For an 
evening the audience was allowed to 
watch life as it never was or will be 
except in the mind of a boy or a Ste- 
venson.” 

"Treasure Island” was Robert Lou- 
is Stevenson’s first book with great 
popular success. It was produced on 
the stage for the first time by Charles 
Hopkins at the Punch and Judy The- 
atre, New York, in 1915-1916. The 
tale originated by Stevenson to amuse 
his stepson, first drawing a map of 
an imaginary island which fascinated 
both father and son so much that a 
story was woven round it. 

On the stage the first scene is that 
in the Inn where Captain Bill Bones, 
played In the faculty production by 
Edward N. Griffin in true-character 
style, told the tale of the Pirate cap- 
tain, Flint, and his crew and treas- 
ure. The listener was Jim Hawkins, 
played by Charles H. Mergendahl, who 
was intrigued by the story despite the 
warning to beware of the man with a 
wooden leg.

N. C. Residents Do 
Not Want Fill Made 


Object At Alriennanlc Hearing — 
Other City Matters 


The meeting of the Board of Aider- 
men last Monday night was featured 
by determined opposition against the 
grading and accepting of Ireland 
road and East Boulevnrd road, New- 
ton Centre. Herman Hindenlang of 
1589 Beacon street, Waban, objected 
to the grading of East Boulevard road 
because of the expense it would cause 
him. He stated thnt at the lower 
end of the street it will be necessary 
to make a fill over 10 feet in depth to 
properly grade it. This would cause 
a lot owned by him to be 9 feet low- 
er than the street, rendering the lot 
of no value. He said that this lot is 
of little value as it is, because the 
city laid a sewer through it. He has 
pnid taxes on the lot for many years 
and is willing that the city shall grade 
the street only if it reimburses him 
for the lot. He named about $300 as 
the amount he is entitled to receive. 

Joseph Klarfeld of Ireland road 
spoke at considerable length on the 
matter of accepting that street. He 
favored the improvement if he would 
be assessed only a proportionate part 
for the work if it would be determined 
on the basis of the cost of an ordin- 
ary street. He believed, however, 
that because a deep fill must be 
made at one part of the street, he 
would be paying for the improv- 
ing of land which is being developed 
in a real estate project. George 
Pillion of Eastbourne road also op- 
posed the work on Ireland road as he 
believes to improve this street will 
cause it to be used by considerable 
traffic and endanger his children. He 
likewise stated that he thinks the 
work is proposed to benefit a real es- 
tate development. Mr. Klarfeld in- 
quired who had petitioned for tho 
improving of Ireland road and East 
Boulevard road, but no person pres- 
ent could inform him. Alderman Mur- 
ray, chairman of the Public Works 
Committee, requested the City Clerk 
to obtain the petition so that Mr.

Mayor Asks Action 
On Washington St. 

New Surface Held I'p Because Of 
Proposed Water Main 


Construction of the proposed 60-inch 
water main by the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commission through the City of 
Newton from the Watertown line to 
Weston, was urged by Mayor Sinclair 
Weeks today In a communication to 
the Commission, and to the Newton 
representatives in the State Legis- 
lature. Reports had been received 
that this project would not be car- 
ried through, but would be postponed 
for another year or so, and such ac- 
tion would prevent the City of Newton 
from carrying out one ot its principal 
road construction plans, namely, the 
laying of a new surface in Washington 
street, from Newton Corner to West 
Newton. This highway is one of the 
most commonly used streets in the 
City of Newton and is greatly in need 
of repair. 

It was originally planned that the 
large pipe line of the District Com- 
mission in passing through Newton 
would be laid in Washington street, 
and this would necessitate ripping up 
much of the roadway. Mayor Weeks 
planned to build the new roadway in 
Washington street after the water 
main had been laid, and for that rea- 
son postponed the resurfacing of the 
street for this year. It had been pre- 
viously announced that the District 
Commission would lay the water main 
early in the spring of 1931. and Mayor 
Weeks planned to follow their job by 
the construction of the new street. 

In his communication to Leverett 
Saltonstall, Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, to Arthur W. Hollis, 
State Senator, and to Representatives 
William B. Baker. Rupert C. Thomp- 
son. and C. S. Luitwieler. Mayor 
Weeks urged them to do all that is 
possible to secure and to hasten the 
appropriation necessary in order that 
the Metropolitan District Commission

Huge Bequest To 

City Now Available 

Estate Of Horace Cousens Nearly 
ffnlf Million Dollars 


The death of Horace S. Cousens of 
680 Beacon street. Newton Centre, on 
November 10th makes available for 
the benefit of residents of Newton an 
estate valued at $450,000. Horace S. 
Cousens was the son of Horace Cou- 
sens a native of Lyman, Maine, who 
came to Newton Centre in 1849. The 
senior Cousins was a successful coal 
merchant in Boston and later became 
Interested In orange growing in Cali- 
fornia. He was one of the pioneers 
who selected Newton Centre as a sub- 
urban place of residence. When he 
moved to that village in the middle of 
the 19th century it was essentially a 
farming community. He owned large 
real estate holdings in that section, 
was active in assisting in improving 
the village. He died on March 13, 
1901. at the age of 83 and was sur- 
vived by his widow. Beulah Stone 
Cousens. a daughter. Harriet F. Cou- 
sens and a son. Horace 8. Cousens. 

A few days after the death of Hor- 
ace Cousens his will was offered for 
probate. His estate was inventoried 
at $350,000. It provided for a few 
minor bequests and a provisional leg- 
acy of $20,000 to his native town, Ly- 
man. Maine. The residue of the es- 
tate was bequeathed to form a trust 
fund, the income of which was to be 
divided Into three parts and paid to 
his widow, his son and his daughter 
during their lifetime. The trust was 
to continue until the death of the last 
survivor, or in case of marriage of 
either the son or the daughter, until 
the death of the wife or husband. 
Upon the decease of the last survivor, 
without issue, the property was to go 
to the City of Newton, the principal 
to be used as follows according to the 
will: — "The residue and remaining 
part of my property of every descrip-

LEAGUE MAY BE 

BROKEN UP 


The breaking up of the Suburban 
League is apparently drawing closer 
and closer. At a meeting of the Ev- 
erett school committee this week it 
was decided to withdraw that school 
from membership In the circuit. This 
has been a long contemplated step 
with withdrawal being blocked last 
year by but one vote. On top of this 
announcement comes another to the 
effect that Somerville High has had 
such a motion before it for almost a 
year but due to pressure of other af- 
fairs no action has been taken. The 
next meeting of the Somerville school 
committee is scheduled for next Mon- 
day evening when it is expected that 
Everett’s action will bring the Somer- 
ville situation to a head. 

The school committee at Newton has 
seldom interfered with athletics as far 
as Newton’s membership in the league 
is concerned and will probably take no 
steps in the matter. 

The league is one of the oldest or- 
ganizations of its kind in schoolboy 
circles although Newton has been a 
member for the past fifteen years. 
Formerly Newton, Cambridge Latin 
and Brookline were members of the 
old triangular league which offered in- 
tense rivalry and keen competition be- 
tween the schools. For one year the 
league was composed of four teams 
until the formation of an eight league 
circuit. The Suburban league which 
in 1895 became a successor to the an- 
cient Schoolboy league, was composed 
of teams representing Winchester, 
Wakefield, Everett, Medford, Malden 
and Melrose. Winchester, Melrose 
and Wakefield dropped out to form a 
junior circuit, the Mystic Valley 
league, as they could not hope to 
compete on even terms with the 
larger school. 

Then it was that the quadrangular 
league of which Newton was a mem- 
ber was merged with the Suburban 
league to form a circuit with Med- 
ford. Malden. Everett. Somerville, 
Newton, Brookline, and the two Cam- 
bridge schools, Latin and Rindge 
Tech. 

Malden was the first school to drop 
out of the league as the building of its 
new stadium required that it meet 
teams with greater drawing power 
than some of the Suburban league 
members in order to clear off a heavy 
debt. Medford followed suit a few 
years ago and now, with the with- 
drawal of Everett and the possible re- 
fusal of Somerville to continue the 
league is dangerously near the rocks. 
Lack of interest by attendance at the 
games has caused Everett’s decision 
to schedule opponents of its choice al- 
though the unemployment situation 
has had much to do with the falling 
off of gate receipts everywhere. 

As far as Newton is concerned it 
looks as though the discontinuance of 
the league schedules will make but 
little difference. Such natural rivalry 
has grown up between Newton with 
Everett as well as Brookline that 
these two contests look to be a fix- 
ture on the orange and black schedule. 
Somerville, Rindge and Cambridge 
Latin, although not attracting many 
spectators, have always given New- 
ton close competition and this trio 
may also be retained. If such is the 
case Newton, with Waltham also a fix- 
ture, will have but three other dates 
to fill. The past two years these have 
been with Malden, Medford and Quin- 
cy but whether or not they are to con- 
tinue on the schedule will be re- 
vealed when the schedule for next 
year is officially announced. 

Regardless of what may happen at 
Somerville next Monday the league 
will continue with the basketball and 
baseball schedules for this year as 
both schedules have been approved by 
all schools and the Everett withdrawal 
does not become effective until after 
the close of the school year in June. 

Reports that some other team, such 
as Melrose, of the Mystic Valley group, 
or Waltham, unidentified with any 
league, would be invited to replace 
Everett are without foundation. Mel- 
rose, with an exceptionally strong 
team this year which compares favor- 
ably with the best in the Suburban 
league, is satisfied to remain in the 
present circuit in competition with 
schools of its class in regard to pupil 
enrollment. Waltham has always 
frowned on league connections and 
the proposition of dropping several 
games which have been part of its 
schedule for several years would not 
meet with much headway. Unless a 
now triangular or quadrangular league 
is instituted league competition will 
probably be reduced should Somer- 
ville take the step now under consid- 
eration.

TO DEDICATE NEW 

NEWTON STADIUM 


Between the halves of the annual 
Newton-Brookline game on Thanksgiv- 
ing Day morning the dedication of the 
new Dickinson Stadium will take 
place. Interest in the dedication of 
the stadium and the Intense rivalry 
between the two schools will undoubt- 
edly attract a capacity crowd to the 
scene. The new concrete stands will 
seat 5800 spectators while the porta- 
ble seats that have been erected on 
the opposite side of the field will take 
care of another 3000 so that practical- 
ly 9000*will be on hand. 

Many reservations have already 
been made and filled with the Alumni 
Association having the centre section 
and the school cheering section im- 
mediately adjoining. Reservations are 
being made in order of application. In 
order to reduce the last minute rush 
for seats it has been requested that 
anyone desiring reservations for the 
game should apply at once to Mr. Carl 
Swan of the high school faculty. 

Brookline school officials have been 
invited to take part in the dedication 
exercises which will be opened with 
the singing of the national anthem. 
Mayor Weeks, escorted by captains of 
athletic teams coached by the late 
Mr. Dickinson, will deliver the ad- 
dress. The escort will include several 
ex-captains of Newton football teams 
among them Stuart Rider, Stuart Mc- 
Neil. Charles A. Wilbur, Charles Bra- 
dy, Raymond Van Tassel, Frank Dor- 
ney, Henry Garrity, Merrill Nutting. 
Robert Gqrrity, Alfred Stafford, Julius 
Kohler, Edwin Dewing, Robert Adams 
and Thomas Gilligan. Harold Andres, 
captain of the 1926 Newton high team 
and the last team the well-known and 
beloved coach directed, is captain of 
the Dartmouth team this year and will 
be unable to be present as Dartmouth 
is meeting Stanford University in Cal- 
ifornia on Saturday, Nov. 29th.

NEWTON HOPES 

HIGH FOR FINAL 

Although Brookline High Is the fn- 
vored team for the annual Thanks- 
giving Dny gridiron battle between 
Newton and the Wealthy Towners the 
hopes of the local team are high and, 
as happens so often, it may be an- 
other case of the underdog coming out 
on top. During the long series of 
games between the two schools, 
through which an intense naturnl riv- 
alry has been built up to make this 
contest one of the leading schoolboy 
attractions of the day, Newton has 
scored a total of 19 victories as against 
10 for Brookline with four games re- 
sulting in ties. Newton also has a 
total point advantage of 324 to 140. 
Next Thursday’s affair will be the 
thirty-fourth game, the schools first 
getting together in 1894. In 1896, ’97, 
and ’98 the teams did not meet but 
in 1899 the series was resumed and 
has not since been interrupted. Three 
of the four tie games have been played 
since 1922 when scoreless games were 
played In that year, 1924 and last 
Thanksgiving Day. The first tie game 
was a 6 to 6 affair back in 1915. 

Brookline had the upper hand in 
the series until 1906 when the orange 
and black evened the string with five 
victories each. Following with two 
more wins the Garden City outfit took 
the lead and Brookline never has 
caught up although for several years 
the margin was but three games. In 
1917, beginning with its 44 to 0 count, 
the Newton high-scoring mark since 
the teams have opposed each other, a 
five-game winning streak was begun 
which carried the local school far out 
in front. Other big Newton scores 
were made in 1919 and 1918, the for- 
mer being 34 to 0 and the latter, 39 
to 7. 

But in more recent years the two 
teams have battled under more even 
terms, with the margin of success 
varying from a Brookline 9 to 0 score 
in 1926 to a Newton 13 to 0 edge in 
1920. In the past decade Newton has 
a five to two margin with three tie 
games in the stretch. The tie games 
have all come following Newton vic- 
tories. And on two occasions the tie 
games have been followed with New- 
ton victories. The tie game of 1922 
was followed by that memorable 16 
to 13 Newton win when the orange 
and black scored all of its points in 
the second half after Brookline had 
built up a two-touchdown lead in the 
first half to apparently clinch the 
game. A tie game the next year, 
1924, was followed by a 6 to 0 Brook- 
line victory and the following year 
Brookline carried off the league hon- 
ors by defeating Everett in a play- 
off after turning back Newton 9 to 0, 
enabling them to tie the Gildea eleven 
for the bunting. Incidentally Brook- 
line won following the 6 to 6 tie of 
1915. 

Will the pendulum of victory swing 
Newton’s way again as it seems to 
be doing following tie games of the 
past? Will the victory go to Brook- 
line as it did in 1916 after a tie pre- 
ceding two Newton victories? (New- 
ton having won two games followed by 
a tie in the past three years). Or 
will another tie game be played, in 
which case a new mark of two ties 
in a row would be hung up? These 
questions will be answered on the 
new Newton field at the ' Dickinson 
Stadium between ten and eleven-thirty 
o’clock next Thursday morning. 

On the basis of season’s records to 
date Brookline has quite a margin. 
In eight games the Wealthy Towners 
have scored a total of 111 points to 
their opponents 23 while Newton has 
chalked up but 26 to their opponents 
65. Brookline has won seven of its 
eight games while Newton has won 
two and tied two while losing four. 
Brookline has defeated Lynn Classi- 
cal, Revere, Everett, Cambridge 
Latin, Rindge Tech, Watertown and 
Boston College High and has lost to 
only Somerville. Brookline’s victory 
of B. C. High last Saturday was the 
first defeat suffered by the Hub 
eleven in two years indicating that 
Coach Fitzgerald’s eleven not only 
has a strong offence but in addition 
has a defense worthy of note. On 
the other hand Newton has won from 
Everett and Waltham, tied Cam- 
bridge Latin and Quincy and lost to 
Malden, Somerville, Medford and 
Rindge. Outside of the common 
league opponents neither teum has 
met the same eleven and of the four 
games each has played outside of the 
league schedule Newton has probably 
faced the stronger outfits as only B. 
C. High can compare with such 
elevcms as Malden and Medford. 

In the league gumes the two teams 
compare quite favorably. Both de- 
feated Everett by 6 to 0. Newton 
would appear three points better in 
a comparison of their pluy against 
Somerville, the latter winning from 
the orange and black by a seven point 
margin and from the Red und Blue by 
a ten point margin. Newton failed to 
stop Rindge forwards passes to lose 
7 to 13, while Brookline forced a 
couple of breaks in the first hulf to 
win 14 to 0. Against Cambridge the 
local team was weukened by loss of 
four good players and was held to a 
scoreless tie while Brookline won by 
a 9 to 0 count. Consequently while 
Brookline will he the fuvorito there 
are but little grounds for greater odds 
than one touchdown. 

This small margin disappears en- 
tirely when recognition of the fact 
that Newton and Brookline ulwayu 
give their best to turn the other back. 
In past years, with but few exceptions 
the game has been a nip and tuck af- 
fair witli the hreuks of tho game huv- 
ing a great duul to do with the linul 
outcome. 

Newton has not scored u touchdown 
aguinst the Rod and Blue since 1923 
while Brookline has never scored u 
touchdown sincu 1926. In fact Brook- 
line lias yet to score u point or do- 
feut a Newton eleven couched by John 
Sullivan. Whether or not this record 
will he muiutuined will he decided

This will be the 300th anniversary 
Thanksgiving Service for Newton and 
Boston people and It is hoped that 
the observance of the day will be 
much more widespread than lias been 
customary in recent years. 


The death of Wilfred A. Wetherbee 
leaves a void in this community which 
cannot be filled. Few old timers re- 
main to link Newton of the present 
with Newton of the past. Mr. Weth- 
erbee was a native son, bom at New- 
ton Corner 83 years ago, and was 
laudably loyal to this city. He took 

commendable interest in public af- 
fairs as was evinced to the lust when 
he insisted in leaving his sick bed to 
vote a few dayB before his death. He 
was blessed with rugged physique and 
until his final, and comparatively brief 
illness, was as active as men 40 years 
his junior. The "thin blue line” of 
Civil War veterans will be noticeably 
thinner next Memorial Day with the 
soldierly figure of Mr. Wetherbee ab 
sent from the line of march. 

If an unfortunate is out of work 
and burglarizes a store to steal a few 
dollars worth of property he is apt 
to be sent to jail for several years. 
If some youth, the victim of inferior 
environment, holds up a filling sta- 
tion or other place of business he 
stands a chance of going to prison for 
a long term. But, slick, well-educated, 
wealthy crooks can mulct millions out 
of unsophisticated old men and 
women and be "severely punished” by 
receiving sentences of two years, or 
less. Justice is not only blind: it is 
also “cock-eyed.” 

The Boston & Albany railroad is 
installing the latest type automatic 
block signals along its main line in 
this city. 

Some weeks ago we predicted that 
the proposed use of 3 car trains by 
the Boston Elevated on the Water- 
town-Newton-Boston line would cause 
traffic congestion at Nonantum square. 
Traffic officers at that place inform 
us that our prediction has come true. 
Jams in the square have occurred 
when crews transfer there from cars 
with trailers to three-car trains, or 
from single cars to cars with trail- 
ers or 3 car trains. The Elevated 
officials should attempt to devise 
some method of running, "set-backs” 
so that transfers would not be made i 
at Nonantum square. 

If you want to see some reckless — 
and dumb automobile driving go to 
Walnut street, Newtonville. Cars are ' 
driven on this congested street be- | 
tween Washington Park and Newton- 
ville avenue at high rates of speed; 
cars are sometimes parked at impos- [ 
sible angles, and some drivers back 
out cars without watching for ap- 
proaching automobiles. Patrolman 
Bill’’ Fuller performs yeoman serv- 
vice while he is on duty at this loca- 
tion, but it would require several po- 
licemen to thoroughly regulate traffic 
along the entire stretch.

HOME WORK— WHAT ABOUT IT? 

An announcement that home work had been abolished by \ 
the Newton schools would undoubtedly be received with a 
great round of applause, applause from harassed and humil- 
iated parents, harassed because getting studying done is ever 
a burning question in the home, embarrassed by being con- 
stantly told after doing his or her best that, “They don’t do 
it that way now.” However, home work has come to stay, j 
If our School Department wished to abolish home study, it 
could not without lengthening the school day, and that did 
not work in Watertown. The preparation of lessons at home 
by junior and senior high school students must be accepted 
as just another phase of our high pressure civilization. College 
entrance requirements are steadily becoming more and more 1 
severe, and boys must be prepared for Harvard and Dart- 
mouth and girls for Radcliffe and Wellesley.

It is planned to in- 
stall one of these signals at the in 
tersection of Beacon and Chestnut 
streets, Waban. Such a signal could 
well be installed at the junction of 
Watertown and Walnut streets, New- 
tonville.

HOW YOU CAN HELP 

Since it is not practicable to abolish home study, what can 
parents do about it? We venture the following suggestions: 
First, know what is required. There is no home work in our 
city for children below the seventh grade, and very little 
during the seventh and eighth grades for pupils who can 
properly concentrate during school hours. Beginning with the 
last four years, under proper conditions, required home .work 
should be finished within two hours of close study. The School 
Department issues a personal schedule to every pupil, and 
the parent should always insist upon seeing it. Second, pro- 
vide a quiet place for study where the young student will not 
have his attention distracted by the blaring radio, the family 
conversation, or telephone calls from the girl friend. Third, 
do not do the studying for your child. If he can not get 
his lessons out by himself, something is wrong. Find out what 
it is.

All those who 
have paid in full on or before Novem- 
ber -2nd will receive their checks the 
24th or 25th and all others on or be- 
fore November 29th when the last in- 
stallment is due will receive their 
checks promptly on December 1st or 
2nd. Total amount to be disbursed ap- 
proximately $300,000.

Industrial Fund. From this fund I 
direct that loans shall be made to in- 
' dustrious men and women of small 
means who are residents of the city 
of Newton aforesaid, to assist them in 
procuring homesteads for their fam- 
I ilies. Therefore. I direct that sums 
of money be loaned to such applicants 
as the Mayor and Aldermen of said 
1 city shall deem deserving, and enti- 
I tied to receive under the provisions of 
I this will; and I direct that the rate 
of interest to be charged on said loans 
shall be Axed at three-quarters of the 
: current rate of interest at the time 
the loan is made. Each loan, I di- 
rect. shall be secured by a Arst mort- 
gage on improved real estate, and the 
amount loaned on any estate shall not 
exceed three-quarters par of the 
amount of the latest tax valuation. In 
case there should not be applicants 
entitled herein sufficient to take all 
the funds arising from this trust, in 
that event, loans may be made to 
other parties without restriction on 
the rate of interest, but shall be se- 
cured by Arst mortgages on improved 
real estate." 

Mr. Cousens’ will further provided 
that the fund is to accumulate until it 
reaches the sum of $1,000,000, to be- 
come a permanent fund to be loaned 
as directed. After the fund will have 
readied this amount, the income from 
it will be distributed to the dserving 
poor of Newton who are not inmates 
j of the Alms House. Mr. Cousens fur- 
ther directed — ‘‘If the amount re- 
ceived from said fund should be more 
than is required to supply the actual 
necessities of said outside poor, I di- 
rect the surplus to he paid for the 
beneAt of the poor and needy sick In- 
mates of hospitals within the limits of 
the cities of Newton and Boston.” 

Mr. Cousens’ widow died on April 
29, 1903, and his daughter, Harriet on 
January 6. 1912. 

An additional bequest to the city is 
also made under the terms of Mr. 
Horace S. Cousens’ will which was 
Aled for Probate in the Middlesex 
Court yesterday. By the latter’s will 
$6,000 is left in trust to the City of New- 
ton, the income to be used for pur- 
chasing historical and educational 
hooks for the Newton Centre Branch 
Library. 

Other bequests made in the will 
were the sum of $4,500 to the First 
Church of Newton Endowment Fund, 
$5,000 for the Boston Seaman’s Friend 
Society, $2,000 to the Mother’s Rest 
Association of Newton. $1,000 to the 
Pomeroy Home, and $500 to be ex- 
pended for the "BeneAt and pleasure 
of the inmates of the Newton City 
Home." After some further minor be- 
quests Including gifts to distant rela- 
tives und friends, the entire residue 
of the estute, the vulue of which is 
not estimated In the will, is be- 
queathed to the Newton Hospital as 
a trust fund to be used iu supporting 
free beds. 

The will also contains a bequest 
of $100 to C Co. 51st Infantry Brigade, 
101st Regiment M. N. G. to he used as 
the majority of the commissioned of- 
ficers shall deem to be for the ad- 
vantage of the company.

Klarfeld might ascertain who the pe- 
titioner is. Later in the meeting, the 
Public Works Committee having 
held a conference during a recess, 
made the recommendation that the 
petitioner he given leave to withdraw, 
and the Board so voted. 

F. E. Waring favored the petition 
of the Edison Company for a pole lo- 
cation on Davis avenue, West Newton, 
us a street light at the corner of 
Stoneleigh road will light this dark 
intersection. 

Wifliam E. Touhy of Newton street. 
Weston, spoke in favor of grading 
and accepting Normandy road, which 
runs off Auburn street, West Newton. 
He told of hnving developed several 
lots of land in this section and that 
he owns two lots near the end of 
Normandy road, which Is a dead end 
street. He has been constructing a 
house on this street, hut recently the 
owners of two adjoining lots erected 
a fence across the street, preventing 
access from the new house he is 
building to Auburn street. If the 
street is accepted this fence will huve 
to be removed. 

Francis V. Terry of 815 Washing- 
ton street, Newtonville, an attorney, 
spoke against the petition asking for 
the acceptance of Normandy road. 
He said he represents four persons 
who own the other six lots on Nor- 
mandy road und who object to being 
assessed for someone else's beneAt. 
It was originally planned, according 
to Mr. Terry, to have Normandy road 
laid out as a through street from Au- 
burn street to Commonwealth avenue, 
but two houses wore built which pre- 
vented the street going througli to 
the avenue. 

Arthur Wilmarth of 17 Morton 
street, Newton Centre,* spoke in fa- 
vor of laying out und accepting Mor- 
ton street from Victoria circle to Mill 
street. He represented most of the 
property owners on tills section of 
the street. He described the street 
in its present condition as dangerous 
and stated that to improve it will 
cause considerable advantage to many 
residents of the district as Morton 
street is the only through street be- 
tween Mill street and Commonwealth 
avenue for a considerable distance. 

George W. Wright of 49 Victoria cir- 
cle also favored the improving of Mor- 
ton street. He stated that after a 
heavy rainstorm the street is gullied, 
making it almost impossible for cars 
to travel over it. It even offers haz- 
ards to pedestrians, one girl having 
sprained her ankle while walking on 
it. 

One of the matters on the docket 
for the night was the drawing of the 
names of three men to serve us jurors 
at the criminal session of the Superior 
Court in Cambridge next month. The 
men who will have this privilege are — 
Andrew B. Sides, 25 Fenwick road; 
Edward W. Pride. 67 Temple street; 
Nathan W. Dennett, 155 Aspen avenue. 

A communication was received from 
the Chelsea Board of Aldermen chal- 
lenging the Newton Aldermen to en- 
gage in some howling matches during 
the coming winter. A committee con- 
sisting of Aldermen Bail. Woodcock 
and Powers was appointed to consider 
this challenge. 

The Board voted to appropriate 
$5,070.76 for the construction of a side- 
walk on the northwest side of Chest- 
nut street from Moffat road to Short 
street, and the northwest side of Short 
street from Chestnut street to Beacon 
street.

Charles Frederick Rogers, who died 
Thursday, November 13, at his resi- 
dence. 14 Summer street, Newton Up- 
per Falls, and whose burial took place 
last Saturday, came of a pioneer fam- 
ily prominent in the annals of the 
community.

NEWTON HOSPITAL 

On Monday evening, November 17. 
the Know More Kokki met at the 
Hospital. Drs. Fried and Andrews 
presented the papers for discussion. 

On Wednesday evening, November 
19, the Executive Committee of the 
Trustees held their regular monthly 
meeting at the hospital. 

The hospital census of patientB is 
still running low, 122 on the 16th. Of 
this number 42 were full pay, 51 part 
pay. and 29. including babies, free.

On Monday a woman 
was treated for a laceration of her 
hand caused when she caught it in a 
washing machine; on Tuesday a 
woman was treated for a sprained 
ankle caused when she turned her 
ankle while stepping off the curbing. 
Two men were treated on Wednesday: 
one for an injury to his foot caused 
when he dropped u stove on it, and 
one for a piece of steel in his eye. 
One man was treated for an injury to 
liis wrist caused when he slipped and 
fell while playing golf, and one was 
treated for a laceration of hls face 
caused while working.

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CHRISTIAN SCIENCE LECTURE BY MISS M. ETHEL WHITCOMB, C.S.B. 


Miss M. Ethel Whitcomb, C.S.B., of 
Boston, a member of the Christian 
Science Board of Lectureship, deliv- 
ered a lecture entitled, "Christian Sci- 
ence: The Angelic Message,” Monday 
evening, Nov. 17, under the auspices 
of First Church of Christ, Scientist, 
of Newton, in the church edifice cor- 
ner of Walnut and Otis Streets, New- 
tonville. 

The lecturer was introduced by Mrs. 
Eva Stickney Johnson the Second 
Reader of the Newton Church in these 
words: 

It is a great joy and pleasure to pre- 
sent the Speaker of this evening be- 
cause many times, in a seeming hour 
of need, through her prayers of spir- 
itual understanding, the angels of 
Ciod’s presence have ministered unto 
our little family and have brought 
peace and healing. One instance was 
the healing of eye trouble and that 
person has never since worn glasses. 

All my life I have witnessed the 
healing work of Christian Science and 
the recital of those healings, which 
include many of the so-called incura- 
ble ills, would fill volumes. 

The lecturer this evening is a mem- 
ber of the Board of Lectureship of The 
Mother Church, The First Church of 
ChHst, Scientist, in Boston, Massachu- 
setts. It is now my nappy privilege 
to present to you Miss M. Ethel Whit- 
comb of Boston who will address us 
on , the Subject, "Christian Science: 
the; Angelic Message.” 

Miss Whitcomb spoke as follows: 

In Luke’s Gospel it is written, "And 
suddenly there was with the angel a 
multitude of the heavenly host prais- 
ing God, and saying, Glory to God in 
the highest, and on earth peace, good 
will toward men.” This wondrous 
chorus of angels is still singing, "Fear 
not: for, behold, I bring you good tid- 
ings of great joy, which shall be to all 
people.” Do any of you question, 
What are the good tidings that the 
angels are singing to-day? Christian 
Science answers that these tidings of 
great joy, these angelic messages, are 
nothing less than a revelation of the 
demonstrable fact that the same spir- 
itual Truth which healed through 
Jesus of Nazareth is here to-day, bid- 
ding the dumb to speak, the lame to 
walk, the blind to see. Christian 
Science has already healed its un- 
numbered thousands and sent them 
on their way singing with the angels, 
"Glory to God in the highest, and on 
earth peace, good will toward men.” 
It is a divine fact that all that anyone 
can need to make him whole, to set 
him free from poverty, pain, defeat, 
sin, and what is termed old age, is 
the angelic message of the true un- 
derstanding of God and of the real 
man, and to apply it. 

What is an angel? To a Christian 
Scientist an angel is not a celestial 
personality with feathered wings, but 
an exalted idea from divine Mind, an 
inspirational thought-visitant. Do 
angels really speak? Yes, they for- 
ever come with their messages, and 
guide and heal and light our way. If 
this be so, what deafens us that we 
do not hear their call? Is it not the 
love of material things, the love of 
self, of purse, of praise? When do 
we hear these angel messengers? 
When the heart bathes in humility, 
and yearning to be used by God, whis- 
pers. “Speak, Lord; for thy servant 
lieareth.” Then is consciousness made 
ready to receive God’s impartation of 
ideas which forever pass in angelic 
processions from Him to man. 

Mrs. Eddy defines angels in "Sci- 
ence and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures” on page 581, as "God’s 
thoughts passing to man; spiritual 
intuitions, pure and perfect; the in- 
spiration of goodness, purity, and im- 
mortality, counteracting all evil, sen- 
suality, and mortality.” Who is not 
stirred by the mighty truth that God 
pours forth His spiritual thoughts to 
man? Every moment of inspiration, 
intuition, goodness, gratitude, purity, 
or selflessness is a moment with the 
angels. Let us listen that we may 
itear them as they pass to us. There 
is not a person in this audience who 
lias not at some time been conscious 
of an angel. An angel lias brought 
each one of us here to-night, because 
every least desire for good is an 
angel visitant. 

ANGELS WERE HEARD BY 
PROPHETS AND APOSTLES 

Great characters of Scripture, in 
tlie midnight of human woe, were 
strengthened and inspired by angels, 
were delivered from dungeons by 
angels, were led on to holy tasks and 
grand achievements by angels. Abra- 
ham knew tlie angels. Jacob in his 
struggle at Peniol was transformed 
by an angel. Moses entertained 
angels and in the wilderness de- 
clared, "And when we cried unto the 
Lord, lie heard our voice, and sent an 
angel, and hath brought us forth out 
of Egypt." Daniel, standing un- 
harined in tlie den of lions, said un- 
to tlie king, "My God hath sent ills 
angel, and hath shut the lions’ 
mouths, thut they huvo not hurt me." 
Paul, when tlie storm was raging and 
shipwreck was ut hand, assured those 
with him in the ship of their deliver- 
ance by tlie power of God. "For," lie 
said, "there stood by me this night 
tlie angel of God, whose I am, and 
whom I serve, saying, Fear not, Paul." 
And it is further recorded, "And so 
it cunie to pass, thut they escaped all 
safe to land." Jesus knew ^God's 
angels better than did any man, and 
walked in companionship with them. 
Ho real wus their presence to him that 
when ills enemies came to take him 
lie was able to say to one of his fol- 


lowers, "Put up again thy sword into 
his place. . . . Thinkest thou that 
I cannot now pray to my Father, and 
lie shall presently give me more than 
twelve legions of angels?” 

GOD 

Actually to expect to hear the 
angels, — impartations from divine 
good, — and to be guided, inspired, and 
guarded by them as were these men of 
old, we must know God as He is. 
Christian Science satisfies the heart 
with its glorious views of God as 
Mind, incorporeal Mind, the all-know- 
ing, the all-present, divine, infinite 
intelligence, and this Mind, Love, ten- 
der, living, available Love in whom 
man lives and breathes as individual 
consciousness, for this Mind is the 
very life of all, the sole governor of 
the universe and man. From this 
Mind proceeds the only law, — the di- 
vine edict of good, forever operating 
for, not against humanity, a law of re- 
newal, invigoration, and eternal un- 
foldment to man. 

Man draws from this divine Mind, 
this infinite Life, his vitality, energy, 
health, all that enables him to com- 
prehend, to act, to be. God actually 
talks with man, as the Scriptures say, 
in the sense that He imparts to them 
His own thoughts and spiritual af- 
flatus. Such messages were named 
by early prophets, "angels." They 
come to you and to me to-day, this 
hour. God speaks and man can hear. 

MAN 

"What is man," queried David, 
"that thou art mindful of him? . . . 
For thou hast made him a little lower 
than the angels, and hast crowned 
him with glory and honour.” Had 
David’s thought risen another step in 
inspiration he might have said, Thou 
hast made man as the angels. All 
Christians accept tlie basic statement 
of Scripture that God created man in 
His own likeness. Like the infinite 
Father, is the real man, or spiritual 
idea, in quality, nature, and essence. 
Christian Science teaches us to look 
away from the hateful, sinning, and 
warped deflection, or mortal, to be- 
come acquainted with the reflection 
of God, — the man who reflects the 
qualities of divine Mind in the radi- 
ance of right thinking. 

We can never obey Scripture and 
put off "the old man with his deeds,” 
the old human concept of man with 
liis stubborn disposition, nervous tem- 
perament, and weak character and 
constitution, — all unloveliness, — un- 
til we catch glorious glimpses of our 
identity in the likeness of divine 
Love, and maintain it, thereby refus- 
ing to express a' thought, motive, or 
desire that springs not from, the heart 
of God. 

Man is the activity of God’s 
thoughts, a pure, spiritual, boundless 
idea in Mind, an idea that cannot be 
separated from the light and loveliness 
of divine Mind throughout eternity. 
How can the man who knows that 
right ideas are passing to him from 
divine Mind every hour of the day and 
of the night be sorrowful, lonesome, 
or homesick? He is at home in the 
Mind that holds him, is forever in the 
company of God’s ideas, hearing, and 
joyfully following their leadings 
through the activities of every day. 

New inspiration and zeal come to 
the business man who learns tliht he 
can draw from God intelligent ideas 
to solve his every problem. From 
tliis point of vision he responds to 
the law of divine achievement. The 
work of the writer, the musician, the 
inventor, will immediately improve 
when they see that man, of himself, 
does not create, but rather hears and 
expresses inspired ideas which pass 
continually from God to man. When 
this is realized there will be no lapse 
from inspiration. Through Christian 
Science thousands are learning of the 
coming of God’s ideas, are depending 
upon them in the office, in the work- 
shop, in the kitchen, in the school- 
oom ; and thereby are doing bigger and 
grander things than they have ever 
done. Tlie function of divine Mind is 
to impart and the function of man is 
to receive and express, for man is 
God’s expression. 

In Scripture we read that Elijali 
was in the wilderness, — the wilder- 
ness of fear, depression, and terror. 
“And as he lay and slept under a 
juniper tree, behold, then an angel 
touched him, and said unto him. Arise 
and eat." The angel that touched 
Elijah and culled him to arise and 
eat was inspiration from divine Love 
which flooded his thought. Is any- 
one here in a wilderness of human 
experience, asleep under a juniper 
tree of discouragement or self-con- 
demnation, feeling that ho is a failure 
or perhaps responding to hatred be- 
cause of some bitter wrong? Awake! 
for an angel thought from. God is 
touching you, calling you to arise 
from dreams of sense and eat the 
strengthening bread of inspired 
ideas. Wo sometimes hour people 
say that they have a touch of cold, 
of rheumatism, of depression, or 
even feel, perhaps, an hypnotic touch, 
but wo should know that God’s man 
is sensitive only to the touch of 
angels, and is responsive to no other, 
in her book, "Miscellaneous Writ 
lug,” Mrs. Eddy suys (p. 306): "When 
angels visit us, wo do not hear tlie 
rustle of wings, nor fool the feathery 
touch of the breast of a dove; but 
we know their presence by the love 
they create in our heurts. O, may 
you feel this touch, — it Is not the 
clasping of hunds, nor a loved person 
present; it Is more than this; it is u 


spiritual idea that lights your path!” 
"We know their presence by the love 
they create in our hearts.” When- 
ever, then, a loving longing to bless 
others sings in our hearts, whenever 
a selfless deed is done, we entertain 
nn angel. Whenever a spiritual idea 
lights our path, bringing the answer 
to our problem, or inspiring us with 
new purpose, new desires, new views 
of God and of our brother, we may 
know that we are with an innumer- 
able company of angels — are feeling 
their holy touch. We are then think- 
ing God’s thoughts after Him. Such 
thinking heals the sick. 

PRAYER 

Many people come to Christian 
Science, seeking, as did I, to under- 
stand how to pray aright to the in- 
finite, unseen Father. The yearning to 
approach Him who holds the universe 
in tile hollow of His hand, is a deep 
longing that will come at some time 
to every heart. "Ye ask. and receive 
not, because ye ask amiss,” are the 
Scriptural words that arouse the 
awakening thought to ask, How can I 
pray aright? I asked and received 
not because I asked amiss in an hour 
of great need. I was a young girl at 
this time. My mother was in dire 
distress, for she had been desperate- 
ly ill with what the physicians pro- 
nounced a dangerous disease of the 
lungs. As a result she was left in 
such a state that for months she ljad 
lain almost lifeless. With all my 
heart I asked God to heal her. Many 
times upon my knees I prayed such 
a prayer of supplication, but I re- 
ceived no answer. At the end of five 
months, after two doctors had been 
in consultation, they told us that our 
mother was in a most dangerous con- 
dition. At this time we sent to Chi- 
cago for her sister. Who was the wife 
of a physician. ( We knew that she 
had been healed through Christian 
Science of an eye trouble that had 
been pronounced incurable and which 
had made her almost blind. Even 
this healing had aroused no interest 
in our thought toward Christian Sci- 
ence. As my aunt entered my moth- 
er’s room she seemed to bring with 
her a flood of hope and light. My 
mother said to her, "Take my medi- 
cine away. Help me through Chris- 
tian Science.” I recall how filled with 
terror I was when the family doctor 
came in about an hour and I told 
him that mother had turned to Chris- 
tian Science. He said, "This is a 
very serious affair. Christian Science 
is a beautiful religion, but what can it 
do for diseased lungs? Your mother 
is in a most critical condition. You 
will have no hope left if she turns 
from medical treatment.” I was panic- 
stricken and implored my mother to 
continue with the doctor’s help. Her 
thought was firm as she said, "I have 
lain here helpless for months. You 
must let me have what I wish.” It 
seemed the most intense struggle that 
I had ever had, to trust her to God, 
in spite of the Scriptural declaration 
that He healeth all our diseases. In 
deep emotion I said to my aunt, "Tell 
me something that I can do to help.” 
With steadfast faith in the availabili- 
ty of the law of God to deliver and 
save, she said to me, "Take your Bi- 
ble and hold to the first verse in 
Psalm 46. Every word is true and 
can be proved true. When you read 
the first word, ’God,’ in the promise, 
know that this God is man’s Life and 
that in this Life your mother lives 
and breathes in freedom.” I went to 
my room, took my Bible, and for 
hours read, wrote, and reread this 
promise, seeking to know the mean- 
ing of each word, "God is our refuge 
and strength, a very present help in 
trouble.” How much nearer God ap- 
peared as I thought of Him as Life 
itself in whom we live and move! 
"God is ," — not was, not will be; is 
to-day our refuge, our shelter, and 
protection from danger and distress. 
How forceful that word, "is”! 
"Strength,”— the next word in the 
promise. “God is our refuge and 

strength." What could bring greater 
comfort! For the first time I looked 
away from matter to find my mother’s 
true strength and began to feel cer- 
tain that the impartation of divine 
energy was renewing her. "A very 
present help in trouble.” "Present,” — 
not absent; here, not there; to-day, 
not to-morrow, our help, our divine 
assistance. She does not have to die 
that she may find Life, I thought, for 
here, in this hour, God, Life, is her 
refuge, her strength, her present 
help. Christian Science had begun 
to illumine the Bible for me and 
through its divine light I commenced 
to catch a faint gllmpso of the pray- 
er that appropriates instead of 
pleads for the things of God. I saw. 
though dimly, why I had formerly 
asked and received not. I had im- 
plored God to give my mother what 
He had never failed to give to her 
and to everyone,— oven His strength. 
His life, His help, His all of good. 
During that night my aunt sat by my 
mother's bed in silent prayer. What 
was the result of this prayer? That 
which to us was a veritable miracle. 
My mother was able to sit up the next 
day. The fifth day sho took my aunt 
to ride, she herself driving the horse. 
The doctor wlto witnessed this heal- 
ing often told people that no one who 
had seen my mother’s case could 
doubt that Almighty God healed her. 

We believe that it is a vain request 
to ask the God who is Love itself for 
more love, or to implore the divine 
Mind which is never absent from man 
to come closer. Can a mother whoso 
lieurt is beuting in temlorest love 


for her child give more because the 
child implores her? Is it not recogni- 
tion, acceptance, and thankfulness 
which the child needs? Christian Sci- 
ence teaches us as older children to 
recognize the Mother-love of God, 
ever present, every hour, everywhere, 
and to accept through the prayer of 
perception, utilization, and thanks- 
giving God’s perpetual outpouring of 
health and goodness. Jesus prayed 
the prayer of recognition and thanks- 
giving before he raised Lazarus from 
the dead, "Father, I thank thee that 
thou hast heard me. And I knew 
that thou hearest me always.” 

HEALING 

A physician once said to me, "Doc- 
tors often classify disease under two 
heads, — curable and incurable. Do 
Christian Scientists classify disease?” 
I replied, “Yes, but all under one 
class, — curable.” We base our con- 
viction of this mighty truth on the 
Biblical facts that God, the only crea- 
tor, formed man and the universe as 
the expression or reflection of His 
own substance, perfection, and glory, 
and that they remain forever intact. 
As a little Christian Scientist of 
seven once said, "God made man out 
of Love because He did not have any- 
thing else to make him of.” This 
child voiced sublime logic. He who 
is all good has only good out of which 
to create His likeness. He who sees 
no evil and knows no evil can impart 
no evil. Man, then, who is the very 
reflection of perfect Mind sprang from 
perfection itself and cannot be dis- 
eased nor impaired. What, then, is 
sick? and how does Christian Science 
heal? 

I once passed a veiled statute that 
was waiting to be uncovered. I knew 
the statue to be very beautiful, but 
how ugly it looked that day, covered 
with its grimy veil! Then my thoughts, 
or inward eyes, turned to the real 
man, the beautiful, pure, and fair 
image of God. That which to the out- 
ward eye appears to be sick and im- 
pure man, I now realized is merely 
the veil which covers the real. The 
Christian Science treatment or pray- 
er tears away, through its divine im- 
pulsion, the veil, and reveals man in 
all his God-given wholeness. The 
veil, then, not man, is the patient, 
which veil, Paul says, "is done away 
in Christ." We cannot love the veil, 
but with eyes of spiritual knowing 
we can look through it and behold 
and reverence the man whom the in- 
finite sculptor lias chiseled. In the 
language of Christian Science, "un- 
veil” might be a synonym for "heal.” 
Another synonym, for “heal” might 
be "correct." God’s thoughts, or 
angels, come through treatment or 
prayer, to correct the mistaken belief 
of life in matter with the sublime 
tact of life in God; to correct the fear 
of body, of food, of climate, of human 
inheritance, of limited capacities, of 
material laws, to correct evil appe- 
tites and false attractions with the 
true understanding of the God who is 
Love, impartial and universal, and of 
man’s indissoluble unity with this all- 
satisfying Love. As this divine cor- 
rection takes place in thought, er- 
roneous beliefs give place to right 
ideas, and the body springs into spon- 
taneous freedom. 

A woman, whom I know, who had 
been severely injured in an accident 
attended a Christian Science church, 
several weeks after, assisted by 
friends. During the hour she was 
completely healed. I talked with her 
after this service; her face w-as wet 
with tears of thankfulness as she told 
me of her healing. What had taken 
place? Simply this: her God-given 
freedom, forever intact, had been un- 
veiled to her thought through the 
truth that flowed from God at that 
service. This explains how people are 
so often healed during Christian Sci- 
ence lectures. They grasp an idea — 
an angel — from God which illumine? 
consciousness ami corrects their false 
thinking. Time has no part in the 
healing work of Christian Science. 
Whenever tlie false thought-processes 
of which the seeming disease is made 
gives way to spiritual ideas, behold, 
healing takes place. It may be in a 
day, a week, a month, but correction 
of thought will be followed by the re- 
moval of the discordant effects. 

Many years ago a man, lame from 
birth, spoke to Peter and John at the 
gate Beautiful. They voiced to him 
the life-giving word of Truth, and it 
is written that "immediately his . . . 
ankle bones received strength.” The 
spiritual correction and its results up- 
on the body were instantaneous. Let 
no one be disheartened if he has si- 
lently declared what is divinely true 
about the perfection of God and His 
real man and has denounced bravely 
the imperfections of sense and self, 
but has not yet felt the touch of lib 
erty. This minute, or perhaps the 
next, false education and erroneous 
thinking may give way before the 
angelic vision, the Christly correc- 
tive, and you rise in your God-given 
dominion. 

As sons of God we should know 
at all times that we can hear and up-

propriate spiritual ideas from God 
that will enable us to be efficient 
workers in the world. All that any- 
one can ever need to deliver him from 
pain or poverty, from vice or crisis, 
is an idea from God. Forget not that 
the angel idea, the enlightening and 
saving idea, is ever at the gate of 
consciousness, waiting for your ac- 
ceptance. These mighty facts are 
healing seeds of Truth which when 
sown in receptivity and affirmation 
grow into realization and bloom in ex- 
altation and demonstration. 

CHRIST JESUS 

Twenty centuries ago multitudes in 
pain and misery gathered about Jesus 
of Nazareth on the hillside of Judea, 
to hear the marvelous word of Life. 
The sublime truth which he spoke 
corrected the falseness of their ma- 
terial thinking, and they went away 
whole, glorifying the God of Israel. 
The life and worl s of Christ Jesus 
mean everything to Christian Scien- 
tists, for they recognize him as their 
Way-shower, the one who has shown 
them the divine and definite way to 
work out every problem of human 
life. They strive to follow in the 
very thought-steps of this God- 
inspired Teacher. They endeavor to 
serve as he served, to bless as he* 
blessed, and to conquer materiality 
with spirituality at every point, as di'd 
he. 

This greatest of all metaphysicians 
defined evil as both “liar" and “lie," 
and corrected the lie with the force 
of omnipotent Truth.

In 
the presence of the lie of sin. they 
maintain the reality of God-imparted 
purity. Thus they stand with their 
thinking identified with the divinely 
true, the Christ Science, and as they 
stand humanity wins. 

CHRIST 

Jesus never claimed that his mighty 
works w’ere done through his own 
power. Did he not say. "I can of mine 
own self do nothing"? He affirmed 
to those who listened that the same 
works which he did could be accom- 
plished throughout the ages by those 
w ho understand and believe in the liv- 
ing, present Christ, the divine mani- 
festation of God, which he promised 
should be with men "even unto the 
end of the world." 

Christian Scientists acknowledge 
Christ Jesus as the Way-shower, rec- 
ognizing that Christ is "the way, the 
truth, and the life.” Over the surg- 
ing sea of human discord the Christ. 
Truth, forever comes on its healing 
mission, saying to each suffering one, 
"It is 1; be not afraid." 

ANGELS DELIVER US FROM 
FALSE MENTAL SUGGESTIONS 

People who are striving to live 
progressive lives are recognizing that 
our thinking makes us what we are. 
Because of this they know that 
thoughts which would neither beauti- 
fy nor edify their mental homes must 
not be spoken nor given a moment’s 
hearing. Sooner or later every 
thought that is unlike God must be 
detected and mastered by good. No 
one can be excused from this divine 
demand. Matthew writes, "The Son 
of man shall send forth his angels, 
and they shall gather out of his king- 
dom all things that offend.” Some of 
the false suggestions that must be 
gathered out of our mental kingdom 
are those that begat sameness, small- 
ness, and sourness. Sameness, or 
staleness, comes from doing one’s work, 
whatever it may be, as a duty instead 
of as a privilege, with mere motion 
instead of inspired action. Fresh 
health and gladness invigorate 
thought as one goes to his work each 
day. lifting up his sense of his work 
until he sees it in the light of di- 
vine service. Then he will love to work 
and work to love. It is not so much new 
jobs that are needed, as new views 
of the old one; not so much a change 
of environment, as a change of view- 
point. "O sing unto the Lord a new 
song," cried the Psalmist. He who 
sings in his heart a new song of pur- 
pose and thanksgiving as he works, 
joins in the overture of the angels, 
and everything he touches shines in 
the sunlight of inspiration. 

Smallness is expressed in sugges-

Smallness is ex- 
pressed in all that is ingrowing, in- 
stead of outpouring; in that which is 
self-centered instead of humanity- 
centered. He who is living in 
cramped spaces of thought, dwelling 
upon and talking about what some- 
one else is doing, or is not doing, 
needs to break through his finite 
boundaries, to think in terms broader 
than hemispheres.

John real- 
ized this when he wrote, "We know 
that we have passed from death unto 
life, because we love the brethren.” 
He who passes from the deadness of 
hate into the vitalizing compassion 
of love for mankind is touching the 
Life that is God. We live only as we 
unselfishly love. Life is not too 

short for hate, but too sublime. 

Speaking of a certain eminent 

statesman, a morning newspaper 

wrote. "He will be able, through his 

Christian character, to overcome sug- 
gestive mesmerism." The race needs 
and longs to rise superior to sugges- 
tive mesmerism. Christian Science 
has come to teach us that God is giv- 
ing man, through the impartation of 
His own thoughts, or angel messages, 
the ability and inspiration to master 
victoriously the mesmerism which 
would hinder his highest endeavor. 

If we are stumbling in the valley 
road of depressed and unworthy 
thought, we are but listening to un- 
real. mesmeric suggestions. If we 
are steadfastly climbing the mountain 
path of inspired and progressive con- 
sciousness, we are making friends 
with angels, our Father’s thoughts. 

It is a mighty fact that each time 
an evil suggestion seems to speak, an 
angel — a message from God — is at the 
door of thought to counteract and 
destroy it.

Of herself she has said that 
she was a "scribe under orders" 
i Miscellaneous Writings, p. 311). The

Christian Science textbook, "Science 
and Health with Key to the Scrip- 
tures,” — a book that is waking men of 
every nation from the midnight of 
despair to behold the morning light 
of hope and holier living.

these lines and placed them over her 
bed to remind her still to love more. 
As I thought of it all I felt a heaven- 
ly baptism of Love, for now I could 
see a new and deeper meaning in the 
line from her hymn (Poems, p. 4), 
"Wait, and love more for every hate." 
Why, j thought, it is a definite, posi- 
tive rule for action: a rule that must 
be obeyed by all who would under- 
stand real Life! No one who is not u 
humanity helper, a world thinker and 
worker, who does not live to draw 
from God and give to man through 
selfless service, is truly a follower of 
Mary Baker Eddy.

“Only Sups Work,” a farce comedy for 
uiuliscriminnting adults, being simply 
the vehicle to display the hackneyed 
antics of Leon Errol; "Oh For A 
Man,” theme improbable; “The Pas- 
sion Flower,” the usual eternal tji- 
angle; “The Dancers,” depicting lives 
and morals of two lovers, has interest 
through beautiful scenery; “Lllioni,” 
a tragic drama of soul struggle both 
before and after death, with the latter 
part of the picture disappointing and 
depressing; and “Madam Satan,” a 
story of husband-hunting of chorus 
girl and wife which is spectacular and 
exciting. 

For adults and older adolescents, 
but not for children: “Du Barry,” a 
tragedy of beautiful settings and of 
commendable restraint in handling In- 
timate scenes, is nevertheless disap- 
pointing: “Her Wedding Night” is 

an amusing farce with many funny 
situations which will provide light en- 
tertainment; “Up The River,” a com- 
edy drama of prison life; “Heads Up,” 
a comedy romance with song hits, pro- 
vides pleasing entertainment; “East 
Is West" has little suspense and one 
feels doubt of the authenticity of 
scenes in China; “Scotland Yard," a 
tense detecllve drama well produced; 
“Escape,” a Galsworthy story of un- 
premeditated crime, noteworthy pro- 
duction providing gripping entertain- 
ment; "Billy The Kid.” a western with 
thrills, beautiful scenery and happy 
ending; and “Whoopee,” a musical 
comedy highly entertaining, a splen- 
did production with lavish settings. 

Pictures that can be heartily rec- 
ommended for the entire family, witli 
entertainment, amusement, or worth- 
while: "Feet First,’’ hilarious fun, a

We cannot he saved 
from pain, restlessness, or sin until 
we begin to see ourselves divinely, in 
the purity of God-likeness, and ex- 
press this selfhood. It is Impossible 
to know ourselves aright unless we 
are striving with all our hearts to rec- 
ognize our brothers ns God sees them. 

I was put to this test one day when 
a maid in our home admitted an in- 
toxicated man who came to beg. 
When she told me what she had done 
I went into the library nnd found a 
young man in a drunken sleep. My 
first thought was to telephone to the 
police and have him removed. Then 
I thought, I will see if I cannot rouse 
him. I shook his arm and said.

BUILDING REPORT 


During last month 106 permits for 
building construction were issued in 
this city. Of this number 26 were for 
single dwellings, valued at $299,700; 
3 for double dwellings valued at $29,- 
000; 37 for garages valued at $16,735; 
1 for a garage repair shop with a 
valuation of $19,500; and 1 for a gaso- 
line filling station valued at $15,000. 
The total estimated value on the work 
to be done on the im; permits issued 
was $685,564. For the first 10 months 
of this year 917 building permits were 
issued with an estimated valuation 
of $4,882,137. For the corresponding 
period in 1929, 1231 permits were 
granted with a valuation of $6,203,- 
683; in 1928 for the similar period 
1344 permits were issued with a valu- 
ation of $8,737,778.

HEALTH REPORT 


The report of the Newton Health 
Department for October shows that 
only 32 deaths occurred In this city 
last month, making the death rate for 
the month hut 5.84 per 1000 as com- 
pared with 10.3 for the corresponding 
month of 1929. The deaths were 
equally divided between males and 
females. Cancer caused 6 deaths, ce- 
rebral hemorrhage 3, heart ailments 9. 

Communicable diseases reported in- 
cluded — diphtheria 1 case, scarlet 
fever 4, typhoid fever 1, measles 1, 
whooping cough 1. chicken pox 35, in- 
fantile paralysis 5, tuberculosis 4. 

The Health Department investigated 
14 complaints, abated 39 nuisances, 
made 351 inspections, tested 32 sam- 
ples of milk, inspected 175 markets 
ami provision stores, 14 bakeries and 
4 dairies. The nurses associated with 
the Health Department took 299 chil- 
dren to clinics.

I OPPORTUNITY 

KNOCKS ONCE 

Opportunity, they say, knocks but 
once. That once was enough for New- 
ton High to score a 7 to 0 victory over 
its hereditary rival, Waltham, in a 
thrilling and almost even battle on 
tlie Waltham field last Saturday. In 
order to safeguard its lone touchdown 
the orange and black had to stage a 
valiant battle to repulse ten distinct 
Waltham threats. Newton threatened 
on other occasions than the one on 
which the score came but t lie Wal- 
tham defense was not put to the se- 
vere tests that Newton was in t lie 
four periods of play. 

Play in the first period was about 
even with Waltham forcing Newton’s 
back to the wall with a punt to the 
two-yard line within two minutes of 
play. Newton got out of this but 
Waltham immediately brought the 
ball to the 14-yard line where a Wal- 
tham fumble wrecked their second 
chance. Blackler intercepted a Wal- 
tham pass to stop tlie next attempt. 
A little later Newton had reversed the 
tables with Elrod’s punt to the four- 
yard line, but Waltham escaped dis- 
aster. The ball was near midfield at 
the end of the period with Waltham 
having chalked up two first downs to 
Newton’s one. 

Newton was considerably superior 
in the second period with a rushing 
attack that totalled 73 yards of net 
gain and a passing attack that added 
39 more. In this period a 28-yard 
touchdown romp by Elrod was nulli- 
fied by a Newton offside, but Newton 
was not daunted and was hack again 
in Waltham territory shortly. A long 
pass from Elrod to Perkins put the 
ball over for a touchdown after it 
was put in play on the 31-yard line. 
Blackler rushed the point across. Dur- 
ing this period Waltham was never 
in possession of the ball in Newton’s 
territory until the last two plays of 
the half w’hen lack of time halted the 
Watch City on Newton’s 45-yard stripe. 

In the third period Waltham reached 
Newton’s 30-yard mark where another 
fumble stopped their threat to score. 
This occurred early in the period 
which had been opened by Beagan’s 
long runback of the kickoff to nearly 
midfield where Elrod saved a longer 
and possible touchdown run by a spec- 
tacular tackle. On the last play of 
the period Sumner of Waltham nearly 
got loose but another tackle by Elrod 
temporarily halted the threat. In this 
period Newton had made three first 
downs to two for Waltham. 

In the fourth period Waltham’s 
seventh threat was stopped by a fum- 
ble on Newton's sixteen-yard line af- 
ter the Watch City late third period 
advance. A few plays later Newton 
took the hall on downs, by inches 
only, on their own 34-yard line to 
stop the Leary-coached eleven's attack 
for the eighth time. After Elrod had 
kicked into Waltham territory the 
home team took to the air. The most 
spectacular play of the game came, 
following Lando’s pass to Beagan, on 
which the latter made a net gain of 
more than 30 yards and would have 
scored but for Jim Colligen’s flying 
tackle from behind the runner. Wal- 
tham kept on in its attempt to cross 
the Garden City goal line but an in- 
completed pass for a touchback stopped 
them for the tenth time. After New- 
ton had put the ball in play from the 
20-yard mark and kicked into Wal- 
tham territory another aerial attack 
was stopped by Elrod’s interception 
of a pass at midfield. 

Newton’s offence has never been as 
strong this year as it was in the sec- 
ond and third period. From the time 
Newton put Waltham in a hole with 
Elrod’s kick to the 4-yard line late in 
tile first period tlie Watch City had 
to be constantly alert. Shortly after 
the opening of the second period El- 
rod and Blackler planted the ball on 
the Waltham 35-yard stripe in two 
rushes from the Newton 25. Black- 
ler almost got clear on the second of 
the plays with his 28-yard jaunt. Two 
more plays almost picked up another 
first down and then Elrod’s apparent 
touchdown run was called back. This 
stopped Newton temporarily but New- 
ton was soon knocking on the door 
again and cashed in on the opportuni- 
ty. Several well-placed kicks kept 
Waltham in its own territory most of 
tlie third period hut Newton could not 
force a break although Lyons nearly 
blocked two Melvor punts. 


PLAY BY PLAY 

STORY OF GAME 


First Period 

Captain Danosky of Waltham won 
the toss and chose to defend tlie east 
goal. Captain Strombom of Newton 
elected to kick off. Danosky gath- 
ered in Blackler’s boot on his 25-yard 
stripe and ran it back 14 yards where 
Perkins dropped him. Joos, Beagan, 
and Sumner smashed fifteen yards in 
three plays for a first down just past 
midfield in Newton territory. After 
Joos picked up a couple of yards and 
Bruen had stopped Beagan with no 
gain, Melvor, Waltham’s punting 
guard, got away a pretty kick that 
bounced outside on Newton’s two-yard 
line, putting the orange and black in 
a deep hole before tlie game was tw’o 
minutes old. Elrod, hack almost to 
the end of the field, got Newton tempo- 
rarily out of the dilliculty, although 
his kick was short and bounding back 
towards the Newton goal when But- 
ler dow’ned it on the Newton 26-yard 
line. Beagan picked up five yards in 
two plays and Butler knocked down 
a forward pass over tlie line of scrim- 
mage. Sumner put Waltham hack 
into scoring position with a dive 
through tlie line for a first down on 
the 11-yard line. Mixed signuls eost 
Waltham its opportunity as the pass 
from centre found no carrier and But- 
ler recovered it on the 20-yard line 
to give Newton respite. Elrod found 
no hole ut right tuckle and on the 
next play kicked to midfield. Lando 
ran it buck 14 yards before Vassalotti 
brought him to eurth. Joos wus 
throw’ll for a slight loss and then Mac- 
Lellan got through to nail Beugan five 
yards behind tlie line of scrimmage. 
Lando tossed u pus swiiich Blackler 
reached up into the air tor und rueed 
twelve yards before Lando stopped 
him almost at midfield. Newton 
buckled down to work to show a much 
improved offensive. Bluckler gained 
two yards at centre but Elrod lost 
the suine on u pluy taking the hull 
outside. A puss from Elrod to Bluck- 
ler witli the iutter taking tlie hull 


almost on the line of scrimmage and 
dashing 13 yards for a first down oil 
Waltham’s 41 -yard line. Elrod lost 
two yards at left tackle hut Dunne 
picked up four on a criss-cross. El- 
rod got away a quick kick from close 
formation to the four-yard line where 
Bruen dropped Bengali in his tracks 
to put Waltham In a similar hole to 
that which Newton was in earlier in 
the game. Melvor kicked out well, the 
hall going outside on Waltham’s 37- 
yard line. Duane gained four yards 
through centre hut on the next play 
Danosky tosed Elrod for a loss of the 
same distance. Elrod tried another 
quick kick but Danosky was through 
to block it with Flynn, Waltham left 
end, recovering almost on the mid- 
field stripe. Score at the end of first 
period, Newton 0, Waltham 0. 

Second Period 

In three plays Joos and Beagan 
picked up lint five yards and Melvor 
kicked to Mullen on the 15-yard line 
with the Newton quarterback running 
it back live yards. Blackler lilt the 
line for three yards and Elrod got 
through tackle for thirteen and a first 
down. Another one yard gain by 
Blackler was followed by a 28-yard 
jaunt around right end on a criss- 
cross to the Waltham 36-yard line 
where it was first down again. On a 
play going outside Blackler lost a 
yard. Elrod hit the tackle for six 
yards and then tossed a short pass to 
Duane for three more. On the next 
piny Elrod slid off tackle on a pretty 
play and romped 28 yards to an ap- 
parent touchdown. The referee had 
spotted offside play in the Newton 
line and called the hall back, penaliz- 
ing Newton five yards. A forward- 
lateral pass from Elrod to Blackler to 
Mullen gained back tlie live yards but 
it was still two yards shy of a first 
down and Waltham took the ball on 
downs. Butler and the Newton line 
were through to nail Beagan for a 
three-yard loss and then Vassalotti got 
in to toss Falzone hack two yards 
farther. Melvor kicked to Mullen and 
he ran it back five yards to midfield. 
Duane was held for no gain on a criss- 
cross and then Mullen, on a fake 
criss-cross, got loose for nearly 20 
yards. Sumner almost nailed him 
but Mullen twisted free for a few 
yards more for a net gain of 22 yards. 
Mullen was almost into a clear field 
when Sumner slowed him up enough 
to allow the Waltham safety man to 
cross over and catch him on the 31- 
vard line. Two line plays gained hut 
little and Newton took to the air. El- 
rod tossed a 25-yard pass* to Perkins 
which the latter plucked out of the 
air on the five-yard stripe and ran un- 
molested across the last white line for 
the touchdown. Blackler scored the 
point after on a line plunge. Blackler 
kicked off and Danosky rail it back 16 
yards. Sumner and Blekaitis hit the 
line for eleven yards and a first down 
just past the midfield mark. Vas- 
salotti tossed Blekaitis for a one-yard 
loss and Elrod stopped Beagan on a 
three-yard gain. Sumner hit between 
his right guard and tackle for seven 
yards but was shy a few inches of a 
first down as the half ended. Score, 
Newton 7, Waltham 0. 

Third Period 

Blackler kicked off with Beagan tak- 
ing the ball on his 15-yard stripe and 
getting almost clear for a touchdown 
run. Elrod finally brought him down 
on the Newton 42-yard line hut the 
officials ruled that Beagan hud stepped 
outside at the Waltham 41-yard line. 
Sumner and Joos gained 14 yards in 
three line smashes for a first down. 
Beagan made five yards but tlie 
threatening drive was abruptly 
stopped by a fumble by Sumner with 
Blackler recovering on the Newton 31- 
yard line. Newton again showed its 
offensive strength with Blackler start- 
ing off with a 21-yard dash past mid- 
field on a criss-cross play. But Em- 
erson, Waltham end, was in on Elrod 
for an eight-yard loss on the next play 
and Elrod was forced to kick. Lando 
ran the ball back five yards to his 
30-yard line where MacLellan tripped 
him. Perkins rushed in to toss Bea- 
gan eight yards behind the scrimmage 
line and Gulian held Beagan for no 
gain through the line. Melvor kicked 
to Mullen who was dropped in his 
tracks oil the Newton 44-yard line. 
Elrod picked up four yards off tackle 
and Duane made it a first down in 
Waltham territory again on a criss- 
cross play. A pass from Elrod to 
Mullen was wide and on the next 
play Elrod kicked. Perkins downed 
the ball on the Waltham 10-yard 
stripe. The Watch City failed to gain 
and Melvor kicked. Mullen signalled 
for a fair catch on the Waltham 38- 
yard line and Newton made another 
attempt. On a fake criss-cross Mullen 
gained seven yards, Blackler hit the 
line for one, and Duane made it first 
down. On a criss-cross play between 
Mullen and Duane the ball got away 
and Doiran, Waltham end, recovered 
on the Waltham 31-yard line to halt 
tlie attack. On the second play Sum- 
ner got through tackle, sidestepped his 
way and was racing for an almost 
certain score when Elrod came clear 
across and nailed him with a diving 
tackle. Sumner had gained 31 yards 
for a first down on Newton’s 38-yard 
line as tlie period ended. Score, New- 
ton 7, Wultlmm 0. 

Fourth Period 

Beagan got six yards at right end. 
MacLellan stopped Joos for no gain, 
but Sumner made four yards for a 
first down through the tired hut val- 
iant Newton line. James Colligen re- 
placed MacLellan who had played him- 
self out at the left tuckle berth and 
the change heartened the orange and 
black gridsters. Waltham picked up 
u first down in two plays through their 
left tuckle to the Newton 17-yard line. 
Here a fumble by Beagan was recov- 
ered by Colligen and another Wal- 
tham march was halted. Two plays 
gained hut two yards and Elrod 
kicked, the hall going outside on the 
Wcwton 44-yard line. Here Newton 
held. Although Waltham gained nine 
yards and nine inches in four plays 
the first down was not mudu on the 
last plunge and Newton took the hull 
on downs. Elrod ugaln kicked on 
third down, tlie hull going outside 
on WaUham's 37-yard lino. Wulthum 
tried an air attack hut Elrod knocked 
Lando’s long puss to Doiran to the 
ground. Beagan gained u yurd on u 
spinner play and then came the gume- 
suving tuckle by Colligen. Lundu 
tossed a 15-yard pass to Heuguu and 
tin; latter, twice reversing ills field, 
picked ills way through tlie Newton 
secondary.

TWELVE HEROES 

DEFEAT WALTHAM 

Lnst week In them* columns, in the 
Newton- Waltham pre-game story, the 
prediction was made that it would lie 
an even battle. An analysis of the 
game allows how true this statement 
was. The statement was also made 
that “the big question of tlie day Is 
who will he the hero — and what colors 
will he wear?” Never has there been 
a Newton-Waltlmm game without n 
hero and never, we believe, has there 
been a game with twelve heroes, each 
wearing the orange and blnck of New- 
ton. ns wus the ease last Saturday. 
While some may say that Fred Perkins 
was the hero, with his clutch of the 
forward pass for the only touchdown 
of the game, or that Jim Colligen was 
tlie hero with his game-saving tackle, 
there were twelve heroes. Twelve — be- 
cause Coach Sullivan of Newton kept 
ten of his players on the field from tlie 
opening whistle to the final whistle 
and sent in hut one substitute, Colli- 
gen, three plays after the opening of 
the final period. Here is what each 
of the "heroes” did: 

PERKINS, left end — caught long 
pass from Elrod and romped five 
yards to score only touchdown of 
game; downed an Elrod punt on Wal- 
tham’s 10-yard stripe; made his share 
of tackles, nailing Beagan once for 
an eight-yard los. Waltham gained 
but six yards around his end. 

MacLELLAN, left tackle — played 
himself out with tackles that dropped 
the Waltham hacks abruptly. 

COLLIGEN, left tackle — in ten min- 
utes of play recovered a Waltham 
tumble and made a game-saving tackle 
that called for real ability. 

VASSALOTTI, left guard— played 
his usual strong game as one of the 
outstanding Newton linemen. 

LYONS, centre — made every pass 
to the backs without a flaw and was 
through the Waltham line to come 
within inches of blocking four of the 
Watch City’s six punts. 

GULIAN, right guar d — another 
strong point in the Newton line on 
the defense. 

BUTLER, right tackle — recovered 
the first Waltham fumble to halt a 
long march and made many tackles 
which held Waltham to small gains. 

BRUEN, right end — dropped Beagen 
on the Waltham 4-yard line on Elrod’s 
well-placed punt early in the game; 
was on the ball or the runner on all 
but one of Elrod’s punts, three of 
which were run pack but a total of 
twenty yards; and Waltham made not 
a yard around Ills end. 

MULLEN, quarterback — started his 
first game and showed great promise, 
teaming up with Duane; caught all 
Waltham’s punts with ease and calm, 
running two of them back five yards 
each; on tlie offense showing ability 
to conceal the hall on deceptive plays 
that allowed him to get away for 
gains of 22 und seven yards; handled 
the hall smoothly and blocked cleanly 
to take a part in Newton’s best offen- 
sive showing of the year. 

ELROD, left halfback — gave Wal- 
tham all kinds of trouble with his 
passing, punting, and running; threw 
all of Newton’s six passes, four of 
which were completed, one to Perkins, 
one to Duane, and two to Blackler for 
a net gain of 52 yards; punted eight 
times, placing two inside of Wal- 
tham's ten-yard line, for an average 
of 32 yards, and having one ( from 
close formation) blocked; carried the 
ball thirteen times, the longest gain 
being one of 12 yards; got away once 
for a 28-yard dash to the goal line 
which was nullified when the Newton 
line was offside; battered down four 
and intercepted one of Waltham’s 
eight fourth-period passes; and made 
many tackles, two of which halted 
long runs by Waltham hacks with a 
possible touchdown resulting. 

DUANE, right halfback — -‘Like Mul- 
len he was starting his first game with 
tlie varsity and showed up exceptional- 
ly well. His handling of the hall on 
the criss-cross and fake criss-cross 
plays was very deceptive to Waltham. 
He also catches passes with ease. Car- 
rying tlie ball six times he gained a 
total of 12 yards. 

BLACKLER, fullback — intercepted 
a Waltham pass, running it hack 13 
yards; recovered a Waltham fumble 
to stop a threatening Watch City 
march; made ten rushes for a total 
net gain of 58 yards, the highest of 
any Newton buck; scored Newton’s 
point after touchdown by rush; filled 
tlie shoes of Newton’s star defensive 
fullback, Litchfield, in great style. 

And speaking of heroes the twelve 
Newton players seemed to he greatly 
inspired by thoughts of another New- 
ton hero, who had given his best all 
the year as the outstanding defensive 
star of the Newton eleven, only to be 
forced out of the final games by a 
ruptured appendix — Bernard Litch- 
field. Tlie latter’s teammates had 
promised him Victory over Newton’s 
dearest rival and undoubtedly tills in- 
spiration carried them a long ways in 
their valiant battle against an ever- 
threatening opponent. 

Prior to the game it was an even 
choice as to which eleven would be 
returned the victor. Newton was 
striving for its first win under Coach 
Sullivan, its first win since 1925 when 


a touchdown Colligen, who had been 
blocked out of the play at the start, 
regained his feet and begun tlie chase. 
When about six feet from Beagan he 
left his feet in a spectacular dive, 
wrapped his arms around both of Ben- 
gali’s knees, and both went to the 
ground and rolled over, with Colligen 
still retaining his grip of steel. Wal- 
tham fulled to give up. Two plays 
later another puss from Lando to 
Beagan was successful. From a New- 
ton standpoint there was an element 
of luck from Waltham's view it wus 
a great play. Elrod hatted the hall 
hut Beagan made u dive und grasped 
the ball only un inch or two above the 
ground for a first down on Newton's 
16-yard line uml unother glorious op- 
portunity. Two line pluys fulled to 
gain and unother puhh went suiting 
into the end zone for a touchback and 
it wus Newton’s hall on their 20-yard 
stripe. Two lino plays and a kick by 
Elrod returned the hall to Waltham’s 
possession oil their 44-yard line. Again 
Wultliuni took to the uir us the min- 
utes passed. Elrod grounded two 
passes from Lando to Doiran to Inflict 
tlie two-incompletcd puss penalty of 
live yards on Wulthum und then, on 
the filial piuy of the game Elrod inter- 
eepted Lando’s next puss ut midfield. 
Flnul score, Newton 7, Wultlmm 0. 


a 9 to 7 score was the result of the 
game which caused a temporary break 
in relations. Waltham was out to 
extend its winning streak to three 
straight over Newton since relations 
were resumed and to break its string 
of defeats this season which had 
mounted to five, and since the game, 
numbers six. The game was the 24th 
in the present series which extends 
back as far as 1904 with the exception 
of the years 1918, 1926 and 1927. In 
that time Waltham has hung up 12 
wins to Newton’s 7 with 5 tie games. 
Waltham has an almost similar edge 
in points, liuving scored 244 to New- 
ton’s 155, including Saturday’s seven. 
Between 1904 and 1916 Newton failed 
to win a game although had tied their 
Watch City rivals four years, three of 
which were in 1914, ’15 and ’16. In 
1917 Newton won its first Waltham 
game and followed this with three 
more victories. Waltham returned to 
the winning road in 1922 with a 7 to 
7 tie resulting the year following. Two 
Newton victories, ending in the break, 
were followed by the two Waltham 
wins after the two-year layoff. With 
the turn of the decade Newton has 
now won its seventh battle in the 
last eleven with one tie on the books 
and as the orange and black lias al- 
ways turned in tw’o victories in a 
row since they started to win, the or- 
ange und black is all set to win in 
1931. 

That may seem a rather startling 
statement to make but when one con- 
siders that of the twelve men who 
took part in last Saturday’s game that 
seven of them should he available next 
year. Elrod and Colligen will gradu- 
ate next June and uithough Butler, 
Bruen and MacLellan will he in school 
another year they will be ineligible 
under the three-year rule. This will 
leave the backfleld almost intact with 
the probability that Warren Huston, 
sophomore youth with much promise, 
will fill the triple-threat gap left 
vacant by Elrod. William Duane and 
William Mullen, who were both In for 
the full forty-eight minutes against 
Waltham, showed a world of promise 
and imparted to the Newton offence 
the deception as well as the blocking 
and interfering that has been so sorely 
needed this year, the luck of which 
has caused It to fail to click in more 
than one game. 

In the line Newton will have its 
centre, Lyons, and the two guards, 
Vassalotti and Gulian, as a veteran 
trio which should come close to being 
the best in Greater Boston. The 
tackles and the ends will he the New- 
ton coaches’ biggest problem but with 
the many reserves that have been 
tried ut these positions tlie orange aud 
black is almost certain to have a let- 
terman for every position available In 
1931.

The bows, in- 
tend of being steam bent, are cut to 
hape so that they will retain their 
ihape indefinitely. Double steel braces 
.asily accessible for servicing, replace 
he wood strainers formerly used 
ilong the sides of the roof, and stiong 
teel braces are now used at the cor 
lers to add to the roof rigidity. 'I he 
oof structure is thoroughly padded 
o prevent drumming, and is covered 
ith a material consisting of two lay- 
rs of fabric bound by an inner layer 
f rubber. 

Anti-squeak material in liquid, rub- 
er dough or friction form is used be- 
ween all steel braces and their re- 
pective wood parts. As a further aid 
o quietness, insulating material is 
sed wherever wood touches metal. 
Exclusive patent rights just obtained 
y the Fisher Body corporation for a 
lew type of spring never before used 
in automobile seat construction assure 
~reater comfort for the passengers, 
he coils of these springs are larger, 
ith strips of burlap running length- 
ise to separate the rows of coils. 

For the greater protection of front 
eat passengers, a layer of jute or felt 
is vulcanized, this year, to the rubber 
"oor mats, and an insulated pad covers 
the entire dash to keep out heat or 
"old and add to quietness. The mats 
in the rear compartments of the coach 
and sedans are a round wire tapestry 
type of great durability, and in the 
sport sedan the carpet has a high wool 
content with a new mottled pattern. 

Option of broadcloth or mohair up- 
holstery trimming is provided with 
every closed body in the new Fisher 
line. Curtains on all bodies have a 
high luster, und curtain tassels are 
provided in the speciul sedan and 
sport coupe. 

All interior hardware has been new 
ly designed and beautified. Exterior 
handles have the Protectalok feature 
which foils the would-be thief. Doors 
are locked from the inside simply by 
lifting the door handle. 

Dome lights come with the coach, 
sedans and sport coupes. A highly 
polished robe rail is found in the se- 
dan. Foot rests, eomfortubly located 
in all sedans and the coach, are regu- 
lated from the front seut adjuster.

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NEW DISTRIBUTING PLANT 
OPENED 


Where a few months ago was a 
dreary stretch of marshy wasteland, 
today there rises like a modernistic 
memorial to the spirit of progress the 
gigantic, picturesque and wholly mod 
ern Quincy distributing plant for New 
England Coke. With its six gleaming 
white concrete silos towering nearly 
a hundred feet in midair, and extend- 
ing nearly three hundred feet along 
its own spur track, this huge mono- 
lithic structure presents a particular- 
ly impressive appearance, due to the 
striking contrast of glistening black 
steel conveyors, chutes and stairways 
against the concrete background. 

Each silo or bin has a capacity 
of 300 tons of coke. Across the top 
of the silos is an enclosed railway, 
connecting with an inclined conveyor 
leading to a pocket beneath the spur 
track. Coke is shipped by rail from 
the main producing plant at Everett, 
Mass., and discharged into this pocket. 
By means of a two-ton conveyor 
bucket it is elevated to the railway 
running across the silo-tops. Each 
silo contains a single size of coke 
and when the bucket reaches the bin 
for which its load is intended, it is 
lowered into that bin and its contents 
carefully deposited on the top of the 
pile. The bucket is automatically con- 
trolled, so that it cannot discharge 
until it is in actual contact with the 
top of the pile. This prevents any 
abrupt drop of its contents, and keeps 
breakage at the minimum. 

Trucks are loaded by similarly im 
proved modern methods eliminating 
all fine pieces, dust and waste. 

This new Quincy Plant is one of 
three similar plants which the New 
England Coke Company has been 
obliged to erect this year, in order 
to meet the growing demand for New 
England Coke. They are located in 
Brighton, Dorchester and South 
Quincy and afford the local coke-deal- 
ers an opportunity to have their coke 
screened, loaded and delivered by 
tbeir own trucks, without the neces- 
sity of stocking and loading through 
their own fuel-yards. They also close- 
ly co-operate with the fourteen branch 
offices which the New England Coke 
Company maintains throughout Met 
ropolitan and Suburban Boston, . for 
insuring their own retail customers 
swift, uninterrupted service twelve 
months in the year. The local Quincy 
office of the Coke Company is at 1524 
Hancock street.

At an open meeting on Thursday eve- 
ning, November 13th, the • Newton 
Community Club presented an unusu- 
ally interesting evening for their mem- 
bers, husbands and neighbors. Mr. 
Tom Skeyhill, an Australian of ex- 
ceptional personality, and a brilliant 
speaker, presented a first-hand pic- 
ture of “Mussolini and the Black- 
shirts.” Mr. Skeyhill has had a va- 
riety of thrilling experiences which 
apparently follow him even now while 
travelling by air to keep his lecture 
engagements. He admitted his story 
was told sympathetically from the 
side of the Italian people who found 
their Bonaparte in a blacksmith shop. 

This most remarkable story of our 
time, tellB of a hero of humble birth 
who, by careful watching, waiting, and 
preparing, was ready when the need 
arose. His war service was given by 
choice, as a private and corporal, and 
when desperately wounded he contin- 
ued his writing by assuming his duties 
as editor of a small newspaper in 
northern taly. There, this sardonic 
realist, who is the world’s best actor, 
planned his campaign until 1922, when 
the times and conditions in Italy de- 
manded that the Reds be for all time 
overcome. He assembled his Black- 
Shirts from all corners of the king- 
dom, marched on to Rome to estab- 
lish a dictatorship and took over the 
affairs of the country. 

Mr. Skeyhill painted a marvelous 
picture of the beauty of that day, the 
glorious Italian setting and the pic- 
turesque leader, from the call of 
troops, until his exciting entrance be- 
fore the king and the assemblage of 
deputies. His behavior was so dra- 
matic and unheard-of, that the very 
boldness of his plan brought him suc- 
cess. Chaos was destroyed, order re- 
stored, and Italy now has peace, se- 
curity and a promise of prosperity. 
Ninety-eight per cent, of the Italian 
people are for him and that percent- 
age idolize him. 

Out of this sensational story Mr. 
Skayhill sounded a warning to the 
Democracies of the world, for at this 
time Italy’s Democracy fell. They 
now have gone back centuries to tyr- 
anny. Mussolini is the supreme ruler, 
and the most human of kings a mere 
figure head; but for the present at 
least the people as a whole like it. 
He urged all to remember to assume 
their responsibilities and to choose in- 
telligently their leaders and represen- 
tatives if they wish to keep their pres- 
ent government and freedom. 

The evening was quite unlike any 
before planned by the Newton Com- 
munity Club but. no doubt, enjoyed by 
all those present, who would again 
welcome the opportunity of hearing as 
distinguished a speaker.

'floor and from thy wine press: and 
thou shalt rejoice In the feast, thou 
and thy son and thy daughter, and 
thy man-servant, and thy maid-servant 
and the Levite. and the sojourner, and 
the fatherless and the widow, thgt are 
within thy gates." 

The ancient Greeks also had their 
Thanksgiving feasts at the close of 
tbeir harvest seasons. In England 
Thanksgiving Day is called “The Har- 
vest Home." a good description being 
given in George Eliot's "Adam Bede.” 

What has generally been reckoned 
as the first American Thanksgiving 
Day was observed in the Pilgrim Col- 
ony after the gathering of the first 
harvest in 1621 when Governor Brad- 
ford "made provision for a day of 
thanksgiving and prayer." Gradually 
the custom prevailed for appointing 
Thanksgiving annually after the har- 
vest. 

During the Revolution a day of na 
tional thanksgiving was recommend- 
ed by Congress. In 1S64 President 
Lincoln appointed a day of thanksgiv- 
ing. and the States followed his sug- 
gestion: since then the last Thursday 
in November has become a national 
Thanksgiving Day. 

Hezekiuh Butterworth’s poeni. ! 
"Thanksgiving in Boston Bay Colony." 
ended this part of the program, which 
was followed by the "Story of Shake- 
speare’s Sonnets," interpreted by 
Mrs. Charles S. Grover. The hero of 
one hundred and twenty-six of the 
sonnets was the poet himself, or the 
"better angel." Twenty-six were to 
the "evil ungel." that is the woman, 
the remaining four having no particu- 
lar personal meaning.

About one-quurter of an ucre of lund 
has been plowed und harrowed and on 
Armistice Day, Mr. Stuwurt with the 
help of Scouts from Troop 19, Center, 
of which Mr. Lawrence Black is 
Scoutmaster, helped build frumes, 
plant hickory und chestnut seeds and 


cover the planted beds with hay. 

Yet to be planted are seeds of red 
and white cedar, white and blue 
spruce and all the other evergreen 
and hard woods native to this section. 
In addition. Mr. Stewart plans to plant 
seeds of ail berry-bearing and other 
wild shrubs, all the wild flowers na- 
tive to this section. Scouts William 
Stone of Troop 5, Center ami Robert 
Laverty of Troop 11. Newton, will be 
his official aides in the carrying of 
the nursery, which eventually will 
supply all the tree and shrub seedlings 
as well as the wild flowers for the 
Nobscot Reservation. Scouts working 
for their Conservation, Forestry and 
Botany Merit Badges will help with 
the nursery to meet some of the prac- 
tical requirements of those three 
Merit Badges.

On Friday and Saturday, Novem- 
ber 14 and 15. many of the graduate 
staff at the Hospital are attending 
the Mass. League of Nursing Educa- 
tion Institute held at the Mass. Me- 
morial Hospitals in Boston. The 
meetings include lectures, discussions 
and reports by leading authorities in 
the nursing world on a wide variety 
of subjects of interest to those in the 
Nursing Education field. Miss Ber- 
tha W. Allen. Superintedent of New- 
ton Hospital, will preside at the meet- 
ing at two o’clock on Friday. It is 
expected that approximately five hun- 
dred nurses from all parts of the state 
will attend the Institute. 

On Monday evening. November 10, 
the Newton Medical Club met at the 
Hospital. Dr. Timothy Leary. Medical 
Examiner for Suffolk County spoke 
on "Demonstration of Specimens Il- 
lustrating Common Intra-Cranial Le- 
sions.” Thirty to forty brains were 
exhibited. 

On Wednesday evening. November 
2, the Executive Committee of the 
Staff met at the home of Dr. George 
L. West, chairman. 

During the week ending November 
8. the number of patients in the 
house dropped again to 123. Of this 
number 44 paid as much as cost of 
care, or more. 55 paid less than cost 
of care, and 24. including habies, were 
treated free of charge. Only six ba- 
bies were born during the past week, 
and the girls won out five to one. This 
is the lowest number of babies born 
in any one week since the first of 
the year. 162 visits were made to the 
out-patient department. 11 patients 
were seen in the eye clinic, and 9 
calls were made by the social work- 
er. 7 patients were transferred by 
the hospital social service car. 14 
accident cases were admitted to the 
accident ward. 

On Monday two accident cases were 
admitted; one a girl with a fractured 
leg. and a woman suffering from 
poisoning. On Tuesday five patients 
were admitted from accidents. One 
was a boy with a fractured collar 
bone received while playing football, 
one a man with a fractured cervical 
vertebrae caused when the truck he 
was driving ran into a tree, one a 
man with a laceration of his hand 
caused by an electric saw, one a man 
with a laceration of his face and 
head caused when he was knocked 
down by a car, and one woman for 
poisoning. There were no accidents 
on Wednesday, and one on Thursday: 
a girl with a lacerated knee caused 
by a fall. On Friday a boy was 
brought in after being struck by a car 
while riding his bicycle, but no injury 
could be found. Four cases were ad- 
mitted on Saturday, two boys and 
two men: one of the boys had a lac- 
eration of the back of his head caused 
when he fell off the bed striking his 
head on a radiator, and the other with 
a laceration of his finger caused while 
jumping a fence to see a football 
game. One of the men had a lacera- 
ted elbow, and the other was suffer- 
ing from carbon monoxide poisoning 
caused when the wind blew the ga- 
rage doors shut while he was fixing 
his car. One boy was admitted on 
Sunday suffering from a broken nose 
caused while playing football.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER

My Idea of nothing to worry about 
Is the proper amount of food one 
should consume at Thanksgiving din- 
ner. Yon wouldn’t think such n prob- 
lem would completely engross the at- 
tention of an otherwise intelligent and 
prosperous Individual. There Is no 
doubt, more’s the pity, that many 
people will have to worry about get- 
ting ti turkey fenst next Thursday. I 
wish that were not the case hut be- 
cause it is I have no patience with 
the man who is wondering how much 
he can eat next Thursday and not suf- 
fer. If he were perplexed about ob- 
taining an appropriate meal for the 
day I should have respect and sympa- 
thy for him. 

An engaging personality at other 
times and a loyal friend nt every test 
this man compelled me to hear his 
story. He has been invited to go to 
the home of a relative of his wife or 
himself, I forget which, to sit down 
to one of those spreads that include 
everything under the sun that was 
ever cooked in New England in cel- 
ebration of Thanksgiving. 

“I’m not looking forward to it with 
any pleasure,” said he. ‘‘I know I 
shall not he happy. They will have a 
lot. of everything to eat and if I don’t 
eat all they put before me and ask 
for more they will take offence.” 

“Can’t you explain in advance?” I 
suggested. 

"Say,” he replied, "did you ever go 
to a house where they just wouldn’t 
listen to reason and where they keep 
bringing on stuff to eat and insist 
upon you eating it. These folks are 
wonderful, but they won’t take ‘No’ 
and expect you to devour everything. 
They stand over you and in a kindly 
threatening way, if you know what I 
mean, and before you know it you 
have almost taken the count gastro- 
nomically. 

"I tell you I don’t think I can go 
through with this thing another year 
and not get sick. If there was any 
scheme I could think of to get out of 
going I would try it, but I haven’t been 
able to frame up any. You see we 
are expected to show up Thanksgiv- 
ing, year in and year out, for a jolly 
family reunion. It’s anything but jol- 
ly for me, with my blood pressure no 
better than it ought to be. What 
would you suggest?” , 

1 looked at my friend and when I 
saw he was in deadly earnest I didn’t 
say what was in my mind. As n mat- 
ter of fact my patience was by that 
time exhausted. The temptation to 
say some harsh things about people 
who borrow trouble almost overcame 
me. But I merely assumed a solemn 
air and shook .my head as I moved 
slowly away. He thought me sorry for 
him, which was a good way to leave 
it under the circumstances. 


A reader ot' this column gives her 
own picture of one of the great events 
in England, which she recently wit- 
nessed. If this doesn’t make you want 
to travel to foreign countries I know 
of nothing more appealing. She 
writes: 

“Last Tuesday, a warm day of faint 
sunlight brought out crowds to see the 
King and Queen go in state to open 
parliament. The very atmosphere was 
alive with a pleasant air of expect- 
ancy as ‘all roads led to Rome’ — the 
vicinity of Buckingham Palace — along 
the nuill-Whitehall to the House of 
Parliament. From the city along the 
Strand, from the West End they 
passed along. ’Twas really quite 
thrilling to see such crowds. 

“I was content to view it all from 
the Duke of York’s steps. The Irish 
Guards were stationed there and their 
band played at intervals. Mounted 
police kept the road clear. As one 
waited troops passed — charabancs of 
Yeomen of the Guard in their beef- 
eater hats, scarlet and gold uniforms. 
Motor cars bearing peeresses or some 
lesser royalty, finally the State coach, 
the King and Queen bowing to the 
crowd. So picturesque on such a 
lovely day. You may remember the 
statue group opposite the steps, the 
trees back of the park. Overhead gulls 
circled, silhouetted against the faint 
blue sky’S 


You hear the Massachusetts Senate 
and House of Representatives re- 
ferred to as “law makers”. Of course 
they are. but no one stops to think 
much about the kind of laws that are 
made until they are passed. Did you 
ever ask yourself, "Who drafts these 
measures?” It must have struck you 
long ago, if you thought much about 
it. that it is pretty ticklish business. 
The misplacing of a comma might 
make a law that was intended to read 
one way appear in final form in such 
a way that it could be interpreted far 
differently. 

Yes, sir, the bills that come into 
tile Legislature have to undergo a lot 
of scrutiny before they are signed by 
the Governor. The whole thing is, after 
all, a pretty serious matter for a law 
is a law and you can’t do much about 
changing it for one year at least. Er- 
rors are terribly costly and therefore 
they must be avoided. The expenses 
involved In steering clear of mistakes 
is nothing compared to what may 
have to be spent to straighten out a 
messy legislative situation. 

For the past ten years Massachu- 
setts has had a system whereby both 
Senate and House employ counsel. 
These men are specialized in their 
training in drafting, correcting and 
making clear ull proposed legislation 
and seeing to it that in the final an- 
alysis nothing like a "joker” has been 
written in and that the bill is all 
that its sponsors intended it should 
be. 

Bucause legislators ure busy them- 
selves with heurings, debates, etc., 
they are obliged to turn the mutter 
over to the counsel. One of these 
highly skilfull men is a resident of 
Newton, by the wuy. He is Mr. Henry 
I). Wiggin of West Newton. His is a 
Job iiuii requires the closest applies 
tlcn for any little slip-up can play the 
mischief witli the entire General 
Court and raise u great howl. Mr. 
Wiggin, like Mr. Wlllium E. Dorman, 
the Senate counsel, conducts uu office 
that Im praised on ull sides for its ef- 
ficiency. 

There is no end to the detull work 


and, ns you well know, that kind of 
exacting labor is not seen every day. 
Other States of the Union are adopt- 
ing the Massachusetts system. While 
we laymen know little or nothing 
about such things we may rely on 
the splendid work of the men to 
whom Massachusetts is really in- 
debted. 

It pays tr> ponder when you are 
writing every day of the week. Proof 
of that has come to me ever since I 
had published an article on “hot 
cakes." I took the stand — I should 
have known better — that we constant- 
ly refer to this and that commodity 
as “selling like hot cakes”. Where 
may one find “hot cakes", I inquired. 
As evidence of my sincerity I told of 
trying to obtain “hot cakes” at differ- 
ent eating pluces in Boston without 
success. 

You’d be surprised at the number of 
people who wrote and chided me for 
my ignorance. A student at the Har- 
vard Law School informed me that if 
I were to visit his home state of Kan- 
sas and ask for "hot cakes” I would 
get such a feast of this delicacy that 
should never forget. Another man said 
that his mother could cook such "hot 
cakes” as had never been beaten. He 
generously invited me to a meal at his 
home. 

Now, the latest rebuke, comes from 
a friend of mine who recently visited 
the Yosemite National Park, Cali- 
fornia. On the bill of fare at Camp 
Curry, a copy or which document he 
sent me, will be found “hot cakes”. He 
added this message, "Eureka! They 
can be found here. Your search was 
not extensive enough. Get out and 
travel, kid. As B 4, Jack." 

Somebody should write a book on 
private secretaries. The trouble with 
turning such an undertaking over to 
a novelist is that he would weave 
some kind of a romance in it. There 
is nothing romantic as far as I h&ve 
been able to observe in the position of 
private secretary. Of course I refer 
to the secretaries to men in public life, 
although there are other private secre- 
taries whose disclosures on “inside 
stuff” would be decidedly worth while. 

It would be even better if the secre- 
taries themselves could be induced to 
reveal things that they know but which 
they have been forced to keep secret 
for fear of losing their places. No 
one ever held such a job for a consid- 
erable length of time who was any- 
thing of a chatterbox. I daresay they 
have often felt a strong temptation to 
blab, but they knew that would “get 
the gate" from the boss immediately 
upon having been found out. 

Many a man’s political success has 
been due to the manner in which his 
secretary handled the public. There 
is one man who holds a responsible 
public office to which he was appoint- 
ed by the man for whom he worked as 
private secretary. The former went 
high in political life and would ac- 
knowledge, I am sure, the part played 
in his advancement by the man who 
was his first private secretary. 

I have heard that a grouchy man — 
one of those who never has a smile on 
his face so far as the public is con- 
cerned — offsets his own surliness by 
placing a genial, patient and ever-sinll* 
ing private secretary out front to meet 
people. This sounds like a good 
scheme. It also works the other way 
round. I am told. A good-natured man 
engages a private secretary who is 
abrupt and almost rude in turning- 
away people. They say the combina- 
tion is indispensable and works per- 
fectly. 

As far as I am concerned I can tes- 
tify to having observed private sect- 
aries who dul much to help the "boss" 
and others who by lack of tact and 
intelligence got the "boss” very much 
in wrong when popularity would have 
helped. I can’t explain. It’s just one 
of those things.

Life Insurance and Its Relation to 
HOME PROFIT

Figures, statistics and tables are the 
joy of the mathematician, but they are 
not attractive to consider or analyze 
for the average man or woman. 

! am frank to confess that I am. or 
used to be. one of the latter class. It 
is only by stern necessity, forced upon 
me years ago, that I have become 
used to dealing with them. 

What would you do if you were 
earning only about $2,000 a year, ha- 
rassed by creditors who wanted money 
for purchases made months before, 
and upon casting up the amount of 
your bills you discovered to your 
amazement that you owed nearly a 
whole year’s income, and with noth- 
ing more than next week’s salary with 
which to pay ’em? 

If you ever were in as bad a mess 
as wo were. I believe you would be- 
gin to do a little figuring yourself, 
first to see how you could get out of 
the hole, and second, to institute 
measures so that the situation would 
not occur again. 

It was at such a juncture that we 
decided we ought to try and budget 
our income. I don’t mind saying that 
it was the most difficult problem we 
have ever been forced to solve, but 
we solved it! — even if it did take 
nearly three years in getting out of 
the difficulty. 

Such experiences make a man and 
woman think, and in these processes 
that we went through I arrived at two 
definite conclusions. 

“Never again will I find myself in 
a position where 1 do not have at 
least one full year’s income in reserve 
where I can get it, if emergencies 
arise,” and — 

“I certainly am going to see to it 
that if I am cut down prematurely be- 
fore I achieve several goals I have 
set up for accomplishment, my wife 
and daughter will he well taken care 
of." 

At about that time one of nature’s 
noblemen came my way — Vernon B. 

Swett, long a resident of Newton. I 
can. remember one thing out of the 
many good pieces of advice he gave 
me. 

It was this. “Manning, buy just as 
much life insurance as you can right 
now, having due regard for the pos- 
sibility of your living to age sixty and 
beyond. Then as you get increases in 
salary, put aside 25 per cent of each 
raise, send for me and let me arrange 
for as much more insurance as this 
amount will purchase. In later years, 
al least you will be able to put your 
fiingers on this money; whereas it 
may trouble you some to find any of 
the other 75 per cent of the raise 
which logically should go into better 
living, enjoyment and other invest- 
ments.” 

I have religiously adhered to this 
plan for over twenty-five years — and 
may I also say that he was right in 
every one of his contentions! 

Several years later, when I came up 
against one of those figurative stone 
walls which many young business men 
quite frequently meet, Vernon Swett 
induced me to enter the life insurance 
business. 

I found almost at the start that 
many, many men were in the same 
position as I had been in, and that 
they were eagerly seeking information 
as to how to run their homes at a 
profit, how much money they ought 
to save on given incomes, and what 
it should he invested in. 

There — the secret is out! That is 
the reason why I have been so very 
much interested all these years in the 
subject of budgets and Estate Engin- 
eering. and I determined to find an 
answer to these queries. My searches 
have lead me into interesting situa- 
tions and to some sound conclusions. 

Wlmt proportion of my income 
ought to he perpetuated? 

Tliis question is asked just as often 
now as it was when I first started to so desires. 


investigate; but it can now he an- 
swered positively, whereas years ago 
it could only he guessed at. 

It seems that recent governmental 
statistics show that — 

THE AVERAGE AMERICAN FAM- 
ILY INCOME IS $10.00 A WEEK. OR 
$2080 A YEAR. 

Researches have also shown that if 
the head of the family Is taken away, 
the survivors must hnve approxi- 
mately $1300 a year, or a little over 
$100 a month, in order merely to ex- 
ist! 

What does this indicate to you? 
Well, it Indicates to me that if the 
husband and father of a family real 
izes and takes his obligations seri- 
ously, he must endeavor to accumulate 
a minimum estate of $25,000, the in- 
come from which, at the conservative 
Interest rate of 5 per cent, will pro- 
duce this living for his wife and chil- 
dren. 

It takes a long time to accumulate 
$25,000, and the man on the lower In- 
comes rarely ever does it by the usual 
methods of thrift. But you would be 
amazed to know how many men on 
incomes even as low as $3,500 to 
$4,000 a year own $25,000 of life in- 
surance. 

Of course, this is usually only pos- 
sible for young men who start to buy 
insurance when the rates are low. 

Why life insurance? 

Because it is the only known form 
of investment which will immediately 
create the ultimate estate a man is 
striving to attain, which will function 
if he dies before his goal is reached! 

You may say, "I can’t possibly af- 
ford $25,000 insurance or more on my 
income!” 

Possibly not. I might answer that 
by something like this. 

"You will agree with me, I think, 
when I suggest that if your children 
do not have the advantages of at least 
a high school education, they will he 
at a severe disadvantage in after life 
in the competitive business world!” 

That being so, if you cannot do the 
ideal thing of creating by life insur- 
ance at least a continuous minimum 
living income for your wife as long as 
she lives so that she can keep the 
family together, educate them and 
have at least comfort in the latter end 
of her life you can provide for this 
income of at least $100 a month for 
a period long enough for all of your 
children to graduate from high school. 

That isn’t an unsound premise, is 
it? 

Roughly speaking, $1,000 of life in- 
surance will give $100 a month in- 
come for one year, using principal and 
interest. 

Let us suppose that of your chil- 
dren the youngest is four years old. 
Subtract this age from eighteen, the 
future age at graduation from high 
school. This indicates that fourteen 
more years of school are necessary, 
during which period all of the chil- 
dren will have graduated from high 
school. 

Manifestly, then, your minimum life 
insurance need is $15,000, $1,000 for 
expenses, etc., and $14,000 to gIVe $100 
month income for fourteen years. 
You can figure out your own problem, 
using this method as a guide. 

For men on the higher incomes 
larger, continuous minimum incomes 
can and should be provided, because 
the salary permits of it, and because, 
too, much suffering and sacrifice may 
be avoided for those who follow, ren- 
dering it unnecessary to force them 
down to levels of living to which they 
are unaccustomed, and to which they 
are not easily able to adjust them- 
sel V68 . • 

Consult the table below. It shows 
these minimum incomes which can be 
provided by life insurance. 

May I say that these are no “guess- 
work” figures. They represent actual 
amounts which have been arrived at 
with due reference to the economics 
of the subject, squared by ability to 
assume and desire to effect by men 
who have discussed the matter at 
considerable length with me. 

“Why do I stipulate that these in- 
comes shall be produced entirely by 
life insurance?” 

Weil, November, 1929, and several 
months which have followed are some 
of the best reasons I know. 

Men will take chances, and enter- 
prises do fail to do as well as we ex- 
pect, so between these two things in- 
dividual investors do lose money, and 
sometimes their all. 

One of the best definitions I ever 
heard is this. “An investment is the 
privilege of participating in a risk — 
the greater the return, the greater the 
risk.” 

The reason why serious minded men 
put a large portion of their savings 
into life insurance, especially on the 
smaller incomes, is because of its un- 
questioned safety and its certain 100 
per cent value. 

I have observed this interesting phe- 
nomenon. The moment a man lias 
sufficient life insurance to perpetuate 
tlie amount of income for his family 
which lie knows will reasonably keep 
it free from want, educate his chil- 
dren and provide a bucking for him- 
self and wife in their old age — from 
that time lie eeases to worry. There- 
after ho can afford to speculate if lie

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The Community Service Club of 
West Newton was privileged 
Wednesday afternoon, November 19th, 
to have as its speaker Miss Anna 
Louise Strong, who arrived in New 
York from Russia only the night pre- 
ceding her lecture. Her delayed ar- 
rival in this country had made it 
necessary to cancel other speaking 
engagements and the Community 
Service Club felt honored and fortu- 
nate to be the first at which she could 
speak after so recent a return. They 
were glad to be able to share this 
privilege with guests from neighbor- 
ing clubs, who availed themselves of 
the opportunity to hear so well-known 
a speaker on a subject of world-wide 
interest. 

Her subject title was changed from 

Russia in Revolution and Evolution,” 
as previously announced, to “Russia: 
the Remaking of a Continent under 
the Five-Year Soviet Plan.” 

Miss Strong had left Moscow only 
twelve days before, after an unbroken 
year and one half in what she says 
is the most strenuous city in the 
world, and In which with other parts 
of Russia, she has spent a large part 
of the past nine years, — which coun- 
try, by the way, is no longer called 

Russia” there but the “Union of 
States of the Soviet Union” — a mighty 
nation with many nationalities, and in 
the future. Miss Strong thinks, one of 
the world’s greatest nations. 

Perhaps the main impression from 
her talk was the almost unbelievable 
change and progress in a few short 
years. From 1917 to 1921, following 
the Great War, incessant civil war, 
when every factory was an armed fort, 
with fighting from the inside out and 
from the outside in, devastated every 
country village, some towns being 
taken back and forth as many as twen- 
ty times. This state of complete de- 
molition brought the country to 
stage of ruin never seen since the 
Thirty Years’ War. 

When Miss Strong first went to Rus- 
sia in 1921 with the Society of Friend- 
ly Relief, the nation was in utter ex- 
haustion. Then followed six years of 
reconstruction, since which production 
has doubled and trebled. In 1928 the 
Five-Year Soviet Plan was started the 
whole theory of which is that under a 
State-Planning Commission, life can 
be planned by a nation, for a nation, 
and calling for an expansion such as 
the world has never seen. They re- 
construct the psychology of our own 
war time, and people can be command- 
ed as in war time, starting in every 
school and factory, and calling for 
every sacrifice and effort. Some ac- 
cept these restrictions happily; others 
resent; but all abide by them. It re- 
mains to be seen whether or not this 
wi’l he successful, hut an amazing 
change has taken place, by Miss 
Strong’s account. 

Tremendous change has taken place 
in farming, which up to very recently 
was conducted by Sixteenth Century 
methods, and which now is as mod- 
ern as in America, with much larger 
farms than in the United States. 

The increase and change in educa- 
tion is another remarkable instance. 
Illiteracy was, perhaps, their greatest 
handicap, but in the last year 10,000,- 
000 adults were taught to read and 
write, mostly by volunteer teachers, 
tlie slogan being "Everyone who can 
read and write must teach one other," 
often children teaching their parents. 
This year they hope to teach 18,000,- 
000. Pledges are exacted for 100 per 
cent, attendance at school, factory, 
etc., to push through production. 

The Five-Year Soviet Plan sets a 
definite aim in every direction, to bo 
reached in that time, and already in 
two and one-half years tlie goal has 
been readied in hospitalization and 
farming. Club houses similar in pur- 
pose to America’s Y. M. C. A. have 
been established and huge factory 
kitchens where 20,000 meals can he 
prepared and distributed in a day. 
Streets are being improved by Amer- 
ican engineers with American meth- 
ods. 

Miss Strong spoke particularly of 
the importance of the Turkestan-Si- 
herian Railway which will affect liv- 
ing conditions in many nations, even 
our own South, by opening up in Rus- 
sia cotton lands and fields suitable for 
rice cultivation. 

After tho lecture tea was served 
under the direction of Mrs. Clifton 
Leatli •iiiee.

The Newton Graphic 
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Holiday Giving Discussed From 

Various Viewpoints At Meeting 

Community, Social Agency, Church and Legion Methods 
Told at Central Council 


Holiday Giving from various points 
of view was the subject of discussion 
at thb fall meeting of the Newton 
Central Council on Friday evening, 
November 21, at the Newton Centre 
Club House. 

Mrs. Ellis Spear, Jr., President of 
the Council, presided. She reminded 
us of the King James version of the 
thirteenth chapter of First Corin- 
thians In which it is said that "char- 
ity never falleth,” "doth not behave 
itself unseemly,” "seeketh not her 
own,” and that these are the Ideals 
which wo must strive to reach when 
wo give "charity.” 

Mrs. Frank H. Stewart spoke of 
what the community can do in ex- 
pressing the Christmas Spirit not only 
to our friends but to everyone. She 
told how gifts could be sent which 
were planned to meet the real needs 
of the recipient, personal in the 
thought put into them but not person- 
al In the sense that the giver ap- 
peared in person or even in name. 
She asked that the Seven Golden 
Rules For Christmas Giving, pub- 
lished by the Council, be remem- 
bered: 1. Give for all the year. 2. 
Aid family giving. 3. Avoid intru- 
sions. 4. Seek Counsel (consult a 
welfare organization). 6. Give per- 
sonal service (the agencies handling 
Ghristmns giving need volunteers). 
6. Avoid duplications (check with the 
Christmas Clearing House before 
sending a dinner to any family). 7. 
Start early. 

Miss Ruth Chapin of the Newton 
Welfare Bureau told how complicated 
a thing Christmas giving was from 
the angle of the social agency. She 
said the "Seven Rules” could all be 
summed up in the one original Gold- 
en Rule, to do unto others as we 
would that they should do unto us, 
and that we should consider how we 
would feel if strangers came into our 
homes at Christmas time, bringing a 
dinner or other gifts. How unfor- 
tunate if the child whose family re- 
ceived the dinner sat in school beside 
the child who brought it! She gave 
an example of a Newton family where 
last Christmas half a dozen different 


organizations and individuals tried 
to manage their Christmas for them 
and really spoiled the holiday for the 
family they were trying to help. Giv- 
ing through an organization which 
knows the family, its needs, its psy- 
chology, and its history is the safest 
way in most cases. One difficulty the 
organization has is that the volunteer 
quit© naturally is inclined to form her 
own judgment about the family if she 
makes a personal visit. If there is 
a piano in the house, or the kitchen 
is neat, the volunteer may privately 
think that the dinner is not really 
needed. Yet the piano may be a quite 
useless instrument, the relic of the 
better dnys of some member of the 
family, entirely unsaleable; and the 
mother may have gotten up from a 
sick bed because she felt the kitchen 
floor must be scrubbed. "Give unob- 
strusively,” "trust the agency” were 
Miss Chapin’s pleas. 

Rev. Newton A. Merritt, Jr., of Im- 
manuel Baptist Church, explained the 
method of holiday giving in his 
church, and told some significant ex- 
periences which they had had in dis- 
tributing Christmas gifts and din- 
ners after the names of families had 
been given to them by a welfare or- 
ganization. In one case the young 
man with the dinner to deliver had 
decided against doing so because he 
was mistaken for the radio man. It 
was discovered long afterwards that 
the radio was a gift to a friend of 
the family who was simply lending 
it to them for Christmas cheer. In 
another case a family was given 
money to spend for clothing, and 
made it quite disagreeable for the pro- 
prietor of the store where it was to 
be charged by complaining about ev- 
erything that was bought. If we give 
for the sake of the gratitude we are 
to receive. Mr. Merritt said, we give 
In vain. Being in want does not nec- 
essarily make us gracious apd some- 
times when gratitude is felt the 
power of expressing it is lacking. 

Mr. R. John Henderson, Command- 
er of the American Legion Post No. 
48. gave a brief bu,. ' illuminating 
talk on the welfare work of the Le-

Municipal Affairs Discussed Ity 
Mayor and Aldermen 


The ’Chestnut Hill Improvement As- 
sociation held a largely attended 
gathering at the Commonwealth Coun- 
try Club on Tuesday night. President 
David C. Theall was in charge of the 
affair. Following a brief resume of 
the activities of the association by its 
secretary, William E. Soule, a musi- 
cal program was given by Mrs. Moses 
H. Gulesian, pianist; Mrs. Sophie 
Ginsberg, soprano; Miss Ruth Austen, 
violinist, Miss Barbara Whitman, ac- 
companist.. 

Mayor Weeks and Aldermen Harte, 
Pratt and Powers were present and 
addressed the assemblage on matters 
pertaining to municipal activities. The 
Mayor told of some of the principal 
problems which confront the City Gov- 
ernment. He explained the difficulties 
of endeavoring to meet all demands in 
a city which covers the area of New- 
ton without unduly increasing the tax 
rate. Mr. Weeks outlined the im- 
provements which have been made 
on the streets of Newton during 1930. 
Over $250,000, a sum much larger 
than ever before, has been expended 
in repairing many of the principal 
streets and every unaccepted street 
for which petitions for improvement 
had been signed by the required num- 
ber of property owners, has had the 
desired Improvments made, or the 
work is in process. 

The Mayor told of the magnificent 
new junior high school which is being 
erected at Newton Centre, of the War 
Memorial and City Hall buildings on 
which work is expected to start early 
next Spring, of the proposed now 
court house and police headquarters 
at West Newton and of the additional 
areas which have been acquired for 
playgrounds and which it is expected 
the city will soon acquire at Newton 
Highlands. He referred to the efforts 
which are being made to relieve the 
many persons in this city who are 
in want because of unemployment and 
naked the co-operation off* all in this 
work. He commended the people of 
Chestnut Hill for the interest they 
are showing in civic affairs. 

Alderman Richard Harte, who is 
the Chestnut Hill representative in 
ffio Board of Aldermen spoke of his 
realization of the needs of the city 
in essential matters. He also advo-

New Dickinson Stadium Filled 

To Capacity At Dedication 

Mayor Makes Dedicatory Address — Tablets Unveiled — Brook- 
line Presents Flag and Trophy 


Several thousands of residents of 
Newton and Brookline gathered yes- 
terday at the new stadium at the ath- 
letic grounds of the high school in 
Newtonville to dedicate the structure 
to the memory of the late Alfred W. 
Dickinson, beloved Newton coach. The 
services, which took place between 
the halves of the annual Newton- 
Brookline high school football game, 
told in detail in another column, were 
impressive throughout. Following the 
playing of the Star Spangled Banner 
by the bands of both schools, led by C. 
R. Spaulding, director of the Newton 
band, Mr. Joseph R. Lockett, a mem- 
ber of the Newton School Committee 
and chairman of the committee on 
arrangements, spoke. 

Mr. Lockett told of the unimpeach- 
able character, the fidelity and loyalty 
of the late Mr. Dickinson which had 
been stamped indelibly upon the boys 
under his direction. The stadium, 
erected by the city at a cost of about 
$50,000, was named the Dickinson 
Stadium by vote of the school commit- 
tee. What better monument could be 
established as a permanent memento 
of his service and interest? It is to 
be hoped that it will ever serve as 
a reminder of the work he did. He 
mentioned the fact that no other 
person, in an official capacity, had 
more to do with the completion of 
the Stadium than Mayor Sinclair 
Weeks, a graduate of the class of 
1910, whom it was his privilege to 
introduce. Mayor Weeks had as his 
escort the captains of many of the 
teams coached by the late Mr. Dickin- 
son. 

Mayor Weeks spoke as follows: 

"We are gathered together here this 
morning not primarily to see a good 
football game, a as would normally be 
ISO, but rather to participate in 
the dedication of this new stadium 
which has been erected here by the 
city to complete and round out the 
athletic equipment of this great High 
School which serves all the Newtons. 

Furthermore, we not only come to 
dedicate the stadium but we come to 
dedicate it to the memory of a man 


who has passed beyond the range of 
our vision, but who still occupies a 
large place in the hearts and affec- 
tions of those who knew him — Alfred 
E. Dickinson.

When “Allie” Dickinson came to 
take up his work here his eyes were 
not greeted by the development 
which we see before us today. The 
new High School building with its 
magnificent gymnasium was still far 
in the future. Little attempt had been 
made to develop this great athletic 
field which you see spread out before 
you and which exhibits an outlay of 
over $100,000 for grading alone, and 
the stadium, which you now occupy 
was probably not even thought of. 

These improvements have all come 
within recent years and furnish tangi- 
ble evidence of the desire on the part 
of your city government to furnish 
the children of Newton with equip- 
ment — scholastic and athletic unex- 
celled in any city or town. 

Robert G. Ingersoll once said “I be- 
lieve that education is the only lever 
capable of raising mankind.

PLAY BY PLAY 

STORY OF GAME 

Captain Strombom of Newton won 
the toss and the teams took the field 
with Mullen holding the ball for 
Blnckler on the kick-off and Brookline 
defending the east goal. McGrail took 
the kick-off and ran it hack 25 yards 
to the Brookline 40-yard stripe. 
Brokline showed its power right from 
the start making two first downs on 
three plays with Hootstein on gains 
of 14 and 3 yards and McGrail on one 
of eight. These three smashes put 
the hall on Newton’s 35. Here two 
tackle plays were offset by an off- 
side penalty which halted the ad- 
vance momentarily. Litman gained 
five yards and then on fourth down 
with the goal thirty yards away he 
tossed a 20-yard pass to Hootstein 
who raced the remaining ten yards for 
the first score of the game. Litman’s 
try at the point after goal went 
astray and with the game about five 
minutes old Brookline was leading 6 
to 0. 

Butler received the kickoff and was 
tackled after a ten-yard runback on 
the Newton 40-yard mark. On second 
down Elrod got off a quick kick which 
Hootstein ran hack ten yards to his 
30-yard stripe. Litman kicked to 
Mullen on the Newton 30 and the hall 
hounded away from the Newton safety 
man as he touched with his hand 
and the Brookline ends were both on 
the ball on the Newton 24. Two 
smashes by Hootstein with one by 
McGrail in between made it first down 
on the Newton 8 yard line and it look- 
ed ns though another score was com- 
ing. Three plays put the ball on the 
2-ynrd line and an incompleted for- 
ward gave Newton the hall on downs. 
Elrod got off a pretty kick from al- 
most benenth the goal posts which 
Hootstein ran hack ten yards before 
being forced outside. Brookline was 
offside and the hall was brought back. 
Elrod kicked outside at the 30-yard 
mark. Brookline was again knocking 
on the door a few plays later after a 
lateral from Hootstein to Litman for 
a seven yard gain and had made it 
first down on Newton’s 18 yard line. 
An incomplete lateral and two incom- 
pleted passes gave Newton the hall on 
downs. Elrod picked up four yards 
in two plays and then kicked to 
Hootstein who ran the ball back 16 
yards, nearly to midfield. On second 
down Litman kicked to Mullen who 
was downed by the Brookline ends on 
his 15-yard stripe. On the first play 
Elrod kicked with Hootstein signalling 
for a fair catch. He misjudged it. 
the ball going over his head and 
hounding to the Brookline 20-yard 
line where Bruen nearly got the hall 
after Hootstein had touched it. mak- 
ing it a free hall. Score Brookline 6, 
Newton 0. 

Second Period 

Litman immediately kicked, the hall 
going outside on the Newton 40-yard 
line. A criss-cross by Duane for 
four yards and a loss of a yard when 
Captain Kelley nailed Elrod and 
forced him to take to the air. He 
tossed a long pass to Perkins which 
the latter caught neatly after getting 
behind Hootstein for a 25-yard gain. 
Two plays later Elrod fumbled and 
recovered for a nine yard loss and 
on the next play kicked to the Brook- 
line 10-yard stripe where Butler down- 
ed the hall. Litman kicked again 
with Mullen fumbling and recovering 
on his 46-yard line as the Brookline 
ends swooped down upon him. After 
a couple of ineffectual attempts to 
gain Elrod kicked. Hootstein thought 
the ball was going across the goal hut 
Butler threw himself on it two yards 
from the last white line. Again Lit- 
man kicked and this time Mullen ran 
the ball back about ten yards to Brook- 
line's 35-yard line. The running attack 
having failed to gain greatly Elrod 
again tried the air.

Both teams were 
offside on the try for the point so 
Newton had another chance. Elrod 
from punt formation crossed up Brook- 
line hy racing off tackle for the point 
to give Newton a 7 to 6 lead. Blackler 
kicked off ’with J. Kelley, who had 
replaced Timmins earlier in the quar- 
ter, running it back to his 40-yard line. 
An incompleted lateral lost 13 yards 
and Litman kicked. Newton was off- 
side on (lie play and the hall brought 
hack. Hootstein tried a pass which 
Elrod intercepted at mid-field. Elrod 
picked up two yards at tackle and 
Mullen made it first down with eight 
yards on a spinner play. Blackler 
picked up two yards and Duane one 
on line plays before Newton took 
to the air again. Elrod s long pass 
this time was just opposite to those 
to Perkins with Bruen making a spec- 
tacular catch to give Newton a first 
down on the 10-yard line. McGrail hit 
Bruen with such force after the catch 
that Bruen had to leave the game al- 
though he was in Ids place again in 
the second half. Time wus getting 
short and unother puss was tried 
which fell incomplete behind the goal, ^ 
giving Brookline the hull on their I 
20-yard mark. Duane knocked down |

Brookline opened the second half 
with a rush, as it did the first. An in- 
complete lateral lost six yards, Hoot- 
stein smashed his wuy through for 
ten and then fumbled and recovered 
for a two-yard loss, forcing Litmun 
to kick, Mullen dropped tlm hall and 
Wolek recovered for Brookline on 
Newton’s 25-yurd line.

LEAD 7-6 AT HALF 

BUT LOSE 38 TO 7 

The New’ton high school footbnll 
team was trampled upon to the tune 
of 38 to 7 hy a far heavier and more 
powerful Brookline team yesterday 
morning at the dedication of the new 
Dickinson Stadium. Every seut in the 
new stands, as well as those in the 
temporary sections which had been 
erected on the opposite side of the 
field were filled With many standing 
on the colonnade at the rear of the 
stadium to make a total attendance 
of nearly S.000. For the first half of 
the game the supporters of both teams 
saw an exciting and spectacular con- 
test. The Brookl|pe team showed its 
strength in the egrly moments of the 
game to take a 6 to 0 lead. During the 
second period Newton battled gal 
lantly to take a one-point lead, 7 to 6 
In the first half those present saw 
one of the heaviest schoolboy elevens 
ever to take the field ride over their 
ancient rivals and had also seen that 
same team outguessed and forced 
back to the wall by superior kicking. 
Great was the surprise, therefore, 
when in the second half the Brook- 
line team crashed roughshod over 
everything in its way to score five 
times while the Newton team, having 
given its final all in the first half of 
the game, gradually faded away. 

The closeness of the game in the 
first half is further revealed in a few 
statistics. In the first period Brookline 
rushed the hall 17 times for a total of 
67 yards, for four first downs and one 
touchdown. One forward pass, Litman 
to Hootstein for 30 yards, out of four 
attempts was completed. One lateral 
for a gain of seven yards was made 
out of two attempts. Brookline was 
set back ten yards by penalities. Lit- 
man kicked twice for a 39 yard aver- 
age. Newton rushed the hall but three 
times for a total gain of six yards and 
no first downs. No forwards were at- 
tempted. Newton was not penalized 
at all. Elrod kicked four times for 
an average of 44 yards. Each team 
fumbled once with Brookline recover- 
ing both its own and Newton’s mis- 
cues. Hootstein was the hack with 
greatest yardage to ids credit with a 
total of 36 yards in eight rushes. 

In the second period the figures 
were almost reversed.

Newton made three first downs and 
was penalized five yards once.

The second half statistics are of 
no use.

norance. Intelligence Is the founda 
tion of free government.” 

No finer statement was over made, 
but more and more of later years we 
have added to that thought the belief 
that scholastic education must he sup 
plemented by athletic education. As 
the former develops the mind so the 
latter develops the body as well as 
those qualities of sportsmanship and 
fair play which must be present if 
young men and women are to make 
the greatest sucess in life. 

I have said that Allie Dickinson 
looked on a different picture than that 
which greets us today. The tools of 
his trade, however, were the same 
then as they are now and as I believe 
they always will be in this great coun 
try of ours — the same manly upstand 
ing hoys of all classes, races and 
creeds who come to Newton High 
School year after year and engage in 
athletic contests with teams from 
neighboring cities and towns. 

And what a fine piece of work he 
did witli these same tools of his trade. 
I can’t refrain from saying that in all 
our social and economic structure 
there is no more important work than 
that comprising the education and the 
upbringing of the young men and 
women who are to be the citizens 
of tomorrow. 

The life of a teacher or an athletic 
instructor to a large extent is one of 
self-sacrifice. Their reward lies in 
the knowledge that they are helping 
to turn out good citizens. The kind 
of a job they do is testified to only 
by the impression which they make 
on* the characters of the youngsters 
on whom they are working. 

Allie Dickinson needs no greater

Ask those who knew him best what 
manner of man he was and you will 
know why we are proud to dedicate 
this stadium to the memory of 
ALFRED E. DICKINSON.” 

Mr. Lockett then introduced Mr. 
George H. Tracy, chairman of the 
School Committee. Mr. Tracy told 
briefly of the vision of Mr. Dickinson, 
who had long desired the development 
of tlie athletic facilities at Newton 
High School and as a representative 
of the school committee pledged that 
body to continue to perpetuate the 
Ideals and principles for which Mr. 
Dickinson stood.* 

The Rev. Abbot Peterson, chairman 
of the Brookline School Committee 
was the next speaker presented by 
Mr. Lockett. Mr. Peterson publicly 
expressed his thanks for the invita 
tion to the officials of Brookline to at- 
tend tin* dedication and presented the 
American Flag, which was flying on 
the flagpole on the opposite side of 
the field, to Newton. He spoke of the 
deep rivalry between the schools and 
expressed the thought that “may the 
flag remind us, whatever our local 
affiliations and legions may be, that 
we ar.e united in a higher loyalty- 
to the nation.” 

Mr. Lockett informed the audience 
that the flag had been accepted by 
Mayor Weeks in behalf of the city 
and expressed his appreciation of the 
gift. As a surprise he introduced 
Mr. Lindsay Burrill, Brookline ’31, 
representing the Brookline High 
School Athletic Association, who of- 
fered a handsome trophy for which 
the two teams will compete each 
year. The gift was acepted by Regi- 
nald Bankart, Newton ’31. 

Mr. Palmer, principal of the Newton 
High school presented two plaques 
to lie placed on the entrance to the 
stadium. They were the gift of the 
high school faculty and associates of 
Mr. Dickinson. The plaque at the left 
of the entrance reads “Dickinson 
Stadium,” Erected by the City of New- 
ton, 1930. That at the right of the 
entrance is inscribed as follows, “In 
Memory of Alfred W. Dickinson, 1884- 
1927, Beloved by Boys.” 

Mr. Maynard Hutchinson. ’04, first 
president of the Newton High School 
Alumni Association, told of the in- 
terest that friends and associates of 
Mr. Dickinson had taken in Alfred 
W. Dickinson, Jr. He told further how 
they had been active in raising 
scholarship fund which would enable 
the latter to attend college, as his 
father had wished. This fund has 
been placed in the hands of trustees 
with instructions that it be used to 
send young Dickinson, who is now 
a student in the junior high school 
to some college or institution of 
higher education. While it was not 
possible to announce the final amount 
it will not be less than $4,000. In 
behalf of the trustees Mr. Hutchinson 
pledged that the trust would be ad- 
ministered to the best of their ability. 
The scholarship fund wus raised by 
public subscription, augmented by 
giftH from the Faculty Associates and 
tlie American Legion.

gion. He said at Christmas time 
most of the giving was to the Legion 
membership and to the veterans in 
the pospitals. In general their wel- 
fare work was divided into two class- 
es, child welfare work and rehabili- 
tation. He gave an instance where 
two children had been suddenly left 
orphans and were completely and im- 
mediately looked after by the Le- 
gion, aiid another where a man with 
tuberculosis was so discouraged that 
there seemed no chance of his get- 
ting well. Then some one gave the 
sanatorium some newly-fledged 
chickens which were put in his 
barge. He had to nurse the chick- 
ens. as they were more helpless than 
he, and so found a reason for living, 
which resulted in his recovery. 

Miss Peloubet, Secretary of the 
Newton Central Council, made an ap- 
peal for the use of the Christmas 
Clearing House, run by the Council 
at Christmas time so that more fam- 
ilies can have Christmas cheer 
through the saving of duplication. 
The Clearing House will tell you 
whether anyone else is planning to 
give a dinner to your family in which 
case you can plan for some of their 
other needs or can give to some oth- 
er family. 

Mr. Leon B. Rogers, Chairman of 
the Mayors Relief Committee, told 
the story of the strenuous beginnings 
of their work. During the first day of 
the registration at City Hall Annex. 
540 people reported for jobs. At the 
present time, Mr. Rogers said, 971 
woro registered. It was the inten- 
tion of the Committee to investigate 
each application and to eliminate 
those who were trying to "put some- 
thing over.” Applicants were divided 
into four classes: (A) those with de- 
pendents in pressing nefed (230), (ID 
those witli dependents who would 
need help in a week or so (187), (C) 
those with dependents who might get 
on for a month or so, und (D) young 
people without dependents who were 
anxious for tlie future. Iu clusses A. 
B, and C there were 550 persons with 
1500 dependents. Mr. Rogers felt that 
ninety-live per cent of the work of the 
onunittee would be the getting of 
jobs; and the community, especially 
men's clubs, lodges and welfure or- 
ganizations, would be asked, even 
ommandeered to assist iu this. He 
ppeuled to all those present to do 
their hit by having work which some- 
times must he done, done ut once; 
or even by “creating" work. "Ask 
your local tradesman," Mr. Rogers 
said, “if any of his men are iu imme- 
diate need; if not, ask him to apply 
to the Muyor's Committee und to send 
you one of their applicants who 1 b 
in uued.” 

Two misrepresentations of the Com 


mittee Mr. Rogers asked its friends 
to correct whenever possible. It is be- 
ing said that the Committee is trying 
to break down wage levels and to fix 
lower prices for labor. This is not 
true, for the Committee is only a point 
of contact between the employer and 
those needing employment, seeking to 
get them into touch with each other, 
and it does not attempt any adjust- 
ment of wages between them. 

The other misrepresentation is that 
the Committee has a political and 
partisan string to it. This also is 
wholly untrue. It is entirely non- 
partisan. a civic and municipal af- 
fair in which all those who have the 
best interests of the community at 
heart are concerned. 

Mr. Rogers paid a very heartfelt 
tribute to the Newtou Welfare Bu 
reau for their assistance in giving to 
the Committee a large share of Miss 
Chapin's time, and the benefit of her 
experience. He said that all relief 
given by the Committee would be dis- 
tributed through the already organ- 
ized welfare agencies of Newton. 

‘The best Christmas gift you can 
give," said Mr. Rogers. ”is a job to 
someone who needs it.”

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“THE GOOD MEN DO” 

“The good men do long outlives them.” Yesterday several 
thousands of Newton residents attended a most inspirational 
occasion, the dedication of the new stadium at the high school 
athletic field, to the late Alfred W. Dickinson. From 1910, 
when “Mr. Dick”, as he was affectionately known by his 
pupils, first came to Newton as athletic coach, until his 
death in February, 1927, following an operation, he was an in- 
fluence for good upon the life of his charges. 

His first thought was always for their welfare. He was 
one of the first to recognize the benefit of athletic training and 
competition for all and it was through his efforts that sev- 
eral teams in each sport were organized. The immediate re- 
sult, naturally, was for more playing space and it was his 
desire to see the athletic facilities at the high school de- 
veloped upon lines similar to what has now been accomp- 
lished. The new stadium is, in reality, “a dream come true.” 
But he was more than a teacher, more than a coach — he was 
a builder of character. Many were the tributes that were paid 
to his memory at the time of his death. He built as solidly as 
the structure which now bears his name. No other memorial 
could ever serve to perpetuate his memory in a way in which 
the new stadium does. The impressive services yesterday 
were staged between the halves of the annual Newton-Brook- 
line game in keeping with the natural course of events. The 
football game is incidental and will be dimmed, if not for- 
gotten with the passing years. The dedication, its signific- 
ance, its inspiration, will be a monument forever to the man 
who gave his very life in laying the foundation of the lives 
of others. Not only do those who knew him draw inspira- 
tion from such a memorial as the Dickinson Stadium, but 
those who come along in the future, knowing him only by 
hearsay, will be benefitted.

Everyday Things That 

Make Life Worth WhiU 

The thoughtfully considered re 
sponse of one man to the question 
"is Lift Worth Living?” seemed to

anybody can have any doubt about 
It. Just living It makes life worth 
while.” 


Honeybee Travels Far 

for Load of Sweetness 

Confirming the honeybee’s reputa- 
tion for diligence, the United 8tntes 
Department of Agriculture recently 
learned that a bee will sometimes fly 
ns much as eight miles nnd return with 
Its minute load. Under such circum- 
stances a single pound of honey would 
represent approximately 18,000 trips of 
10 miles each, or nearly 300,000 miles 
of flight by bees. 

In a locality in Wyoming where irri- 
gated alfalfa Is virtually the only 
source of honey the department placed 
some hives eight miles from the near- 
est nectar supply. The bees made 
dally trips to the alfalfa, loaded with 
honey, and returned. Since the bees 
flew this distance regularly, the de- 
partment agriculturists assume they 
might fly even farther If necessary. 

Flying these 16-mile trips, however, 
some bees fall to return home because 
sand storms overtnke them, or head 
winds impede them. Laden with 
honey, they nre forced to rest often on 
the way home, particularly when fly- 
ing Into the wind or in cool weather. 
When they reach the hive after such 
long trips they often mnke nbnormal 
landings nnd frequently fall to alight 
at the entrance of the hive.

England Goes Borrowing. 
Airplane Versus Mosquito. 
Those Surprising Russians. 
Marvelous Cow Machine. 

Tho Bank of England, fearful of 
too great a drop In England’s gold 
reserve, seeks from France a loan 
of one billion dollars. 

Friends of France will be delighted 
to hear that the great Republic is In 
a position to lend so much. And the 
French financial situation may dis- 
courage those that are urging Uncle 
Sam to wipe out the debt owed by 
France on the ground that France 
can’t afford to pay. 

In that connection, one fact, stated 
clearly by President Hoover should 
not be forgotten, namely, that the 
United States has already forgiven 
every dollar of the French debt con- 
tracted during the war. 

The only sums that are to be paid 
are debts contracted after the war. 
President Hoover made this state- 
ment publicly, and was surprised, per- 
haps, to find that not a newspaper in 
France printed IL 

Experiments by Dr. Ginsberg, of 
the New Jersey Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station, show that mosquitoes in 
breeding places, hitherto inaccessible, 
can be attacked and destroyed by air- 
plane. 

The pilot, flying low over the breed- 
ing ewamps, spreads a spray of poison 
powder that destroys the new mos- 
quito, before it starts flying. 

The Invention of railroad trains 
spread mosquitoes all over the United 
States. The airplane invention may 
remedy the evil. 

It should he used on the marshes 
around Venice and, doubtless. Musso- 
lini will see to it. Whoever has 
visited Venice in Summer really 
knows mosquitoes. 

Paul Mazur, of the able firm of 
Lehman Brothers, says the five day 
week should be adopted universally 
to concentrate working, selling and 
buying in five days, giving everybody 
two days to spend what they earn, in 
health and efficiency. Such a plan, ac- 
cording to Mr. Mazur, would encour- 
age spending and increase buying at 
least 20 per cent. 

Business men, expecting "Russia’s 
experiment” to fall flat, are startled 
by news items that the indefatigable 
Cyrus H. K. Curtis picks up, right in 
the heart of Russia. 

I He finds ten thousand workmen 
building a gigantic automobile fac- 
tory near Nijny-Novgorod. American 
engineers are building a model city 
1 around the huge factory, and Russia 
! expects to turn out 140,000 cars a 
j year by 1932. 

| Stalin’s engineers actually talk of 
building 8,000,000 cars a year later on. 

Russia apparently doesn’t agree 
with the outside theory that its ex- 
periment is already a failure. 

When Mussolini encounters a prob- 
lem, lie does something. 

Italy faces a deficit of $36,450,000. 

Mussolini cuts all official salaries 12 
per cent. He cuts Cabinet Ministers at 
the top and all the way down, army 
and navy officers, school teachers, po- 
lice clerks. That would not be popular 
here, and it isn’t necessary. 

But our national government and 
big cities might well try cutting off 
employes that accumulate as barnacles 
accumulate on a ship. 

Farmers are interested in the "roto- 
1 a c t o r" or "cow-milking-revolvlng 
table” used by the Walker Gordon 
Company in New Jersey. The cow 
walks onto a big table, which revolves 
slowly and continuously like a mov- 
ing staircase. Entering her stall on 
the table, the cow is washed clean 
and milked dry by machinery in 
twelve minutes, walks off the table, 
which holds fifty cows at a time, and 
goes back to her business of eating 
food and turning it into milk. 

That is applying industrial meth- 
ods to farming. Groups of farmers 
could own such a table co-operatively, 
producing certified milk much more 
cheaply than the ordinary germ laden 
milk can be produced by the farmer 
moving his milking stool from cow 
to cow’ iu a dirty, dusty barn. 

Mr. Legge, head of the Farm Board, 
an able business man, sacrificing his 
own affairs for the public service, ad- 
mits that the Government now holdB 
70,000,000 bushels of wheat. 

The Government Is supposed to 
have bought the millions of bushels 
to avert a crash in prices. 

The question ie, would such buying 
avert or precipitate a crash. 

The Government, buying to prevent 
a crash, might make wheat ownors 
believe that the crash is coming, and 
cause them to soil while the Govern- 
ment Is stil! willing to buy. 

The United States has been using 
taxpayers' mouey to buy wheat and 
Btore it away. Just how that will end 
is something to think, and perhaps 
worry, about. 

One plan would be to send the ac- 
cumulations of wheat to the starving 
Chinese and let them eat it, thus get- 
ting rid of tho surplus and storing 
up uutlonul credit In heaven. 

But, while we can afford ten billions 
for nations fighting, we could not af- 
ford 70,000,000 bushels of wheat for 
people starving. •

Iceland Sagas Credited 

to Gaelic Influences 

The Icelandic sagas are the finest of 
their kind, possessing qualities which 
are singularly lncklng In the native 
poetry. The explanation ottered by 
the authorities on these matters is i 
that the sagas of Iceland are only na- 
tive In so far as they are produced 
by the settlers, otherwise that they 
are not Icelnndic but the poetry of the 
western Islands, of the Gaelic races 
who made the emigrant stream Into 
the country. 

Unfortunately, both the authors and 
the dates of composition of the finest 
sages have been lost, but the resem- 
blance between the compositions and 
those of Ireland Is so strong that It 
leaves little doubt that the Gaelic in- 
fluences were largely responsible for 
their production. 

There are quite distinct traces of 
the Celtic mythology, language and 
manners. The careers of the earlier 
generations of the Icelandic poets 
closely corresponded to those of the 
old Irish hards. Usually men of good 
birth, and with Irish blood Invariably 
on at least one side, they attached 
themselves to the hards, living In their 
courts, sharing their adventures, sing- 
ing their victories nnd hymning their 
deaths, ever rendy to answer criticism 
with satire, or If necessary, sword 
thrust. — Montreal Family Herald.

“Castles in Spain” 

The Idiom “castles In Spain,” cur- 
rent In England In the Fifteenth cen- 
tury, continued in use until 1558 or 
thereabouts, but with the accession of 
Queen Elizabeth, nnd the public senti- 
ment in England being nnti-Spanlsh, 
It was thrown into the discard, and 
"castles above the skies,” “castles In 
the air,” were used as substitutes. 
Because of Spain’s tyranny and cruelty 
In Holland and her attempted attack 
on England by means of the Armada 
of 1588, the feeling against Spain was 
so strong that this phrase was not 
used again in English literature until 
about 200 years later, but since about 
1850 It has been re-established in Eng- 
land. 


“Walking Stick” I* In*ect 

About the length of ft finger, und 
looking more like a dull brown dead 
twig than anything else, Is the “walk- 
ing stick,” im insect which uses Its 
resemblance to n bit of wood ns a 
camouflage protection, discloses Ray- 
mond L. Dll mars, curator of tin* New 
York Zoological gardens. In Boys’ 
Life. Its habitat is the oak, Its body 
barely a quarter Inch In diameter and 
of the same thickness from end to 
end to match the outlines <*f a twig. 
The logs are long, like slender stems. 
If It lay before you motionless, you 
would never guess thut It was a liv- 
ing creature instead of a twig. 


Falls Stopped by Ice 

There Is no record of the Canadian 
fulls at Niagara ever being completely 
frozen over so that no water fell, but 
the American falls have been stopped , 
by Ice several times. According to 
the United States geological survey 
these dates were March 211, ISIS; 
March 22, 1003; February 14, 15 and 
10, 1000; April 27, 1012, and January 
20, 1020. The flow over the American 
falls Is only nliout 8 per cent of tilt 
total flow of the Niagara river, and 
freezes over more rapidly than the 
flow over tho Canadian falls.

James Bonnar of 290 Derby street, 
West Newton, was lined $25 in the 
Newton court last Friday when found 
guilty of going away from the scene 
of an accident after doing damage to 
property, without making his identity 
known. He appealed.

Colony road, Chestnut Hill, was fined 
$25 in the Waltham court on Novem- 
ber 20th when convicted of speeding. 
It was the second conviction of 
Graham within a year for speeding. 

The house at 384 Waltham street. 
West Newton, was raided Saturday 
night by Chief Hughes, Inspectors 
Goode and King. Thousands of 
lottery tickets and four machines 
were seized and Samuel Gilman, who 
resides in the house was arrested. In 
the Newton court on Monday Gilman 
was charged with maintaining a gam- 
ing nuisance. The raid was the result 
of a visit to the Waltham street house 
by Boston and Newton police, the for- 
mer suspecting that goods Htolen from 
Boston stores might be found there. 
Gilman claimed that he wus unaware 
of the gambling material beiug in 
the house and was found not guilty, 
although Judge Bacon remarked that 
the ihference might be that he had 
knowledge. Louis Alpert of 16 Home- 
stead street, Roxbury, who admitted 
the ownership of the tickets, was 
found guilty of maintaining a gaming 
nuisance and sentenced to six months 
in jail. He appealed.

ABOUT TOWN 

By Edw. H. Powers 

Being neither a prophet nor the 
son of a prophet it may appear pre- 
sumption to make a prediction. But 
upon leurning of the availability of 
the large fund bequeathed in 1901 by 
the late Horace Cousens, we prophe- 
sied that at least one change will be 
attempted in the provisions stipulated 
by Mr. Cousens in his will. The pro- 
vision which states — "Therefore, 
direct that sums of money be loaned 
to such applicants as the Mayor and 
Aldermen of said city shall deem de 
serving, and entitled to receive under 
the provisions of this will.” 

It has already been suggested that 
such a change be made: that instead 
of the Mayor and Alderman of Newton 
controlling the disposition of the 
loans to be made from the Cousens 
funds, such loans being to enable 
persons in this city to obtain homes, 
the control of the Cousens fund shall 
be taken from the City Government 
and transferred to a Board of Trus 
tees. 

Without questioning the sincerity of 
anyone suggesting this change, it is 
our opinion that the expressed desire 
of tlie donor of the fund should be 
obeyed. Mr. Cousens. who came to 
Boston, a country boy from Maine, 
was not only a kind-hearted man. he 
was also a sagacious man. Had he 
not been, he would not have accumu- 
lated by industry and ability the for- 
tune he so generously donated to the 
people of Newton. He was a man of 
sound judgment. He believed in the 
practicability of having the Mayor 
and Aldermen of Newton determine 
who shall he the beneficiaries of his 
fund. He had faith in the integrity 
of the men selected by citizens of 
Newton to govern this city. 

Assuming that the Mayor and \lder 
men of Newton will decide upon ap- 
plications for loans from the Cousens 
fund, such decisions will be made 
under the spotlight of publicity by 
men who could be repudiated by the 
people of Newton if they did not dis- 
play fairness and good judgment. 
Horace Cousens had faith in the men 
who goveiu*ed Newton a generation 
ago. He had faith that competent, 
honest men would continue to govern 
Newton. We believe his faith will be 
justified. 


At the public hearing held in the 
Technical High School Auditorium on 
November 12th to discuss the pro- 
posed zoning changes, a citizen from 
Newton Highlands stated that there 
are numerous instances in this city 
where houses are used as three-family 
dwellings in violation of both the zon- 
ing and building laws. Any citizen 
who knows of such a violation can 
report it to the Building Commissioner 
or to tlie Aldermen from the Ward 
where the violation exists. 


For many years the streets of this 
city have not been kept as clean as 
they were in the days preceding the 
automotive era. This lias not been 
the fault of the Street Department 
because all the money this depart 
ment could obtain was necessary to 
maintain Newton’s old type streets 
against the ravages of automobile 
traffic. Now, that money is being 
raised and appropriated to relieve the 
unemployment situation, why cannot 
some of the men in the employ of the 
city be given work cleaning all New- 
ton’s streets, and keeping them clean? 


At the risk of being considered 
crude we are going to discuss a cer- 
tain creature which is not supposed 
to be mentioned in polite society. 
We refer to that well known muste- 
line mammal, the skunk. This animal 
is one of the few wild creatures which 
has maintained its numbers against 
the encroachments of civilization. It 
has proved that a strong defence is 
better than a powerful offence. It 
used the gas attack long before the 
World War. That It is prevalent in 
this region is evidenced by the re- 
mains of those of its species, strewn 
along country highways, victims of 
automobiles. That it is prevalent — 
is known by residents of Newton and 
other thickly settled communities 
where skunks are seen — and smelled 

The other night as a friend of ours 
in whose car we were riding, stopped 
the automobile near our home, a huge 
pole-cat ambled across the street in 
front of us. Sinee then, each night 
as we drive into the yard where our 
enr is garaged, we scan the vicinity 
carefully before emerging from the 
vehicle. 

Last August while motoring through 
New York we stopped ono night at 
a farm house in East Homer, near 
Cortland. There were some bee hives 
in tlie yard and the farmer told us 
that during the summer he had 
noticed that one hive was becoming 
depopulated. Upon investigating he 
discovered the trucks of some small 
unimul around this hive. Also on the 
sides of the hive were numerous 
scratches. It seems that if one 
scratches tlie side of a hive, some of 
tlie bee colony inside will emerge 
to find out what's causing the distur- 
bance. Aud it also seems tfiat skunks 
like bees for food, and eat them. So. 
this farmer set a steel trap — and 
caught a skunk. And some folks 
say that animals can’t reason. 


Twenty-three persons were killed 
by automobiles in Massachusetts last 
week; seventeen of the victims were 
pedestrians. Which strengthens our 
opinion that "safety drives” are futile 
while automobiles are allowed to he 
manufactured and sold which can he 
driven at 60, 70 miles per hour and 
over, and while reckless autoists found 
guilty in fatal accidents are "pun- 
ished” by fines instead of imprison- 
ment. Recently in tills state a "man” 
who ran down a pedestrian and sped 
awuy leaving his victim dying on the 
ond was found not guilty of man- 
slaughter and the extent of Ills punish 
mont was a fine. Convictions on 
manslaughter charges of murderous 
autoists are as rare as white black- 
birds. 

Automobile manufacturers, makers 
lubricating oils und antifreeze 
solutions spend huge sums advertising 
speed records made from coast to 
coast. The drivers who make these 
records should he punished by Federal 
and Stute authorities und so should

those who sponsor such feats. This 
aggrandizing of speed only lures auto- 
ists of certain types to “burn up” the 
road. 


Fewer pedestrians would be killed 
at night by automobiles if more pedes- 
trians realized that it is very difficult 
for autoists to see persons walking on 
highways after darkness falls; if more 
persons would realize that it is al- 
most impossible to see a pedestrian 
wlieu one driving a car is blinded by 
glaring headlights en an approaching 
automobile. The recommendation of 
Bishop Cassidy of Fall River— to have 
sidewalks along State Highways, 
should be heeded. And if cities, New- 
ton included, would keep their side- 
walks In better repair, fewer persons 
would walk on the roadways. 


Robert McCamnion. a former resi- 
dent of this city, died on November 
18th, at his late home in Watertown. 
Thirty-five years ago. the writer saw 
Mr. McCunimon have a miraculous es- 
cape from death. One Sunday after- 
noon in the early autumn Box 16 was 
sounded for a fire on Maple avenue, 
Newton. At that time the tracks of 
the Boston & Albauy railroad were 
being depressed, the crossiug at Cen- 
tre street was closed and a tempor- 
ary, wooden bridge located between 
Cole’s Block and the Gas Otflce build 
ing carried traffic over the railroad 
tracks. 

Engine 1 of Newton with Frank Cot- 
ton driving the powerful team of 
horses came up Washington street. 
Cotton, a skillful, daring driver, urged 
ou his steeds and they came up 
Washington street at full gallop. As 
they rounded the corner rroni Wash- 
ington street Into the approach to the 
temporary bridge “Bob" McCamnion. 
then a tall, thin youth of IS. who had 
won a local reputation us a bicycle 
racer, rode rapidly down Washington 
street in the opposite direction and 
turned in towards the bridge in front 
of the fire engine. McCammon’s bicy- 
cle skidded on the loose gravel and he 
Tell directly in the path of the gallop- 
ing horses. He lay at full length and 
the two horses passed over without 
any of their hoofs trampling him. As 
the pole between the horses passed 
over him. “Boh” started to sit up hut 
the front of the holler struck him in 
the back ami doubled him forward. 
In some inexplicable way the box at 
the rear of the engine in which the en- 
gineer ami stoker rode, cleared Me- 
a num>u. Captain Ben Tripp of En- 
gine I. then a call fireman and the 
stoker on the engine, jumped off the 
steamer and ran buck, expecting to 
find a hadlv mangled youth. But, be- 
fore lie could reach the victim. "Boh." 
overtd with dust and badly nerve 
shocked, but, without a scratch, hud 
tuiseii ami grabbed a nearby fence for 
support, while he recovered his breath. 
Tlie bicycle was a mass of twisted 
frame und tangled spokes. 

It behooves tlie citizens of Newton 
to go to the voting booths tu this 
ity on Tuesday.

vote at the city election. Because of 
the fact that there are only two con- 
tests evidenced on the ballots, the 
great majority of citizens may reason 
that there is no need to go to the 
polls. It would be comparatively 
easy, therefore, for persons, whose 
names are not on the ballots, to be 
elected to the Board of Aldermen or 
School Committee by "stickers” or 
even by their names being written on 
the ballots. A comparatively small 
number of votes could elect an Alder- 
man-at-Large or a member of the 
School Committee, and a couple of 
hundred votes, or less could elect a 
Ward Alderman for whom a “sticker” 
campaign might be secretly carried 
ou. 

We inquired of the City Clerk if a 
“sticker campaign" has been waged in 
a municipal election in this city be- 
fore. We were given the information 
that in the 25 years he has been in 
the City Clerk's office, he does not re- 
member of this method having been 
used. 


We do not know either of the can- 
didates for School Committee from 
Ward 5: either Mr. Wasgatt. whose 
name will apepar on the ballot, or 
Mrs. Cornell who will be voted for by 
the use of “stickers." So, we cannot 
take issue as to the qualifications of 
either of these two candidates. But, 
in our opinion, the ladies behind Mrs. 
Cornell's candidacy have established a 
dangerous precedent They should 
have determined earlier that this city 
needs more women on the School 
Committee. They should have proceed- 
ed in the regular manner, obtained 
nomination papers and had the lady's 
name appear on the ballot

are far from perfect. I am merely 
shifting my tactics for the present, 
more to give variety to the subject 
and to introduce some fresh material. 

It 1 b while riding on the Newton- 
Park street Subway line that I obtain 
my impressions. I might have said 
boat impresions, but some of them 
are the worst I could get so I am 
forced to declare the result a mixture. 
The terribly long journey in the eve- 
ning at rush hours — the only rushing 
is that done by the passengers in 
clamoring for seats — provides ample 
opportunity for contemplation. 

Often I have noticed people leave 
the car and then dash forward to 
cross in front of it before it has 
started-up again. Exactly why they 
prefer the risk of being knocked 
down with fatal results instead of 
running around the rear of the car is 
beyond me. The door is in the cen- 
ter so that one has the same dis- 
tance to go whether one makes a 
pass backward or forward. It has 
occurred to me that these people, so 
glad to bo released from the confine- 
ment of the car, lose their heads and 
don’t realize what they are doing. 
That may be the reason, yet their ap- 
pearance otherwise seems normal. 

Night after night, I have watched 
people of all ages leave the car and 
then madly dash forward In an effort 
to beat the motorman before he 
turns on the power again. It must be 
the motormen are used to It for they 
are little disturbed. It may be that 
you will hear a motorman grumble 
but usually he is calm and stoical. 
From every indication the passenger 
has had a narrow escape. That, possi- 
bly, gives him or her a thrill, for 
usually the he or she grins as though 
a clever stunt had been performed. 
Why a number of people are not 
bumped each night is hard to under- 
stand. I put it down to the motor- 
man’s good judgment in knowing 
what to expect. 

As I have said, the passengers who 
do this very foolish thing are many. 
They haven’t the excuse of those who 
run for the morning train and clamber 
on board as the train is pulling out. 
People are expected to he tardy in 
the morning. Either is puzzling, how- 
ever, unless it be that these people 
take pride in risking their necks. I 
suppose it’s a habit and clings to one 
whether a passenger on trolley or 
train or driving one’s own automobile. 
Still, I don’t quite get it. 

It may not have occurred to you 
that there was a commercial side to 
the Massachusetts Tercentenary cele- 
bration of the past Spring and Sum- 
mer. Yet there must have been one 
for I have heard a number of people 
complaining that there “wasn’t any 
money in it.” Just why any group 
of individuals should expect to profit 
financially by the observance is not 
readily comprehended by those of us 
who looked only for a series of fitting 
and appropriate exercises, processions 
and the like. 

However, more than a few must 
have thought that there was to be a 
large amount of money spent for vari- 
ous purposes and that this would 
bring a brisk trade in the sale of 
whatever commodities they had to 
offer. Their disappointment is clear, 
judging from their utterances. 

“Massachusetts is too stingy,” said 
one man who has articles to sell that 
are seen at big events. “More money 
should have been speut to dress .the 
whole State up and show the spirit 
of the tercentenary. There wasn’t 
enough going on. Here and there cele- 
brations were held hut not frequently 
enough. We should have kept the idea 
going every day throughout the Sum- 
mer and not one or two days or eve- 
nings. I am disappointed and I know 
that a lot of people feel the same 
way.” 

This man and others argued to me 
that Philadelphia even went into debt 
in order to properly obHorve its ses- 
quicentennial. They further pointed 
out the fubulous sums expended by 
Chicugo at the World’s Fair, how St. 
Louis did the tiling up brown with its 
expositions and San Francisco was 
lavish when its exposition was held. 

I recall that the Legislature two 
years ago showed that it believed that 
marked prudence should be shown 
and tliut no big event be held in which 
it was possible to sink a lot of money. 
No one seemed to be in the mood to 
authorize the outlay of large amounts 
of money merely to muke a splurge. 

Well, there you have a Now Eng- 
land point of view, fur different from 


Mint which apparently obtains in the 
middle-west and far west. Yankees 
expect to bo called closo-flsted and 
very often they are. In this instance 
it seems to me that mighty sound 
Judgment was shown. How ridiculous 
Massachusetts would appear at this 
moment had it squandered money for 
the tercentenary and was confronted 
with the problem of mnking-up a 
deficit and nt the same time struggling 
with the unemployment problem. 


When you glanced at that para- 
graph In the daily papers that told 
of the official tabulation of the State 
election vote by the Executive Coun- 
cil now in progress nt the State House 
did you happen to think that Massa- 
chusetts is one of three States where 
there is a Governor’s Council? The 
others are Maine and New Hamp- 
shire. 

And did you know that other States 
in the Union think Massachusetts and 
its two sister states of New Eng- 
land are foolish to cling to this 
old idea? They would abolish a Gover- 
nor’s Council, if they had one, and 
they can’t see why Massachusetts 
persists in maintaining a body of 
oight persons who meet weekly to 
pass on certain acts of the Governor 
and the various State departments. 

I am sure that nothing has been 
written for a long time about the func- 
tions of the Governor’s Council, or 
Executive Council as it is officially 
termed. You see, I tried to find some- 
thing on the subject and because I 
was unable to I felt that anything 
written for this column would cer- 
tainly be new. 

What interests me most about the 
Council is the story or legend that 
way, way back, after the Revolution- 
ary War the people of Massachusetts 
felt that they had learned a lesson 
from the rule of His Majesty, the King 
of England. That lesson was In effect 
that it was not well to give too great 
an amount of power to one man, he 
be he King or Governor or anything 
high and mighty. It was their belief 
and conviction that acts of a Governor 
should be passed upon by a Council 
and for that reason a Governor’s 
Council was established by the pro- 
visions of the State constitution. 

I am told that the Council of this 
generation has not the power of the 
original Council and a number of its 
successors. The fact is, I am in- 
formed, that gradually the Council’s 
authority has somewhat diminished. 
However, that’s a technical question 
and far too involved to be entertain- 
ing. 


Let us return then to the matter of 
tabulating the vote at the State elec- 
tion. That has to be done by the 
Council members under the super- 
vision of the Governor, or in his ab- 
sence, the Lieutenant Governor. It 
may be old-fashioned but at least it 
is thorough and, with the careful 
scrutiny given the returns by the 
Council, there can be few if any 
mistakes. Possibly other States who 
laugh at our methods might do well 
if they adopted some of them. 

Now how is the official vote deter- 
mined? Well, in the first place every 
city and town makes a return of its 
count of the ballots and sends it to 
the Secretary of State in a sealed 
envelope. By this I mean that on a 
separate sheet may be found the vote 
in that city or town for the office 
Governor. On a single sheet, too, is 
placed each other vote for State of- 
ficers, United States Senator, Congress, 
State Senate and House of Representa- 
tives, sheriffs and other county offices 
as well as the State-wide-and-local refer- 
enda. Each sheet bears the signatures 
of the- proper officials, duly sworn to 
and all that. So there can be no ques- 
tion as to the accuracy or the official 
character of each tabulation. 

Now these sheets are brought in 
separate envelopes from the Secre- 
tary of State’s office and opened by 
the Councilors themselves while the 
Governor or Lieutenant Governor 
stands by. It is of more than passing 
importance, I am sure, to learn that 
the actual operation of opening these 
envelopes takes about two full days’ 
time. 

The figures are set down by a staff 
of 10 experts from the Department of 
the Bank Commissioner and of course 
each sheet is verified more than once 
in order there may be no slip-up. If 
there is any hard job for our Coun- 
cilors it is the biennial task of watch- 
ing the votes tabulated. The job takes 
at least 10 days and sometimes longer 
and this year it will certainly be Wed- 
nesday of next week, December 3, 
before we shall learn the final results. 

Of course we know from the news- 
papers who was elected and I feel 
that in justice to the newspapers we 
should agree that their returns on the 
night of election have proved astonish- 
ingly correct. But they would never 
do for official records, so all this 
tabulating has to be done In the Coun- 
cil chamber at the State House which 
becomes a business office or counting 
room for fully teu days or more. 

Not until the Council has completed 
its canvass and made public the 
llgures are the people voted for and 
elected November 4 actually declared 
elected by the people. The same is 
true in the matter of deciding the 
various questions submitted to the 
voters on referendum. It looks like 
a lot of red tape, you say, but it re- 
veals an admirable system and shows 
that Massachusetts conducts its af- 
fairs with intelligence, fairness and 
accuracy. 


You will admit. 1 think, that it is 
easy to become absorbed in a dra- 
matic performance. Perhaps you will 
insist that there have been such which 
have bored you to tears or nearly 
that point. However, I prefer to deal 
with those which grip you and after 
which you will say, “I was completely 
lost because I could feel the tension 
that was holding the entire audience 
spellbound.” 

Let mo adviso you, in case you don’t 
know, that often the hard-boiled folks 
behind the scenes sometimes get car- 
ried away with the actors’ perfor- 
mance. Tliut muy seem a bit strange, 
but it has happened. None of this is 
intended us an argument for the legiti- 
mate drama as compared witii the 
"talkies” but I am sul*e you will agree 
that it has to be u pretty marvelous 
"tulklo" thut can sweep you com- 
pletely off your feet. 

A stage performance wus in pro- 
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gross and the leading character was 
doing such a capital piece of work 
In the highly dramatic situation that 
the prompter forgot the script he held 
in his hands nnd instead of attending 
to the lines was intently watching 
the show. 

As sometimes happens the leading 
character forgot his lineH at a vital 
moment. He was too inexperienced 
to allow the audience to know it and 
kept mumbling his own dialogue 
which was not part of the author’s 
writings. All the time he was edging 
towards the prompter’s stand in the 
wings, hissing, "Tho word, the word.” 
This was a pathetic appeal for a 
‘prompt” and should have been Im- 
mediately heeded. Tho prompter, a 
kindly man but a trifle elderly and a 
bit deaf, was so enthralled by the act- 
ing that he didn’t sense what was de- 
manded of him. 

From the other side of the stage the 
stage manager, observing the cause of 
the delay, ran around and nudged 
the prompter, saying, “The word, the 
word, give him the word.” 

Blandly and politely the prompter 
turned to the stage manager with, 
“O, certainly, what word does he 
want?"

Trusts And The Way They Operate 

By EARL G. MANNING 


This is the sixth of a series of arti- 
cles written by Mr. Manning. It deals 
! generally with the subject and spe- 
! cifically states one incident of how a 
trust is now operating. This is one 
of the subjects which Mr. Manning 
discusses in a series of talks to sev- 
eral of the Women's Clubs of Newton 
under the auspices of the Newton 
T rust^ Company.

Last week I alluded to the funda- 
mentals regarding the use of life in 
surance as a part of a man’s estate, 
and the amounts I have found as eco- 
nomic minimums which men have es 
tahlished to effect reasonable living 
incomes for those who follow. 

it is only within t lie past ten or a 
dozen years that any particular at- 
tention has been made to the con- 
servation of this life insurance money, 
when it becomes payable to those who 
are entitled to receive it. 

Of the $108,000,000,000 of life insur- 
ance in force in this country, as far 
as we are able to judge, there is not 
over eighteen percent of it properly 
conserved, and by that I mean, ar- 
ranged so that the investment and re 
investment of principal sums will pro 
duce income for those who will need 

Tlie life insurance companies them- 
selves have certain options iu their 
contracts which they extend to theii 
policyholders, performing what I have 
always felt was a semi-trust service. 

I say that advisedly because under 
t lie charters of the life insurance com- 
panies they cannot act iu the same 
capacity as a trustee. The most they 
can do is invest the money with their 
general assets, which they are per- 
mitted to do. and then pay out certain 
dividend checks at certain stipulated 
periods, and perhaps some principal, 
the latter under express stipulation. 

They in no way act as advisers 
as to the distribution of those divi- 
dend checks because that is not their 
business. I say that also advisedly 
because, having been a general agent 
for many years, I know that when I 
get a dividend check on one of these 
options from my Company all I have 
to do is turn the check over. 

What happens after the recipient 
gets it isn’t part of my job; hut is 
tlie part of a Trust Company or Na 
tional Rank which acts as trustee for 
these funds to advise, if the benefi- 
ciary wishes it. on all those questions 
which normally would come up to the 
head of the family if he were alive. 

There are certain cases, especially 
on the smaller amounts of insurance, 
where it is much wiser to have the 
life insurance money administered just 
through these dividend checks from 
the companies themselves. 

This is particularly so where a man 
lias very little outside property; but 
where the tangible part of a man’s 
estate equals or exceeds the amount 
of life insurance, then we have a dif- 
ferent situation. 

It has seemed to me that where a 
man’s estate is composed of half a 
dozen different types of investments 
and tangible property, in order to ar- 
range it property it should be in the 
hands of one corporate trustee. That 
opinion is being concurred in by the 
general public at large in increas- 
ing numbers, and is evidenced by the 
activities of the banks and trust com- 
panies in offering their services as 
corporate trustees for that purpose. 

One of the first actions that I had 
to consummate this year when I re- 
turned from my vacation was tlie set- 
tlement of one of these estates which 
( had arranged in 1925. 

Perhaps the detail of how that es- 
tate was finally settled will give you 
a better idea of what it means to 
create a I .it«* Insurance Trust and a 
Trust under a Will than any extended 
dissertation as to what the functions 
of banks and trust companies are 
when they set up these trusts. Here 
it is: 

In February, 1925, we were called 
into consultation by a prominent mer- 
chant in a nearby city for the pur- 
pose of making an engineering analy- 
sis of Ills estate. 

At that time it consisted of the fol- 
lowing items: 

Value of Business und Block 
in which It was lo- 


cated $225,000 

Securities 85,000 

Life Insurance 107,000 

Total - $417,000 


Perhaps we should have listed his 
real, worthwhile assets first, his fam- 
ily. which consisted of an understand- 
ing wife, n son. on whom lie depended 
to carry on his business, and two un- 
married daughters. 

After careful nnnlysls. and consid- 
eration of the uncertainties of busi- 
ness and the investment market, wo 
agreed that In order for him to accom- 
plish his innermost desires for his 
family, additional life insurance was 
the best Investment upon which he 
could rely. 

Accordingly he decided to purchase 
an additional $70,000 of it. 

His will, which was merely a testa- 
mentary document at the time, was 
carefully changed so that Its provi- 
sions dovetailed In with, and aug- 
mented the cash and income arrange- 
ments which he decided upon in tlie 
disposition of his Jife Insurance. His 
business was the only exception, pro- 
vision being made so that his son 
could carry on successfully, if he was 
able. 

In September. 1920. with practically 
no warning, this merchant pnssed on 
The detail of the manner in which 
his family received bequests under his 
life insurance is as follows: 

$ 21,000 in cash was paid immediate- 
ly to his widow for use in 
paying the expenses, taxes 
and incidentals in the set- 
tling of the estate. 

$115,000 is held in trust and is now 
paying an income to the 
widow of approximately $460 
a month as long as she lives. 
(First payment was made 
one month after death.) At 
her death the son and each 
daughter will receive an in- 
come of approximately $150 
a mon tli as long as they live 
— principal distributed in 
cash to tiieir heirs at their 
deaths. 

$ 11.140 is held in trust and is now 
paying $100 a month for five 
years to each daughter. A 
special reason actuated this 
arrangement. 

$ 10,000 w a s paid immediately in 
cash* $5,000 to each daugh- 
ter. 

$ 10,000 was paid immediately in cash 
to the son. 

$ 10,000 is held in trust and is now 
paying $40.n<) a mouth to a 
nephew as long as he lives, 
principal reverting to the 
the daughters of tlie mer- 
chant at the nephew's death, 
share and share alike, or to 
the survivor. 

Less than ten days were required 
to complete the whole detail of set- 
tling tills excellent Jife insurance es- 
tate. No administration, no probate 
court supervision, no vexatious delays, 
no legal tangles; nothing hut imme- 
diate enjoyment of cash and income 
for this man’s beneficiaries. 

Probably the balance of his estute 
will take the usual time to settle; 
somewhere in the neighborhood of two 
years. But even if it does, the fam- 
ily will “carry on” as usual, without 
worry, without inconvenience and in 
perfect security. « 

His investments? How did they 
stand the shocks of the market 
crashes? Well, probably just about 
as yours did. They suffered quite a 
loss, which it will take months and 
maybe years to correct. But that sit- 
uation isn't worrying anyone because 
it was anticipated when this whole 
program was arranged. 

The general public is yet but faint- 
ly aware that life insurance is the 
best investment ever devised. 

Let’s see what this merchant’s profit 
amounted to. Just on this lent. $70, U00 
of life insurance which he purchased 
five years ago. * 

He paid in $27,237.60, representing 
six annual deposits of $4,539.60. He 
was fifty-eight years of age at the 
time. He received in dividends, or re- 
funds, $3,589.30, making his net de- 
posits $22,648.30. 

His family received $70,000, which, 
as we figure it, has shown an invest- 
ment profit of nearly 300%! ! 

We don’t mention this question of 
tlie profit on this transaction with the 
idea of a man tuking life insurance 
with that desire only - in mind, but 
there have been so many losses re- 
cently, that tliis comes as a rattier 
remarkable incident just at this time. 
That is the reason I mention it. 

There never has been devised an 
ideal method of passing property to 
heirs, mainly because of our fast 
changing civilization und our changes 
in mind. From an observation of near- 
ly twenty years in arranging these 
tilings i feel, personally, that a Life 
Insurance Trust, when properly tied 
up with a Trust under the Will, both 
merging into one lurge pool when 
deatii occurs, is just ubout the most 
nearly ideal method of arranging an 
estate. 

I have taken my own medicine in 
this matter and it certainly has given 
me a peace of mind which I never had 
until it was completed. Furthermore, 

I have set up some six hundred or 
more of these for serious minded men, 
involving over twenty-five million dol- 
lars and I cun stute witii some assur- 
ance that others liave experienced sat- 
isfaction as well us myself.
